Ill Bro Glenn  Marvin  Martin  was  elected  and  installed  as  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  in  Barrie,  Ontario,  on  September  13,  1997. 

Bro.  Martin  was  born  at  Ottawa,  Ontario  on  December  24,  1925.  He  attended  elemen¬ 
tary  and  high  schools  in  Ottawa,  and  in  1949  graduated  with  the  degree  of  M.D.,  C.M., 
from  Queen's  University  in  Kingston,  Ontario.  He  undertook  residency  training  in 
Kingston,  Saskatoon,  and  Ottawa,  and  received  his  specialist  qualification  in  General 
Pathology  from  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Canada  in  1954. 

Bro.  Martin  married  Mary  Charles  on  April  19,  1949,  and  they  have  two  sons  and  four 
daughters. 

Moving  to  Edmonton  in  1954,  Bro.  Martin  began  his  career  as  the  Clinical  Pathologist 
at  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  in  that  city.  Three  years  later  he  moved  to  Kamloops, 
B.C.,  to  assume  the  post  of  Chief  of  the  Clinical  Pathology  Service  at  the  Royal  Inland 
Hospital.  Through  periods  of  development  and  expansion,  this  position  was  held  for 
over  thirty-three  years. 

Bro.  Martin  was  initiated  into  Mount  St.  Paul  Lodge  No.  109,  in  Kamloops,  on  March 
22,  1960  and  was  raised  to  be  a  Master  Mason  on  December  5,  1960.  He  was 
Worshipful  Master  of  his  Lodge  in  1981-82  and  served  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia  as  Grand  Organist  in  1978-88,  and  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1996-97.

In  the  Scottish  Rite,  he  received  the  14°  in  Vernon  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  June  6,  1963, 
the  18°  in  Moray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  November  9,  1963,  and  the  32°  in  the 
Vancouver  Consistory  on  October  3,  1964.  He  has  served  as  T.P.G.M.  and  M.W.S.  Bro. 
Martin  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  at  Niagara  Palls  on 
September  14,  1979,  was  crowned  an  Active  Member  in  Thunder  Bay  in  1991,  and  was 
installed  as  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  in  Halifax  in  1994.  He  was  received  into  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  on  November 
12,  1983. 

Bro.  Martin  has  been  active  in  the  International  Order  of  Jobs  Daughters,  and  in  1992- 
93  served  as  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia  and 
Yukon,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.

Lieutenant  Grand  Commander 


Ill Bro  Norman  Edward  Byrne  was  elected 
and  installed  as  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  in 
Barrie,  Ontario,  on  September  13,  1997. 

Bro.  Byrne  was  born  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  and 
received  his  elementary  education  there.  He  grad¬ 
uated  in  Mechanical  Engineering,  S.P.S.  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  1949,  and  continued  at 
Osgoode  Hall  Law  School,  being  called  to  the  Bar 
in  1953.  He  is  the  senior  partner  of  Byrne,  Martin 
and  Bedford,  and  is  also  a  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  (A.P.E.O.).  He  was  created  a  Queen's 
Counsel  in  1965  and  is  currently  practising  law  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario. 

Bro.  Byrne  was  initiated  into  University  Lodge 
No. 496  GRC  Toronto.  He  returned  to  Hamilton  to 
practise  law  with  his  late  father,  Norman  W. 
Byrne,  Q.C.,  33°,  and  became  a  charter  member 
of  Meridian  Lodge  No. 687  GRC.  He  served  as  WM  in  1961,  and  currently  holds  office 
as  Organist.

Grand  Chancellor 

Ill Bro.'. Donald  Wilfred  Dixon  was  elected  and 
installed  as  Grand  Chancellor  in  Barrie,  Ontario, 
on  September  13,  1997. 

Bro.  Dixon  was  born  in  Elkhorn,  Manitoba, 
December  21,  1925,  the  elder  son  of  Wilfred  and 
Leone  Dixon  and  spent  his  early  childhood  on  the 
family  farm,  receiving  his  education  at  the 
University  of  Manitoba  in  Agriculture.  This  was 
interrupted  when  Bro.  Dixon  joined  the  Canadian 
Army  and  served  overseas  with  the  Queen's  Own 
Cameron  Highlanders.  On  being  discharged  in 
1946,  he  moved  to  London,  Ontario,  to  begin  a 
new  career  in  Funeral  Directing.  He  graduated 
from  the  Canadian  School  of  Embalming  at 
Banting  Institute,  Toronto,  in  1949.

Grand  Treasurer-General 

Ill Bro.\ Harry  Edward  Standish  was  crowned  a 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  in  Barrie, 
Ontario,  on  September  13,  1997.  He  was  installed 
as  Grand  Treasurer-General  at  a  Special  Session 
held  on  October  18,  1997. 

Bro.  Standish  was  born  in  Brampton,  Ontario, 
April  1 1,  1938  and  lived  on  the  family  homestead 
cleared  by  his  great-grandfather  and  farmed  by 
the  family  since  1819.  The  family  moved  to 
Thorold  during  the  War  years.  He  completed  his 
public  and  high  school  education  in  the  Thorold 
school  system. 

He  articled  as  an  accounting  student  in  St. 
Catharines  for  three  years  before  moving  to 
Stoney  Creek  in  1964,  finishing  his  training  with 
Coopers  &  Lybrand,  graduating  as  a  Chartered 
Accountant  in  August  1966,  and  remained  with 
them  as  an  Audit  Manager  for  five  years.  In  1971  he  moved  to  Ottawa,  joining  the 
CBC,  The  Management  and  Reports  and  Financial  Analysis  Division.  One  year  later,  he 
moved  to  Caledon  and  transferred  to  Sterisystems  in  Etobicoke,  a  company  specializing 
in  hospital  TV  rentals,  pharmaceuticals  and  electronic  operating  room  equipment  sales 
and  service. 

Although  remaining  in  Caledon,  he  returned  to  Coopers  &  Lybrand  in  Toronto,  in  1974, 
and  was  put  on  a  temporary  loan  to  Hamilton,  until  the  spring  of  1975,  at  which  time  he 
joined  Porritts  &  Spencer  Canada  Inc.,  a  temporary  transfer  that  has  lasted  22  years. 
Bro.  Standish  started  as  the  Controller,  rising  to  Vice-President  Finance,  Director  and 
Secretary  of  the  corporation.  During  his  time  with  the  company,  computers  became 
more  common  in  the  business  world  and  the  various  systems  for  accounting  and  man¬ 
agement  have  been  developed  and  installed.  General  administration,  employee  benefits, 
treasury,  financial  reports,  and  union  negotiations  are  all  areas  that  came  under  his 
direction. 

Bro.  Standish  married  Marion  (nee  Gordon)  in  July  1961,  and  they  have  three  children, 
two  daughters,  Ellen  and  Alison,  and  son,  David,  who  at  the  age  of  20  succumbed  to 
Leukaemia  in  1985.  They  also  have  two  grandchildren. 

He  is  a  member  of  Knox  United  Church  in  Caledon  and  the  church  choir.  Chairman  of 
the  General  Board,  and  has  been  on  various  committees.  Involved  with  the  Caledon 
Agricultural  Society,  he  has  served  as  an  Associate  Director,  the  Auditor,  and  assisted 
with  various  projects  and  committees  acting  as  Emcee  for  the  parade  and  the  opening 
ceremonies.  In  recognition  of  his  efforts,  the  Town  of  Caledon  awarded  Bro.  Standish 
with  the  Volunteer  of  the  Year  Award  in  1993. 

Bro.  Standish  was  initiated  into  Masonry  in  1968,  in  Acacia  Lodge  No. 61  in  Hamilton, 
serving  as  its  WM  in  1983,  and  Treasurer  since  1984.

Donald  Norman  Campbell  was  elected 
and  installed  as  Deputy  for  Ontario  in  Barrie, 
Ontario,  on  September  13,  1997. 

Bro.  Campbell  was  bom  at  Barrie  on  November 
4,  1936,  and  was  raised  on  a  dairy  farm  in  Innisfil 
Township,  Simcoe  County.  He  attended  school  in 
Innisfil  and  Barrie. 

In  1957,  he  married  June  Owens  and  they  have 
two  daughters,  one  son,  and  five  grandchildren.

Deputy  for  Quebec 

Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Philippe  Armand  Decelles  was 
crowned  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General 
and  elected  and  installed  as  Deputy  for  Quebec  in 
Barrie,  Ontario,  on  September  13,  1997. 

Bro.  Decelles  was  bom  in  the  Eastern  Township 
of  Quebec,  on  October  22,  1927,  but  moved  to 
Montreal  at  the  age  of  15.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  Ellis  Business  College  in  Drummondville, 
Quebec,  and  at  Sir  George  Williams  University  in 
Montreal.

Deputy  for  Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova  Scotia  and  Newfoundland 

Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Phillip  Hendry  Raymond  was  elected 
and  installed  as  Deputy  for  Prince  Edward  Island, 
Nova  Scotia  and  Newfoundland  in  Barrie,  Ontario 
on  September  13,  1997. 

Bro.  Raymond  was  bom  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia, 
on  June  27,  1927.  He  received  his  education  in 
Halifax  public  schools  and  at  Dalhousie 
University,  leaving  school  in  1947,  to  pursue  a 
business  career.  After  two  years  with  the  Royal 
Bank  of  Canada,  he  accepted  a  sales  position  with 
Underwood  Limited  and,  in  1951,  was  transferred 
to  Montreal,  as  an  accounting  machine  sales  spe¬ 
cialist.  After  changing  employers  a  couple  of 
times,  and  completing  some  night  courses  at  Sir 
George  Williams  College,  he  and  his  family

He  has 
been  active  in  various  trade  associations  related  to  that  industry,  is  a  past  president  of 
the  Canadian  Truck  Body  and  Equipment  Association,  and  a  charter  member  and  past 
president  of  the  Canadian  Heavy  Duty  Distributor  Council.

MEETING  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  DEPUTIES 

At  8:30  a.m.,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby  and  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander  Glenn  M.  Martin  met  with  the  Provincial  Deputies  in  the  Vespra  Room  of 
the  Holiday  Inn,  Barrie,  Ontario. 

Present  were  the  following  Illustrious  Brethren  of  the  33°:  Harold  E.  Crosby  (SGC), 
Glenn  M.  Martin  (LGC),  Richard  E.  Barr  (B.C.  &  Y.T.),  Thomas  W.  S.  Band  (Alta.  & 
N.W.T.)  Howard  T.  Vallevand  (Sask.),  J.  Campbell  Matheson  and  John  D.  Atchison 
(Ont.),  Philippe  A.  Decelles  (Que.),  E.  Stanley  Matheson  (N.B.),  Leo  A.  Marquis 
(N.S.,Nfld.,P.E.I.),  Robert  G.  Wands  (GSG). 

In  welcoming  the  brethren,  SGC  Crosby  noted  that  this  was  the  first  meeting  of  Bro. 
Decelles,  who  was  attending  as  the  Acting  Deputy  for  Quebec. 

MATTERS  ARISING  FROM  1966  MEETING: 

1.  SGC  Crosby  reported  on  the  situation  regarding  his  proposed  meeting  with  Prince

2.  Referring  to  the  use  of  membership  cards  by  demitted  members  of  Supreme  Council, 
Bro.  Wands  reported  that  an  amendment  to  Article  99(c)  of  the  Statutes  is  being  submit¬ 
ted  for  approval  to  this  session  of  Supreme  Council. 

3.  After  the  last  meeting,  SGC  Crosby  appointed  E.  Stanley  Matheson  as  chairman  of  a 
committee  to  report  to  Supreme  Council  on  a  recommended  selection  process  for  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  33rd  degree.  This  is  a  report  to  Supreme  Council,  but  since  it  arose  from 
discussion  at  the  Deputies’  meeting  in  1996,  Bro.  Matheson  read  it  to  the  brethren  for 
their  information  and  comments.  (See  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Session  of 
Wednesday  afternoon  and  Thursday  morning.) 

4.  SGC  Crosby  again  reminded  the  Deputies  that  each  valley  should  be  encouraged  to 
have  its  history  updated. 
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5.  SGC  Crosby  had  appointed  Bro.  J.  D.  Atchison  as  chairman  of  a  special  committee  to 
review  the  Manual  for  Deputies  and  report  to  Supreme  Council.  For  the  information  of 
the  Deputies  and  since  it  affected  their  duties,  Bro.  Atchison  read  the  proposed  report  to 
the  brethren  for  their  comments.  (See  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Session  of 
Wednesday  afternoon.) 

6.  In  view  of  the  changes  in  requirements  for  membership  in  three  Shrine  Temples  in 
Canada,  SGC  Crosby  had  requested  Bros.  N.  E.  Byrne  and  J.  V.  Lawer  to  review  a  reso¬ 
lution  prepared  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  to  prepare,  for  consideration  of  Supreme  Council,  a  similar  res¬ 
olution  from  Supreme  Council.

The  SGC  said  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  Article  8(a)  of 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  five  of  our  Active  Members  must  retire  to  Past  Active  sta¬ 
tus  at  Friday  midnight,  September  12,  1997:

There  should  have  been  two  requests  for  retirement  to  Past  Active  Rank,  due  to  the  ill- 
health  of  the  brethren.

Crosby  asked  the  GSG  to  give  a  very  brief  overview  of  arrangements  and  proce¬ 
dures  we  are  to  follow  for:  Vesper  Service,  Conferral  of  33°,  Receiving  guests, 
Preparation  for  Supreme  Council  Dinner,  Foundation  Luncheon,  and  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander's  Banquet.  In  addition  to  these  general  instructions,  the  GSG  advised  that 
the  Representative  Candidate  for  the  Conferral  of  the  33°  would  be  Bro.  James  E. 
Anderson,  a  brother  from  Barrie,  Ontario,  and  that,  at  the  Supreme  Council  Dinner  on 
Thursday,  Bro.  Charles  Reidl  would  reply  on  behalf  of  the  class.  As  in  1996,  the  dress 
for  the  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  at  the  Conferral  of  the  33°  would  be  white 
tie. 

Bro.  Crosby  asked  for  a  motion  to  allow  him  to  deviate  from  the  prepared  agenda  as 
printed  and  circulated.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  McDonald  and  Martin.  Carried. 

(In  accordance  with  Article  5(e)  of  the  Statutes,  all  business  of  Supreme  Council  will  be 
conducted  in  Executive  Session.  Prior  to  Supreme  Council,  all  of  the  Financial, 
Committee,  and  Deputy  Reports,  except  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and 
Finance,  Committee  on  Membership  Nominations,  Committee  on  Officer  Nominations, 
and  the  Budget,  had  been  printed  in  a  booklet  of  Preliminary'  Reports  and  distributed  to 
the  Active  and  Past  Active  members.  It  is  the  intention  that,  since  the  brethren  had  the 
opportunity  to  read  them,  the  committee  and  financial  reports  printed  in  the  Preliminary 
Booklet  would  be  presented  in  Executive  Session  in  precis  only.  The  Preliminary  Report 
booklet  is  also  being  distributed  to  each  of  the  brethren  in  attendance  at  the  General 
Session.  The  reports  would  also  be  presented  in  precis  only  in  the  General  Session,  with 
the  committee  chairmen  pointing  out  any  changes  made  in  Executive  Session.  The  final 
reports  are  printed  in  the  Report  section  of  the  Proceedings.) 
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At  this  point,  four  additional  reports,  which  would  be  discussed  during  the  session,  were 
distributed  to  the  brethren.  These  were  the  reports  on  the  Manual  for  Deputies,  New 
Certificates,  Selection  for  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  and  Investment  Policy.  These 
are  reports  of  special  committees,  appointed  by  the  SGC  during  the  year,  and  since  it 
was  not  known  if  they  would  be  completed  prior  to  the  session,  were  not  included  with 
the  Preliminary  Reports.  There  was  also  a  suggested  Resolution  on  the  Shrine  situation 
which  had  evolved  since  the  printing  of  those  preliminary  reports. 

SGC  Crosby  reminded  the  brethren  that,  other  than  the  exceptions  noted  above,  they 
have  had  the  preliminary  reports  for  some  time,  and  no  doubt  have  read  them  and  have 
comments  and  questions  available.  He  reminded  the  chairmen  to  present  them  in  precis 
only  and  asked  that  they  announce  the  page  number  in  the  Preliminary  Report  booklet 
and,  to  save  time,  to  announce  the  seconder  of  their  motion  for  acceptance  of  the  report.

Austin  advised, 
for  information  purposes  only,  that  since  preparing  the  report,  there  has  been  correspon¬ 
dence  regarding  a  proposal  to  form  a  Consistory  in  the  Okanagan  Valley  of  British 
Columbia,  but  nothing  further  has  developed. 

SGC  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Walter  C.  McDonald,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership  Nominations  for  the  report  on  Active  Members. 

Bro.  McDonald  did  so  and  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Lawer,  that  the  report  be  received 
and  the  named  brethren  voted  on  at  the  Executive  Session  on  Friday  morning.  SGC 
Crosby  called  thrice  for  further  nominations.  None  being  received,  he  called  for  the 
vote.  Carried. 

The  SGC  called  upon  Bro.  Walter  C.  McDonald  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership  Nominations  for  those  being  recommended  for  advancement  to  the  33°  at 
the  1998  session. 

After  doing  so,  Bro.  McDonald  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Martin,  that  the  report  on 
Nominations  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General  be  received  and  the  named  brethren  voted 
on  at  the  Exective  Session  on  Friday  morning.  Carried. 

SGC  Crosby  advised  that  there  have  been  no  requests  for  extension  of  time  for  any  of 
the  candidates  that  are  members  of  the  class  of  this  year. 

The  GSG  confirmed  that  all  of  the  Deputies’  Reports  have  been  received  in  accordance 
with  Article  26(a)  and  that  they  have  been  included  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary 
Reports.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Wands  and  Fenton  that  these  reports  be 
published  in  the  1997  Proceedings.  Carried. 

SGC  Crosby  then  introduced  several  special  items  of  current  interest:  Consecration  of 
the  Grand  Fodge  of  Newfoundland  and  Fabrador,  recent  developments  regarding  Shrine 
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membership.  Report  from  a  special  committee  on  a  Manual  for  Deputies,  a  report  from 
a  special  committee  regarding  the  selection  process  for  Honorary  Inspectors-General. 

He  called  upon  Bro.  L.  Marquis  for  remarks  regarding  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador. 

Bro.  Marquis  pointed  out  that  it  was  a  once-in-a-lifetime  occasion.  The  Grand  Lodges 
of  England  and  Scotland  will  participate  in  the  consecration  which  will  take  place  on 
Saturday  November  1,  1997.  As  of  this  time,  not  all  of  the  lodges  under  the  English  and 
Scottish  Constitutions  have  agreed  to  join  the  new  Grand  Lodge,  and,  as  a  result,  all 
three  of  those  bodies  will  have  lodges  under  their  jurisdictions  in  the  province.  SGC 
Crosby  pointed  out  that  this  was  the  situation  when  many  of  our  Grand  Lodges  were 
instituted.  Nova  Scotia  still  has  one  lodge  operating  under  the  English  Constitution. 

GTG  Fenton  moved,  seconded  by  GSG  Wands,  that  this  Supreme  Council  donate 
$1000.00  towards  the  consecration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Newfoundland  and  Labrador. 
Carried. 

SGC  Crosby  then  introduced  the  subject  of  the  membership  requirements  for  the  Shrine, 
pointing  out  that,  in  1996,  the  Shrine  temple  in  Montreal  PQ  received  approval  from  the 
Imperial  Session  to  receive  applications  for  membership  directly  from  craft  lodge 
masons,  thereby  bypassing  the  requirement  of  membership  in  York  Rite  or  Scottish  Rite 
bodies.  In  1997,  the  Shrine  temples  in  St.  John’s  NF  and  Calgary  AB  also  received  the 
same  approval.  In  view  of  this,  the  SGC  requested  that  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer  prepare, 
for  consideration,  a  resolution  regarding  the  situation. 

PROPOSED  RESOLUTION  FOR  PRESENTATION 
TO  SUPREME  COUNCIL 
BARRIE,  ONTARIO,  SEPTEMBER  1997 

WHEREAS  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  Supreme  Council  that  at  the 
moment  three  Shrine  temples  in  Canada  have  been  authorized  by  their 
Imperial  Divan  to  delete  the  requirement  of  membership  in  the  appendant 
masonic  bodies,  namely  the  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Scottish  Rite,  as  a 
requirement  of  membership  in  the  Shrine  as  it  relates  to  their  Temples, 

AND  WHEREAS  this  will,  in  time,  within  the  Shrine  membership  of  those 
specific  Temples,  create  two  classes  of  “Shrine  membership”  which  is  basi¬ 
cally  undemocratic  and  undesirable, 

AND  WHEREAS  this  Supreme  Council  believes  it  is  not  in  the  best  inter¬ 
est  of  maintaining  the  close  masonic  family  ties  which  have  existed  since 
the  formation  of  the  Shrine  between  the  Shrine,  Royal  Arch,  the  Knights 
Templar,  and  the  Scottish  Rite  and,  accordingly,  is  not  in  the  best  interest 
of  Canadian  masonry  generally. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED 

As  part  of  the  masonic  family,  we  object  to  the  actions  of  the  Ancient 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  Temples  who  have  eliminated 
the  requirements  of  obtaining  and  maintaining  membership  in  the  Knights 
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Templar  and/or  the  Scottish  Rite  as  fundamental  requirement  of  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Shrine  and  accordingly  this  Supreme  Council  strongly  urges  all 
Scottish  Rite  brethren  who  are  members  of  a  Shrine  Temple  to  aid  and 
assist  their  respective  Shrine  Temple  Divan  in  all  ways  possible  to  continue 
to  maintain  the  masonic  family  ties  between  the  Shrine,  the  Knights 
Templar  and/or  the  Scottish  Rite  and  accordingly  to  assist  this  Supreme 
Council  in  maintaining  and  increasing  our  membership  base  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Bro.  Byrne  pointed  out  that  this  proposed  resolution  is  not  confrontational.  It  merely 
asks  the  members  or  our  organization  to  be  aware  of  what  is  going  on  and  for  each  to  do 
everything  that  he  can,  as  an  individual  Scottish  Riter,  to  maintain  the  very  close  associ¬ 
ation  that  exists  between  the  Scottish  Rite,  York  Rite,  and  the  Shrine.  Moved  and  sec¬ 
onded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.  Carried. 

The  SGC  suggested  that  the  resolution  should  be  sent  to  Grand  Lodges,  Scottish  Rite 
bodies.  Shrine  Temples,  York  Rite  bodies,  in  Canada  and  to  the  Imperial  Shrine  in 
Tampa. 

SGC  Crosby  advised  that  he  appointed  a  special  committee,  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Bro.  J.  Atchison,  to  review  the  Manual  for  Deputies  which  had  not  been  revised  since 
1974.  The  report  was  discussed  at  the  Deputies’  meeting  where  a  few  amendments  were 
suggested.  The  SGC  called  upon  Bro.  Atchison  to  present  the  report.  ( see  Report 
Section )  After  doing  so,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Atchison  and  Barr  that  the 
report  be  accepted  and  therefore  the  revised  manual  with  the  suggested  amendments 
adopted.  Carried. 

SGC  Crosby  advised  that  he  had  appointed  another  special  committee,  under  the  chair¬ 
manship  of  Bro.  E.  S.  Matheson,  to  study  the  selection  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General 
and  called  upon  Bro.  Matheson  to  present  the  report  at  this  time. 

Bro.  Matheson  presented  the  following  report: 


REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
TO  STUDY  THE  SELECTION  OF  HONORARY  INSPECTORS-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

In  the  matter  of  the  selection  of  nominees  for  the  33rd  degree,  your  committee,  as 
undersigned,  is  pleased  to  make  the  following  comments  and  recommendations. 

Comment  1 

In  the  Lecture,  we  hear  these  words: 

“Masonry  endeavours  to  advance  only  those  who  have  deserved  well  of  it. 

It  gives  none,  as  a  right,  the  rank  you  have  now  received,  in  any  other  sense 
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that  of  virtue,  honour  and  faithful  service  have  a  right  to  expect  a  reward 
and  it  receives  from  none  an  application  for  it.” 

Recommendation  1 


Article  10  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  be  amended  by  adding  -  “The  rank  of 
Honorary  Inspector-General  is  not  given  as  a  right  and  Supreme  Council  receives  from 
none  an  application  for  it. 

Comment  2 

Later  in  the  Lecture  we  are  told: 

“There  is  no  such  thing  in  Masonry  as  a  retired  list.  This  highest  degree 
relieves  no  one  from  active  service,  but  on  the  contrary,  obligates  him  who 
receives  it  to  a  more  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.” 

Today,  there  is  a  real  need  for  adding  younger  members  to  Supreme  Council  to  assure 
that  active  service  continues  to  be  performed,  e.g.  a  member  at  45  years  is  invested  in 
the  degree  and  entitled  H.I.G.  At  50  years  he  could  be  invested  as  an  Active  Member. 
Perhaps  at  age  55,  he  is  appointed  Deputy  and  at  61  years  he  could  be  elected  L.G.C.  At 
64  years  he  is  elected  S.G.C.  serving  until  he  is  67  years  of  age.  His  remaining  years 
permit  him  to  continue  to  serve  as  P. S.G.C.  having  had  22  years  of  progressive  experi¬ 
ence.  This  of  course,  is  prefaced  on  his  background  in  Masonry,  his  standing  in  the 
community,  his  interest  in  advancing  Scottish  Rite,  his  general  health  and  his  freedom 
to  travel. 

Recommendation  2 


In  view  of  our  need  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  21st  century,  we  must  encourage  and 
nurture  our  younger  members  with  leadership  potential  and  prepare  them  for  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  nomination  to  leadership  in  Supreme  Council. 

Comment  3 

It  is  obvious  that  Masonry  in  North  America  is  on  a  steady  decline  and  will  continue  to 
do  so  for  a  number  of  years.  However,  it  will  turn  around  eventually  and  until  then  we 
must  look  for  quality  rather  than  quantity.  Our  Supreme  Council  must  be  prepared  to 
meet  the  challenge.  Article  12  limits  the  number  to  one  Honorary  member  for  every  50 
members.  Any  change  in  this  formula  will  require  considerable  study  as  the  decision  to 
reduce  that  number  to  40  was  recently  defeated.  One  option  would  be  to  study  the 
action  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  in  establishing  the  office  of  Knight 
Commander  of  the  Court  of  Honor  (K.C.C.H.)  and  the  Meritious  Service  Award  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  Such  study  will  be  necessary  to  assess  the 
impact  on  our  present  structure,  the  informational  component  to  acquaint  our  respective 
jurisdictions,  the  costs  incurred,  and  the  method  of  reclaiming  such  costs. 

Meanwhile,  it  has  been  suggested  that  special  consideration  be  given  to  valleys  with 
lodges  having  a  membership  of  less  than  500,  to  name  an  additional  member  to 
Supreme  Council.  If  such  a  plan  was  approved  for  one  year,  30  Scottish  Rite  members 
from  all  provinces  in  Canada  would  receive  recognition. 
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Recommendation  3 


As  1999  will  mark  the  125th  Anniversary  of  Supreme  Council,  it  would  afford  an 
opportunity  to  recognize  the  smaller  valleys  (membership  500  or  less)  by  granting  spe¬ 
cial  permission  for  that  year  to  nominate  to  Supreme  Council  appropriate  younger 
members  who  would  have  the  time  and  talent  to  provide  the  necessary  impetus  to 
advance  our  order  in  the  years  ahead. 

Comment  4 

In  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  the  trial  run  with  the  Deputy's  Assistant 
has  received  favourable  reports  in  Ohio  and  Massachusetts.  This  appointment  serves  to 
assist  the  Deputy  in  larger  states  where  Active  Members  are  not  readily  available.  It  is 
an  organizational  approach  which  might  be  examined  to  improve  communications 
between  the  Valley  and  Supreme  Council.  Meanwhile  many  valleys  have  advisory  com¬ 
mittees  and  the  chairman  has  responsibility  for  keeping  the  work  of  the  valley  in 
smooth  running  order.  It  is  possible  that  this  is  a  position  which  has  potential  for 
enhancement.  It  would  be  a  simple  matter  of  naming  this  position.  Valley  Prefect,  and 
assigning  the  task  of  assisting  the  Masters  of  each  body  in  the  valley. 

Recommendation  4 


Consideration  be  given  and  valleys  be  encouraged  to  establish  a  Valley  Prefect  who  has 
served  in  one  or  more  bodies  and  attained  his  32nd  degree  and  would  assist  in  co-ordi¬ 
nating  the  valley  activity.

In  the  Churchill  Room  of  the  Holiday  Inn,  the  Barrie  Committee  held  a  “Get 
Acquainted"  reception  for  the  brethren  and  their  ladies  to  greet  old  friends  and  meet 
new  ones.  It  was  an  enjoyable  beginning  to  the  Session. 


THURSDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  11, 1997 
SECOND  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

The  second  Executive  Session  was  convened  on  Thursday  in  the  Churchill  Room  South 
of  the  Holiday  Inn  at  8:30  a.m. 

The  SGC  welcomed  the  brethren  to  this  Session.  In  particular,  he  welcomed 
Ill Bro.‘. Donald  A.  Murray,  33°,  Acting  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  who  had  been  invited 
to  attend  these  Executive  Sessions  as  an  observer,  but  was  unable  to  be  with  us  on 
Wednesday. 

SGC  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  E.  S.  Matheson  to  continue  with  the  report  on  the  Special 
Committee  to  Study  the  Selection  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Matheson  and  Marquis  that,  as  Recommendation  3 
requires  further  study  to  comply  with  our  Statutes  and  Regulations,  it  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  by  Bros.  E.  S.  Matheson  and  J.  C.  Matheson  that,  since 
Recommendation  4  refers  specifically  to  valley  activity  and  not  to  Supreme  Council,  it 
be  withdrawn.  Carried. 

GSG  Wands  presented  his  annual  report  per  Article  27(g).  Moved  and  seconded  by 
Bros.  Wands  and  Fenton  that  the  report  be  received.  Carried. 

GTG  Fenton  presented  his  annual  report  per  Article  28(c),  together  with  that  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Auditors.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Fenton  and  Wands 
that  these  three  reports  and  the  financial  statements  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Moved  and  Seconded  by  GTG  Fenton  and  GSG  Wands  that  the  firm  of  Doane 
Raymond  be  appointed  as  auditors  for  next  year.  Carried. 

GTG  Fenton  then  presented  the  Investment  Policy  for  approval.  Bro.  Fenton  explained 
that  over  the  years  our  investments  have  been  in  fixed-income  bearing  securities.  It  has 
been  pointed  out  to  us  that  we  should  be,  to  some  extent,  in  equity  investments.  As  a 
result  of  that,  we  looked  to  our  advisors  for  some  assistance.  They  offered  a  proposal  to 
us  for  an  investment  policy  which  would  include  the  use  of  equities,  those  equities 
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being  a  minimum  of  10%  and  a  maximum  of  25%  of  the  total  investments.  This  policy 
was  considered  very  carefully  at  Advisory  Council  and  revised  somewhat,  resulting  in 
the  document  now  being  submitted,  (see  Report  Section) 

Moved  and  seconded,  by  Bros.  Fenton  and  Wands,  that  the  Investment  Policy  be  adopt¬ 
ed.  Carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Norman  E.  Byrne  to  present  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation. 

In  presenting  his  report,  Bro.  Byrne  pointed  out  to  the  meeting  that  the  report  is  pre¬ 
pared  in  four  parts.  Part  1  covers  those  amendments  that  were  sent  out  in  accordance 
with  our  Statutes  and  of  which  all  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  have  had  copies. 
Part  2  covers  the  amendments  which  were  originally  presented  a  year  ago  and  were 
tabled  from  last  year’s  meeting  to  this.  Part  3  covers  amendments  which  were  received 
after  the  first  day  of  May.  Parts  1  and  2  require  a  3/4  affirmative  vote  while  part  3 
requires  a  unanimous  vote.  Part  4,  which  is  not  before  you,  will  be  presented  after  the 
SGC  has  presented  his  allocution.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  this  committee  to  review  it 
and  report  thereon  on  Saturday  morning. 

Basically,  Part  1  covers  housekeeping  matters.  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  it  con¬ 
tains  nothing  of  any  serious  consequence. 

Moved  and  seconded,  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer,  that  all  of  the  amendments  in  Part  1, 
subject  to  a  3/4  vote,  be  approved.  Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded,  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Hannan,  that  the  amendments  in  Part  2,  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  3/4  vote,  be  approved.  Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded,  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Wands,  that  the  amendments  in  Part  3,  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  unanimous  vote,  be  approved.  Carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Thomas  V.  Hannan  to  present  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Rituals  &  Ritualistic  Matters.  Adoption  of  the  report,  presented  in  precis,  was  moved 
and  seconded  by  Bros.  Hannan  and  Townshend.  Carried. 

Although  not  mentioned  in  the  report,  the  samples  of  the  certificates  that  were  presented 
to  support  this  report  included  some  using  colour.  Since  the  adoption  of  this  report  did 
not  include  directon  as  to  the  use  of  colour  on  the  new  certificates,  SGC  Crosby  asked 
for  a  show  of  opinion  from  all  of  the  brethren  present  as  to  whether  they  favoured  the 
coat-of-arms  and  flags  on  the  certificates  being  in  colour  or  black  and  white.  The  major¬ 
ity  favoured  using  colour. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  E.  Stanley  Matheson  to  present  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite.  Adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and  sec¬ 
onded  by  Bros.  E.  S.  Matheson  and  H.  T.  Vallevand. 

Bro.  Norman  Clarke  referred  to  the  reference  in  the  report  that  the  Grand  Almoner  of 
the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  had  given  $12,000  to  the  Salvation  Army  for  assistance  to  flood 
victims.  The  Grand  Almoner  has  advised  that  there  is  another  $3000.00  to  be  given.  He 
wished  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  valleys  that  had  contributed. 
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The  vote  on  the  motion  was  then  taken  and  it  was  carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Phillip  H.  Raymond  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance.  Since  this  report  did  not  appear  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary 
Reports,  it  was  given  in  full.  Adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros. 
Raymond  and  Carveth.  Carried. 

The  SGC  called  upon  Bro.  Lawer  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations 
which  he  also  presented  in  precis.  The  adoption  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros. 
Lawer  and  McDonald.  Carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Thomas  W.  S.  Band  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Location  of  Annual  Sessions.  The  adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded  by 
Bros.  Band  and  Milligan.  Carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Band  for  the  specifics  regarding  the  Session  scheduled  for 
Montreal  in  1998.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Band  and  Milligan  that  next  year's 
Supreme  Council  Session  be  held  in  the  City  of  Montreal,  Quebec,  commencing  with 
the  Vesper  Service  and  Formal  Opening  on  Thursday,  September  17th,  and  closing  with 
The  Chain  of  Union  on  Saturday,  September  19th.  Carried. 

Bro.  R.  Eldon  Greer  presented  a  precis  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  The 
Supreme  Councillor.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Greer  and  Lowry  that  the  report  be 
received  and  adopted.  Carried. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  Bro.  Donald  W.  Lambie,  Bro.  Gordon  K.  Trenholm 
presented  a  precis  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Library  and  Archives.

SERMON  -  “ACCENTUATE  THE  POSITIVE” 

ILL  /.  BRO  /.  THE  RIGHT  REVEREND  C.  ROBERT  TOWNSHEND 

“You  shall  love  the  Lord  your  God  with  all  your  heart,  and  all  your  Soul 
and  all  your  mind,  and  you  shall  love  your  neighbour  as  yourself.” 

(Matthew  22:  37,  39) 

Jesus  called  the  Grace  of  a  God  who  loves  us  infinitely,  “The  Pearl  of  Great  Price”.  In 
our  own  time,  it  has  been  said  that  the  consolations  of  religion  “are  being  sought  at  ‘cut- 
rate’  prices  that  too  many  Christians  are  looking  for  ‘cheap  grace’.”  Cheap  grace  means 
that  the  love  of  God  is  accepted  as  an  idea  rather  than  an  experience.  Cheap  grace 
means  that  the  forgiveness  of  God  is  accepted  without  repentance.  Cheap  grace  is  grace 
without  obedience.  “Cheap  grace  is  grace  without  Discipleship,  grace  without  the 
Cross,  grace  without  the  living  Christ.  Cheap  grace  is  the  deadly  enemy  of  the  Church.” 

You  may  know  that  God  loves  you.  You  may  know  that  God  loves  you  infinitely.  You 
may  know  that  God  wants  you  to  have  life,  and  have  an  abundant  life.  But  the  mere  idea 
of  a  gracious  God  who  continuously  offers  you  life  is  not  enough  if  you  are  to  become 
the  person  you  were  created  to  be.  God’s  Grace  must  be  accepted  through  obedience 
and  through  Discipleship. 

The  scoutmaster  on  a  camping  trip  became  sick  and  tired  of  answering  questions  put  to 
him  by  members  of  his  troop.  Finally,  he  made  a  rule  which  said  that  anyone  who  asks  a 
question  that  he  himself  could  not  answer  would  have  to  wash  all  the  mess  kits  after 
supper.  This  did  not  stop  a  boy  named  Tommy  who  asked  more  questions  than  anyone 
else.  Immediately  after  supper  Tommy  asked,  “When  a  chipmunk  digs  a  hole  why  does 
it  not  leave  a  pile  of  dirt  around  the  entrance?”  “Answer  it  yourself,”  the  other  scouts 
shouted  gleefully.  Tommy  then  explained,  “When  a  chipmunk  digs  a  hole,  it  doesn't 
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leave  a  pile  of  dirt  around  the  entrance  because  it  starts  digging  it  at  the  other  end.”  The 
scoutmaster  gave  Tommy  a  scornful  look,  then  said  triumphantly,  “That  makes  no  sense 
at  all.  How  could  the  chipmunk  get  to  the  other  end  to  start  digging?”  To  which  Tommy 
replied,  “You  know  the  rule.  Start  washing!” 

“How  could  I  make  some  sense  out  of  my  life?”  “Where  do  I  find  peace  of  soul?”  “Is 
there  a  way  out  of  this  emptiness?”  “Where  do  I  go  from  here?”  “What  is  there  to  look 
forward  to?”  “What  is  it  all  about  Alfie?”  Now  is  the  time  to  stop  asking  questions  and 
start  washing.  We  know  the  answers.  We  need  to  act  on  them.  Now  is  the  time  to  stop 
playing  with  the  rules  and  start  obeying  the  rules.  Now  is  the  time  to  stop  pining  for  life 
and  start  living  the  good  life. 

God  does  not  offer  us  wholeness  of  life  because  we  have  earned  it.  He  offers  it  to  us  as 
a  sheer  gift  of  His  Grace.  But  the  gift  does  not  become  real  to  us  until  we  are  willing  to 
accept  it  through  Obedience,  doing  his  will;  and  Discipleship,  living  his  will.  The  com¬ 
mandments  are  the  directions  for  life  God  gives  to  those  who  are  willing  to  accept  the 
gift.  Jesus  is  in  our  midst  now  showing  us  how  to  interpret  God’s  commandments  in  a 
positive  rather  than  negative  way.  We  do  have  answers  for  many  of  the  questions  of 
life. 

When  Jesus  says,  “Come  to  me  all  who  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest”,  He  is  not  talking  about  a  hard  day  at  the  office  or  a  frustrating  day  at  home  with 
the  kids.  He  is  talking  about  the  heavy  burden  of  the  law  we  impose  on  ourselves  when 
we  grimly  try  to  live  up  to  the  Ten  Commandments  and  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  out  of 
a  sense  of  obligation.  This  is  a  negative  approach  to  our  relationship  with  God  based  on 
the  mistaken  notion  that  we  somehow  have  to  earn  God’s  love.  God’s  love  is  a  gift!  In 
the  words  of  the  old  Johnny  Mercer  song,  Jesus  is  telling  us  that  we’ve,  “Got  to  accen¬ 
tuate  the  positive,  eliminate  the  negative,  latch  on  to  the  affirmative  and  don’t  mess 
with  Mr.  In-between.”  Jesus  wants  us  to  understand  that  God  loves  us  so  much  his  offer 
of  the  good  life  we  long  for  down  in  the  depths  of  our  being  is  never  withdrawn.  It  is 
ours  for  the  taking  if  we  do  so  in  an  attitude  of  openness  to  the  directions  that  come 
with  it. 

In  addition  to  the  “Ten  Commandments”,  as  we  know  them,  there  are  at  least  six  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty  other  laws  in  the  Old  Testament.  Consequently,  in  the  story  from  the 
gospel  we  heard  today,  one  of  the  Pharisees,  a  lawyer,  says  to  Jesus,  “Teacher,  which  is 
the  greatest  commandment  in  the  law?”  Jesus  answers  by  quoting  one  law  from  the 
book  of  Deuteronomy  and  one  law  from  the  book  of  Leviticus:  “You  shall  love  the  Lord 
your  God  with  all  your  heart  and  all  your  soul  and  all  your  mind.  This  is  the  great  and 
first  commandment.”  Jesus  continues:  “And  a  second  is  like  it,  ‘You  shall  love  your 
neighbour  as  yourself’.”  On  these  commandments  depend  all  the  Law  and  The 
Prophets.”  (Matthew  22:36-39).  For  the  Jewish  experts  in  the  law,  Jesus’  summation 
was  nothing  new.  No  Rabbi  of  the  time  would  have  called  this  anything  but  an  excellent 
answer.  But  there  was  something  new  and  different  about  it.  Jesus  tied  the  two  com¬ 
mandments  together  so  that  they  became  effectively  One  commandment.  Jesus  was  say¬ 
ing  that  love  of  God  and  love  of  neighbour  are  inseparable,  and  there  was  no  precedent 
for  this  interpretation  of  the  law  in  the  rabbinical  teachings. 

“Do  not  think  I  have  come  to  abolish  the  law  and  the  prophets,”  Jesus  said  in  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount.  “I  have  come,  not  to  abolish  but  fulfil  them.”  (Matthew  5:17). 
He  might  have  said,  “I  have  come  not  to  abolish  the  directions  that  come  with  the  gift  of 
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God's  Grace  but  to  enrich  your  understanding  of  them.”  Later  in  the  sermon  he  says,  “If 
you  bring  your  gift  to  the  altar  and  there  recall  that  your  brother  or  sister  has  anything 
against  you,  leave  your  gift  at  the  altar,  go  first  to  be  reconciled  with  your  brother  and 
sister  and  then  come  and  offer  your  gift.”  ( Matthew  5:23-24).  And  as  the  new  testament 
draws  to  a  close,  we  hear  the  Apostle  John  echoing  this  instruction;  “If  anyone  says,  I 
love  God  and  hates  his  brother  or  sister,  he  is  liar;  for  he  who  does  not  love  his  brother 
and  sister  whom  he  has  seen  cannot  love  God  whom  he  has  not  seen.”  In  this  command¬ 
ment  we  have  from  Him  that  he  who  loves  God  should  love  his  brother  and  sister  also. 
If  anyone  has  the  world’s  goods  and  sees  his  brother  or  sister  in  need,  yet  closes  his 
heart  to  them,  how  does  God’s  love  abide  in  them?  (1  John  4:20-21,  3:17).  You  can 
find  your  way  out  of  the  emptiness  but  you  have  to  follow  these  directions. 

These  are  the  directions  that  come  with  God’s  gift  of  new  life.  If  you  want  to  make 
sense  of  your  life  and  if  you  want  to  start  living  the  good  life,  then  stop  asking  questions 
and  start  following  God’s  directions. 

In  a  book  “Reaching  Out”,  the  distinguished  religious  educator  and  author, 

Henri  Nouwen,  describes  a  beautiful  occasion  in  which  he  experienced  a  deep  sense  of 
the  union  with  fellow  human  beings  and  God,  that  Jesus  is  directing  us  toward; 

I  vividly  remember  the  day  in  which  a  man  who  had  been  a  student  in  one  of 
my  courses  came  back  to  the  school  and  entered  my  room  with  the  disarming 
remark:  “I  have  no  problems  this  time,  no  questions  to  ask  you,  I  do  not  need 
counsel  or  advice  but  I  simply  want  to  celebrate  some  time  with  you.”  Going 
outside  we  sat  on  the  ground  facing  each  other  and  talked  a  little  about  what 
life  had  been  for  us  in  the  last  year — about  our  work,  our  common  friends,  and 
about  the  restlessness  of  our  hearts.  Then  slowly  as  the  minutes  passed  by  we 
became  silent.  Not  an  embarrassing  silence  but  a  silence  that  could  bring  us 
closer  together  than  the  many  small  and  big  events  of  last  year.  We  would  hear 
a  few  cars  and  the  noise  of  someone  who  was  emptying  a  trash  can  somewhere. 

But  that  did  not  hurt.  The  silence  which  grew  between  us  was  warm,  gentle  and 
vibrant.  Once  in  a  while  we  looked  at  each  other  with  the  beginning  of  a  smile, 
pushing  away  the  last  remnants  of  fear  and  suspicion.  It  seemed  that  while  the 
silence  grew  deeper  around  us  we  became  more  and  more  aware  of  a  Presence 
embracing  both  of  us.  Then  he  said,  “It  is  good  to  be  here.”  And  I  said,  “Yes  it 
is  good  to  be  together  again.”,  and  after  that  we  were  silent  again  for  a  long 
period.  And  as  the  deep  peace  filled  the  empty  space  between  us  he  said  hesi¬ 
tantly,  “When  I  look  at  you  it  is  as  if  I  am  in  the  Presence  of  Christ.”  I  did  not 
feel  startled,  surprised  or  in  need  of  protesting,  but  I  could  only  say,  “It  is  the 
Christ  in  you,  who  recognizes  the  Christ  in  me.”  “Yes,”  he  said,  “He  indeed  is 
in  our  midst.”  And  then  he  spoke  the  words  which  entered  into  my  soul  as  the 
most  healing  words  I  have  heard  in  many  years.  “From  now  on,  wherever  you 
go,  or  wherever  I  go,  all  the  ground  between  us  will  be  holy  ground.” 

Through  our  obedience  and  our  discipleship,  God’s  sheer  gift  of  Grace  will  become  real 
to  us,  and  from  then  on,  wherever  we  go  we  will  be  on  the  holy  ground  of  oneness,  not 
only  with  our  fellow  human  beings  but  with  our  God. 

“You  shall  love  the  Lord  your  God  with  all  your  heart  and  all  your  soul  and  all  your 
mind  and  you  shall  love  your  neighbour  as  yourself.”  ( Matthew  22:37-39)

I  know  that  the  class 
would  like  me,  on  their  behalf,  to  thank  our  respective  Valleys  for  having  the  confi¬ 
dence,  in  each  of  us,  by  forwarding  our  names  to  our  Provincial  Deputies,  who,  in  turn, 
nominated  us  for  this  special  honour  at  your  last  Supreme  Council  Session.  I  convey  to 
the  Provincial  Deputies  the  thanks  and  gratitude  of  each  member  of  this  year’s  class. 

To  the  Illustrious  Brethren  of  the  Barrie  Valley,  our  hosts  for  this  Supreme  Council,  I 
express  the  appreciation  of  everyone  here  for  the  effort  that  you  have  made  to  make  our 
visit  a  memorable  one.  We  all  know  that  an  event  of  this  magnitude  does  not  just  hap¬ 
pen.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  planning,  dedication,  and  hard  work  put  into  the  making  of 
a  smooth  Supreme  Council  Session.  The  detail  of  the  event  goes  to  illustrate  the  calibre 
of  all  who  took  part.  We  sincerely  thank  you  for  a  job  well  done. 

We  often  hear  in  masonry,  and,  in  particular,  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry:  “Wait  until 
you  see  the  next  degree,  you  will  be  more  impressed  with  it  then  the  previous  ones.” 
The  conferring  of  the  33°  is  no  exception.  It  will  remain  with  each  of  the  recipients  of 
this  honour  as  one  of  the  highlights  in  their  lives.  On  behalf  of  the  class,  I  wish  to  con¬ 
vey  to  the  cast  our  thanks  for  a  superb  degree. 
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I  would  like  to  reflect  on  what  some  of  this  has  meant  to  me.  When  I  look  at  the  ring 
that  was  placed  on  my  finger,  I  see  that  it  consists  of  three  small  rings  joined  to  make 
one  large,  stronger  one.  The  three  small  rings  bring  to  my  mind  three  important  points 
in  life  as  well  as  in  Masonry.  Just  as  the  three  small  rings  when  united  forms  one  strong 
and  larger  ring,  so  do  the  lessons  and  the  truths  of  life  when  united  and  practiced  make 
the  practitioner  a  more  complete  and  well-rounded  person. 

The  first  point  is  FELLOWSHIP.  By  it,  I  am  reminded  of  the  feast  of  fraternal  fellow¬ 
ship  that  we  all  share.  In  it,  we  invited  the  newly  Perfected  Prince  to  join  the  living  cir¬ 
cle  of  fellowship  that  we  share  with  each  other.  We  pledge  to  him  our  fidelity  and  our 
fellowship,  for  in  sharing  this  fellowship,  we  enjoy  the  benefits  of  brotherly  love,  relief, 
and  truth. 

The  second  point  is  LEARNING.  As  we  continue  to  learn,  the  greater  duties  that  we 
have  towards  each  other  and  our  fellow  humans  become  evident.  We  are  challenged 
early  in  our  Masonic  careers  to  make  a  daily  advancement  in  Masonic  knowledge.  As 
we  progressed  in  our  Scottish  Rite  degrees,  we  learned  new  truths  in  each  degree  that 
were  to  become  lessons  on  how  to  conduct  our  lives.  Learning  is  a  daily  process  of  liv¬ 
ing.  If  we  cease  to  learn,  we  become  stagnant,  wither,  and  decay,  if  not  physically,  then 
certainly  mentally. 

The  third  point  is  SERVICE.  Service  will  remind  us  of  the  needs  of  others.  We  all  have 
fresh  in  our  memories  the  historical  events  that  occurred  in  the  past  two  weeks,  the 
deaths  of  Princess  Diana  and  Mother  Theresa.  Each  in  their  own  way  provided  a  service 
to  their  fellow  human  beings.  This  should  remind  each  and  every  one  of  us  that  we  have 
a  duty  and  a  responsibility  to  those  around  us,  near  and  far  away,  whether  they  be  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  loved  fraternity  or  humanity  as  a  whole. 

Once  again  on  behalf  of  the  Class  of  '97, 1  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  Supreme 
Council  33°  for  the  honour  and  privilege  you  have  conferred  on  us.  When  you  extended 
to  us  the  invitation  to  become  a  member  of  Supreme  Council  33°,  you  said  to  us: 
“Come  join  the  circle.”  May  we  ever  be  worthy  of  that  honour  and  practise  the  princi¬ 
pals  and  lessons  we  were  taught  in  all  of  the  degrees  of  Craft  and  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry.

The  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of 
Canada  met  in  Annual  Session  at  9:00  a.m.,  in  the  Greer  Room,  Barrie  Masonic 
Temple. 

Supreme  Council  having  been  formally  opened  on  Thursday,  September  11th  in  the 
afternoon,  the  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  formed  the  Processional,  and  entered 
the  Lodge  Room  to  the  singing  of  “O  God  Our  Help  In  Ages  Past”,  accompanied  by 
Bro.  Lloyd  G.  Oakes  on  the  organ.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby 
called  upon  the  Grand  Prior  C.  Robert  Townshend  to  attend  the  Volume  of  the  Sacred 
Law  and  declared  the  labours  of  Supreme  Council  resumed. 
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In  response  to  an  alarm,  and  after  being  admitted,  M.W.Bro.  William  T.  Anderson, 
Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  and  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  this  Supreme  Council,  was  presented  to 
the  SGC  and  the  brethren  by  Grand  Marshal  Robert  A.  Barnett. 

The  SGC  welcomed  the  Grand  Master:  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  it  is  my  privi¬ 
lege  to  welcome  you  here  this  morning  to  our  annual  assembly.  During  my  period  as 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  have  endeavoured  to  impress  upon  the  members  of 
Scottish  Rite  that,  in  spite  of  their  membership  in  Scottish  Rite  and  their  active  partici¬ 
pation  therein,  that  they  are,  first  of  all,  Master  Masons,  and  that  their  activities  in 
Scottish  Rite  should  not  diminish  their  involvement  in  their  Craft  lodge.  Your  presence 
here  helps  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  we  are  indeed  first  and  last  Master  Masons.  I 
would  now  tender  to  you  the  gavel  and  ask  you  to  accompany  me  to  the  East  and 
assume  your  rightful  place. 

Grand  Master:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  distinguished  East,  my  Brethren,  first  of 
all,  I  thank  you.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  for  your  kind  reception  and  the  courtesy 
that  you  have  extended  to  my  wife,  Betty,  and  me  on  this  occasion.  Brethren,  it  is  a 
privilege  and  an  honour  to  be  here  today,  to  see  the  leaders  of  our  Craft  present.  We 
must  work  as  a  family  in  our  fraternity.  We  have  the  greatest  future  that  has  ever  been 
before  us  if  we  know  how  to  handle  it.  The  leading  edge  of  the  boom  generation  is  now 
in  their  mid-40’s  to  late-40’s.  That  is  mid-life  crisis  time,  when  they  ask  the  question, 
“Is  this  all  there  is?  Is  this  all  there  is  to  life?  What  else  can  I  do?  How  can  I  be  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  my  fellow-man?”  The  numbers,  of  those  individuals,  are  enormous  .  Their 
desires  and  needs  are  great.  We  in  Masonry  have  the  answer  for  them,  but  we  must  be 
prepared.  We  have  the  situation,  in  Masonry,  where  it  is  “Pay  Now  and  Find  Out 
Later”.  We  must  be  prepared  such,  that,  when  our  members  and  our  prespective  mem¬ 
bers  are  in  our  ranks,  they  do  not  find  indifference  and  boredom.  We  must  be  prepared. 
We  must  look  at  how  to  assimulate  and  give  ownership  to  our  members,  so  that  they 
will  carry  on  our  wonderful  traditions.  My  Brethren,  we  must  be  prepared  to  meet  the 
challenge.  Luck  is  when  opportunity  meets  proper  preparation  and  I  wish  every  one  of 
you,  the  leaders  of  our  Craft,  luck  in  your  future.  My  Brethren,  always  remember,  wher¬ 
ever  you  go  and  whatever  you  do,  be  a  friend  to  a  friend. 

SGC:  My  information  tells  me  that  we  have  one  other  Grand  Master  in  our  presence  this 
morning,  my  own  Grand  Master,  M.W.Bro.  Lauren  Armstrong.  Would  M.W.Bro. 
Armstrong  please  stand  to  be  recognized?  While  Bro.  Armstrong  is  the  M.Wor.  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  Nova  Scotia,  he  actually  started  his  masonic  journey  here  in 
Ontario.  When  he  was  installed  as  Grand  Master  just  a  few  months  ago,  eight  members 
of  his  Craft  lodge  travelled  to  Nova  Scotia  to  be  with  him  at  that  time. 

The  SGC  called  upon  the  GSG  to  call  the  roll  of  Ad  Vitam,  Active  and  Past  Active 
members  of  Supreme  Council. 

The  GSG  announced  that  the  minutes  of  the  1996  Session,  that  were  printed  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Proceedings,  were  approved  in  Executive  Session,  yesterday,  and  sanc¬ 
tioned  as  the  official  record  of  that  Session.

I  trust 
that  you  have  been  well  treated  by  the  members  of  this  Supreme  Council  and,  hopeful¬ 
ly,  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  will  let  you  come  back  again  sometime.

GENERAL  SESSION 


Sidney,  I  don’t  know  how  many  times  you  have  been  at  our  meetings,  but  it  is  wonder¬ 
ful  to  have  you  back  again.  I  trust  that  the  message  that  I  received,  that  you  are  now 
finally  going  to  retire  from  the  efforts  of  your  Supreme  Council,  won’t  mean  that  we 
will  not  see  you  again.  You  are  an  Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  you 
are  welcome  anytime.  Thank  you  for  coming. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  am  sure  that  you  will  provide  us  with  a  few  words  of 
wisdom. 

SGC  Ralston:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  East,  and  my  Brethren  All, 
it  is  also  a  great  pleasure  and  privilege  for  me  to  be  here,  again,  in  Canada  and  to  be 
here  with  you  in  your  sessions  in  Barrie.  I  know  that  not  only  I,  our  delegation  that  is 
present  with  us,  but  our  wives  are  having  a  wonderful  time,  as  we  always  do  when  we 
come  to  Canada.  We  look  forward  each  year  to  being  with  you.  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  I  would  like  to  take  a  minute  to  congratulate  you  and  your  cast  for  what  I 
thought  was  a  wonderful  exemplification,  yesterday,  of  the  33°  and  on  my  own  behalf 
to  congratulate  the  class  on  being  elevated  to  that  wonderful  and  distinguished  33°.  It  is 
something  that  I  have  always  treasured  and  I  know  that  you  will  too  and  it  was  a  plea¬ 
sure  to  be  here  and  experience  it  with  you.  I  was  very  impressed,  yesterday,  at  the 
Vesper  service,  particularly  about  the  comments  about  the  two  brethren  and  the  fact  that 
silence  was  more  than  sufficient  for  them  and  for  the  area  between  them  as  time  goes 
on.

On  behalf  of  all  of 
those  here  assembled,  and  our  ladies,  I  thank  you  so  much  for  this  wonderful  week  that 
is  yet  to  unfold.  I  hope  for  all  of  you  that  it  has  been  a  sense  of  accomplishment,  and 
that,  for  you.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  you  have  completed  your  agenda,  or  will 
do  so,  to  the  satisfaction  of  you  and  your  brethren.  Thanks  so  much  for  having  us.  May 
God  bless  you  all  and  our  beloved  Masonic  fraternity. 

Again,  the  brethren  showed  their  appreciation  with  their  applause. 

In  the  response  to  an  alarm,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Barrie  was  admitted  and  the  Grand 
Marshal  introduced  her  worship,  Mayor  Janice  Laking,  of  the  City  of  Barrie. 

SGC:  Your  Worship,  let  me  welcome  you  to  our  Session  this  morning  and  I  thank  you 
for  coming.  The  brethren  from  the  Valley  of  Barrie  have  done  an  outstanding  job  in 
organizing  our  annual  session  here.  It  is  the  first  time  that  we  have  ever  met  in  Barrie  in 
our  123-year  history.  I  hope  that  it  will  not  be  as  long  again  before  they  invite  us  back. 
The  city,  I  understand,  is  a  very  rapidly  growing  city  and  you  must  have  many  problems 
to  deal  with,  but  we  do  appreciate  your  coming  and  I  would  hope  that  you  would  be 
prepared  to  say  a  few  words  to  us.  Welcome. 

Mayor  Laking:  And  I  welcome  you.  We  are  indeed  pleased  and  proud  that  you  have 
chosen  Barrie  and  I  am  particularly  pleased  that  you  are  all  busy  here  and  your  wives 
are  all  out  with  their  credit  cards  in  this  city.  I  know  how  hard  the  organizing  committee 
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has  worked.  I  know  that  it  has  been  under  circumstances  that  I  would  like  to  improve 
before  you  come  back.  I  have  worked  very  long  on  a  convention  centre  in  the  city.  I 
hope  that,  very  soon,  somebody  with  deep  pockets  will  be  as  enthusiastic  as  I  am  in  pro¬ 
viding  that  kind  of  facility.  My  father  was  very  involved  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  In  many 
ways  I  have  followed  in  his  footsteps  and  I  suggested  to  Johnny  McGowan  and  Bill 
Linton,  this  morning,  that  perhaps  I  could  join  the  Scottish  Rite.  Got  a  bit  of  a  blank 
stare  on  that  one!  (Laughter)  It’s  like  the  convention  centre — we’ll  work  on  it! 
( Laughter )  As  governments  spend  less  and  less  of  the  money  that  we  give  them,  on 
many  of  the  disadvantaged  and  people  who  need  special  help  in  our  communities,  the 
work  that  you  do  becomes  more  and  more  important  and  I  thank  you. 

The  remarks  were  greeted  with  applause. 

SGC:  Thank  you,  your  Worship.  We  would  be  delighted  to  have  you  stay  if  you  wish  to 
do  so. 

Mayor  Laking:  I'm  not  sure  if  that  is  an  invitation  to  join  or  not.  (Laughter) 

SGC:  It's  not  an  invitation  to  join.  It  is  just  an  invitation  to  participate. 

Mayor  Laking:  I  thank  you  for  the  invitation,  but  this  is  a  particularly  busy  week.  My 
daughter  is  getting  married  tomorrow  on  her  Grandmother’s  104th  birthday,  so  I  have  a 
number  of  things  to  do.  I  have  a  very  tight  schedule  but  I  do  appreciate  the  offer. 

Applause  followed  during  which  SGC  Crosby  conducted  Mayor  Laking  to  the  door. 

Again,  in  response  to  an  alarm,  the  Member  of  Parliament  was  admitted  and  the 
Grand  Marshal  introduced  Mrs.  Eileen  Carol. 

SGC:  Mrs.  Carol,  we  welcome  you  to  our  Annual  Session  this  morning.  Thank  you  very 
much  for  taking  the  time  to  come  and  visit  with  us.  We  always  enjoy  and  appreciate 
having  representatives  of  local,  provincial,  and  federal  governments  and  we  thank  you 
for  coming  and  I  trust  that  you  will  say  a  few  words  to  us. 

Mrs.  Carol:  Good  Morning  and  thank  you  for  inviting  me.  It  is  an  honour,  indeed,  to 
come  this  morning  and  to  address  you.  I  am  sure  that  the  Mayor  has  spoken  to  you 
about  how  grateful  we  are  that  you  have  chosen  Barrie  for  your  Annual  Session.  The 
city  is  always  pleased  to  have  participants  in  meetings  such  as  this  to  choose  Barrie  and 
to  see  us  as  a  place  where  you  can  find  the  facilities,  the  enjoyment,  and  the  peace  to 
involve  yourselves  in  the  deliberations  that  are  vital  to  the  order.  My  pleasure,  this 
morning,  is  to  greet  you  on  behalf  of  the  Prime  Minister,  to  bring  greetings  to  all  of  you 
from  the  Government  of  Canada,  and  to  welcome  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  to  the  city.  I  know  of  the  work  that  you  do,  and  I  am  well  aware  of  the  long  history 
of  Freemasonry  in  this  country  and  others  and  so,  I  am  very  honoured  to  be  here.  I 
know  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Foundation  and  the  work  that  you  do  for  in  mental  retardation 
and  Alzheimer’s  Disease,  so  it  is  an  honour  to  have  you  here.  It  is  an  honour  for  me  to 
greet  you  and  I  wish  you  much  wisdom  in  your  deliberations  and  much  enjoyment  in 
your  recreational  time. 

Mrs.  Carroll  then  presented  to  the  SGC  a  certificate  reading  as  follows:  “On  behalf  ot 
the  Prime  Minster  and  the  Government  of  Canada,  please  accept  our  greetings  on  the 
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occasion  of  this  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Ancient  &  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  in  Canada.” 

Applause  followed  during  which  SGC  Crosby  conducted  Mrs.  Carol  to  the  door. 

Again,  in  response  to  an  alarm,  the  member  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  was  admitted 
and  the  Grand  Marshal  introduced  Mr.  Joe  Tascona,  Member  of  the  Provincial 
Parliament. 

SGC:  Mr.  Tascona,  welcome  to  our  Annual  Session.  Thank  you  for  accepting  the  invi¬ 
tation  to  come  and  be  with  us  and  to  address  us  on  this  occasion.  As  I  said  to  those  who 
were  in  the  room  prior  to  you,  we  always  appreciate  the  representatives  of  government 
coming  and  being  with  us.  We  feel  that  it  is  very  important  as  we  visit  the  various  areas 
around  the  country. 

Mr.  Tascona:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Gentlemen,  it  is  certainly  my  pleasure 
to  be  here  on  behalf  of  the  Premier  and  the  Provincial  Government.  I  am  the  member 
for  Simcoe  Centre  and  I  certainly  admire  and  respect  the  role  that  your  organization 
plays  within  this  city  of  Barrie,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  and  in  this  country.  On  that 
note,  I  have  a  certificate  that  I  am  going  to  present  to  you  on  behalf  of  the  Provincial 
Government  which  I  will  read  to  you.  “Ancient  &  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada  Annual  Reunion  September  12,  1997,  on  behalf  of  the 
Government  of  Ontario,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  recognize  the  many  contributions  the 
Ancient  &  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  has  made  to  our  nation, 
province,  and  local  community.

I  extend  my  best  wishes  to  the 
organizers  and  participants  of  this  reunion.”  I  thank  you  for  coming  to  our  community 
and  I  wish  you  all  the  best  this  week-end. 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  M.Ill.Kt.Comp.  Clark  S.  Brooks,  Grand  Sovereign, 
Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada,  the  Masonic  and  Military  Order  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  and  St.  John  the  Evangelist.  Bro.  Brooks 
is  also  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°  of  this  Supreme  Council,  being  a  member  of 
the  class  yesterday. 

SGC:  Clark,  I  welcome  you  to  our  annual  session,  both  as  a  representative  of  the  Red 
Cross  of  Constantine  and  as  a  candidate  in  this  year’s  class.  I  had  the  privilege  of  being 
with  you  just  a  few  weeks  ago  in  Winnipeg  at  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory 
and  I  am  certainly  pleased  to  be  able  to  welcome  you. 

M.Ill.Kt.Comp.  Clark  S.  Brooks:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand 
Master,  and  my  Brethren,  I  bring  you  warm  fraternal  greetings  from  the  Grand  Imperial 
Conclave  of  Canada  and  I  won’t  bore  you  with  all  of  that  official  title.  If  you  ever  need 
to  inscribe  it  on  a  tombstone  it  will  cost  about  $7000.00.  My  Brethren,  I  must  tell  you 
what  a  joy  it  is  to  be  here,  both  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Conclave  and  also  as 
a  candidate  yesterday.  Both  have  left  marks  that  I  will  remember  in  my  mind  forever.  I 
must  share  with  you  one  thing  that  happened  out  in  Winnipeg  last  month.  We  were 
marching  to  a  vesper  service  on  the  Sunday  afternoon  with  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory 
and  there  were  13  blocks  from  the  hotel.  We  lined  up  virtually  at  the  comer  of  Portage 
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and  Main  and  the  temperature  was  30°  at  least.  It  was  hot!  The  Winnipeg  Police  Pipe 
Band  was  playing  for  us  in  that  march  and  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  in 
the  left  front  position  of  the  parade,  behind  the  flags  which  were  behind  the  band.

SGC:  I’m  not  sure  whether  or  not  Clark  is  trying  to  tell  you  that  I  don’t  know  how  to  tie 
shoes,  but  I  did  not  lose  the  shoe.  Thank  you  very  much. 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  M. Ex. Comp.  R.  Frank  Russell,  32°,  Grand  First 
Principal,  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

SGC:  I  am  pleased  to  welcome  you  here  with  us.  I,  unfortunately,  was  unable  to  accept 
the  invitation  to  attend  your  meetings  in  Ontario  on  the  several  occasions  that  I  received 
them,  but  I  did  have  someone  to  represent  us.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  being  with  you 
at  other  meetings  and  I  have  enjoyed  the  fellowship  that  has  been  established  between 
us.  Thank  you  for  coming  and  representing  your  particular  branch  of  the  Masonic  family. 

M. Ex. Comp.  R.  Frank  Russell:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master, 
my  Colleagues  in  the  East,  and  Brethren  All.  Thank  you  very  much.  Sir,  for  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  allowing  me  just  a  few  moments  to  say  some  words  about  the  experiences  that 
I  have  undergone  in  the  last  couple  of  days  here  in  the  fine  city  of  Barrie.  First  of  all,  I 
must  extend  to  you.  Sir,  the  very  best  wishes  of  Rt. Ex. Comp.  Harry  D.  Turner,  our 
Grand  Second  Principal;  Rt. Ex. Comp.  John  W.  Magill,  our  Grand  Third  Principal;  and 
also  the  very  best  wishes  of  our  Grand  Executive  to  you  and  to  all  of  your  officers.

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  M.Em.Kt.W.  Marshall  Black,  33°,  Past  Supreme 
Grand  Master,  The  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  of  the  United  Orders  of 
Malta  and  the  Temple  and  also  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  this  Supreme 
Council. 

SGC:  I  welcome  my  fellow  Nova  Scotian.  Another  Bluenoser!  We  are  sorry  that  your 
Grand  Master  was  unable  to  be  with  us.  I  know  that  he  is  suffering,  terribly,  over  in 
Stockholm  at  those  meetings.  His  absence  has  provided  us,  of  course,  with  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  meet  with  you  again.  I  don't  know  how  many  in  this  room  realize  that,  three 
years  ago.  Nova  Scotia  ruled  the  Masonic  world  in  Canada.  Marshall  Black,  Cecil 
Decker,  (Black  &  Decker),  and  Harold  Crosby.  It  will  never  be  the  same  again.  Thank 
you  so  much  for  coming.  It  is  a  delight  to  have  you  and  Marie  with  us. 

P.S.G.M.  W.  Marshall  Black:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master, 
Ill.  Brethren  All,  I  knew  that  Harold  Crosby  would  take  my  top  remarks  away  from  me 
as  I  have  had  that  opportunity  a  couple  of  times  with  him.  On  behalf  of  my  wife  and 
me,  I  thank  you  for  your  hospitality.  I  bring  the  greetings  from  the  M.Em.  Supreme 
Grand  Master,  M.Em.Kt.  Roger  Delisle  and  the  over  14,000  members  of  the  Knight 
Templars  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada.  He  sends  his  regrets.  He  is  in 
Stockholm,  Sweden,  at  the  internationl  meeting  of  Great  Priories  of  the  World  and,  at 
the  same  time,  paying  a  little  over  $10.00  for  a  hamburger.

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  M.Ill.Comp.  Larry  J.  Hostine,  32°,  Grand  Master, 
Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Ontario. 

SGC:  Grand  Master,  welcome  to  our  assembly.  Thank  you  very  much  for  coming  and 
representing  your  particular  branch  of  the  family.  It  has  been  great  to  have  you  and  I 
trust  that  there  will  be  other  occasions  when  we  can  meet. 
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G.M.  Larry  J.  Hostine:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master, 
Distinguished  Guests,  and  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  I  thank  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  very  kind  invitation  to  be 
here  today  and  the  courtesies  extended  to  my  wife,  Brenda,  and  to  me  over  the  last  few 
days.  The  friendships  and  kind  courtesies  that  have  been  extended  to  us  are  greatly 
appreciated  and  will  long  be  remembered.

K.  Vincent  Rudnick,  33°,  Provincial 
Grand  Master  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

SGC:  Provincial  Grand  Master,  welcome  to  our  assembly.  I  know  that  you  have  been  at 
our  assemblies  before  in  your  capacity  as  an  H.I.G.  and  we  do  welcome  you,  very  sin¬ 
cerely,  as  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.

Throughout  our  great  fraternity,  we  put  love  toward  humanity  in  action  from  the  craft 
lodge,  through  both  the  York  and  Scottish  Rites.  We  sponsor  many  acts  of  giving  to  our 
community  and  to  the  world.  The  Shrine,  with  its  22  state-of-the-art  hospitals,  is  second 
to  none  in  its  love  toward  humanity  in  action.  Now  the  thing  that  bothers  me  is  our  love 
in  action  towards  each  other.  When  you  help  others,  you  help  yourself.  The  tenets  of 
our  charity — love  in  action,  brotherly  love,  harmony — are  all  the  foundation  of  our 
great  fraternity  all  of  which,  go  to  being  a  good  Mason  and  a  Shriner.  Brethren,  it  has 
been  wonderful  for  us  all  to  come  here  to  these  sessions  together,  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  to  meet  new  people,  to  make  new  friends,  and  have  some  fun.

ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

INTRODUCTION 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Supreme  Council,  we  are  privileged  to  have  the 
Valley  of  Barrie  as  host  to  this  Annual  Session.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Scottish  Rite 
brethren  in  this  Valley  for  the  invitation  they  extended  to  us,  and  for  the  exceptional  job 
they  have  done  in  organizing  these  Sessions. 

The  Valley  of  Barrie  is  located  in  the  County  of  Simcoe,  a  part  of  Canada  that  was 
occupied  by  native  peoples  long  before  Champlain  arrived  to  start  colonization  on 
behalf  of  France.  The  presence  of  these  native  peoples  is  still  evident  today,  through  the 
place  names  that  date  back  to  the  days  when  they  were  the  only  occupants  of  the  land  in 
this  area. 
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In  1639,  Jesuit  missionaries  arrived  and  established  Sainte-Marie  Among  The  Hurons, 
near  the  existing  town  of  Midland,  not  far  from  where  we  now  meet.  That  fortified  mis¬ 
sion  was  the  most  westerly  European  outpost,  and  became  home  to  the  Hurons  who 
were  converted  to  Christianity.  Sainte-Marie  soon  became  the  largest  European  settle¬ 
ment  north  of  New  Orleans.  It  boasted  Ontario's  first  church,  hospital,  blacksmith  shop, 
and  European  farm. 

In  1647,  the  Iroquois  Indians  began  attacking  in  Huron  territory,  and  the  mission 
became  a  target.  By  1649,  many  of  the  Hurons  and  Jesuits  had  been  captured  and  killed, 
and  villages  were  destroyed.  Rather  than  surrender  to  the  Iroquois,  the  Jesuits  burned 
everything  they  had  spent  ten  years  building,  and  fled  with  their  Huron  friends. 

I  can  assure  you,  that  the  present-day  inhabitants  of  the  area  are  not  at  all  belligerent, 
like  the  Iroquois  were  in  the  late  1640's.  I  am  sure  that  you  will  be  made  most  welcome, 
and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  positively  respond  to  any  of  your  needs. 

The  Valley  of  Barrie,  in  1988,  celebrated  it’s  100th  Anniversary.  The  history  of  Scottish 
Rite  Freemasonry  in  the  Valley  began  during  the  late  summer  of  1887,  when  a  number 
of  Masons  living  in  the  town,  being  anxious  to  introduce  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in 
Barrie,  forwarded  a  petition  to  Ill ,\Bro.\  John  V.  Ellis,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
requesting  that  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  be  established  in  the  town.  The  petition  was  posi¬ 
tively  received  and  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  Thursday,  November  17,  1887,  the  Barrie 
Lodge  of  Perfection  was  born. 

The  Valley  over  the  ensuing  years  has  had  outstanding  leadership.  This  is  evident  in  the 
fact  that  it  is  now  numerically  the  third  largest  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Valleys  in  Canada. 
We  commend  all  those,  both  past  and  present,  who  have  shown  such  dedication  and 
devotion  to  Masonry,  and  who  have  played  such  a  major  role  in  its  growth  and  influ¬ 
ence  in  this  particular  part  of  Canada. 

I  am  most  pleased  to  welcome  to  our  Sessions,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  William  T. 
Anderson,  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and 
an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  our  Supreme  Council.  It  is  most  fitting  that  you  are 
able  to  be  with  us  on  this  occasion.  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  since,  to  clearly 
demonstrate  our  origins  in,  and  our  allegiance  to.  Craft  Masonry,  we  have  included  in 
our  programme,  an  exemplification  of  the  Master  Mason  Degree  by  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  Degree  Team. 

This  team  is  under  the  direction  of  Ill Bro.\ Donald  H.  Mumby,  32°,  Retired  Chief 
Superintendent  of  the  R.C.M.P.,  and  Worshipful  Master  of  the  R.C.M.P.  Craft  Degree 
Team.  We  are  grateful  to  Ill ,\Bro.\ Mumby  and  the  brethren,  who  have  come  here,  at 
some  personal  sacrifice,  to  demonstrate  this  Degree  to  us. 

NECROLOGY 

As  we  assemble  in  Supreme  Council,  we  are  mindful  that  some  of  our  members  who 
have  been  with  us  in  the  past  are  not  with  us  at  this  Session.  Once  again,  it  is  our  sad 
duty  to  report  the  passing  of  many  stalwart  Masons  whose  wise  counsel  and  friendship 
will  be  missed.

PERMISSIONS,  DISPENSATIONS  AND  REFUSALS 

Over  the  years,  a  number  of  our  Valleys  have  followed  the  practice  of  visiting  Valleys 
in  the  United  States,  and  to  receive  visits  from  them.  I  am  pleased  that  this  practice  con- 
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tinued  during  this  past  year.  In  response  to  requests  from  the  Illustrious  Deputies,  I 
granted  permission  for  the  following  cross  border  visitations:

Valley  of  Calgary  -  Visitation  by  the  Southalta  Consistory  to  the  Great  Falls  Consistory, 
Valley  of  Great  Falls,  Montana,  and  for  the  presentation  of  the  29°  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada. 

Valley  of  Hamilton  -  Visitation  by  the  Buffalo  Consistory,  Valley  of  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  to 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  and  for  the  presentation  of  the  20°  of  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  Supreme  Council,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A., 
which  asked  that  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  be  granted,  which  waiver  would  have  permit¬ 
ted  the  Valley  of  Lake  Worth,  Florida  to  confer  the  Scottish  Rite  degrees  on  a  Canadian 
citizen  whose  permanent  residence  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Supreme  Council. 
Article  73  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  indicates  that  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  may  give  his  consent  to  such  a  request.  The  intent  of  the  article  would, 
however,  appear  to  be  designed  to  discourage  the  practice  of  Canadian  Masons,  with 
permanent  residence  in  Canada,  from  receiving  the  Scottish  Rite  Degrees  outside  their 
own  country.  I  therefore  denied  the  request. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  Supreme  Council  for  Germany  requesting  a  waiver  of 
jurisdiction.  A  Master  Mason  who  had  received  his  Craft  Degrees  in  Canada,  and  who, 
at  the  time  of  the  request,  was  a  member  in  good  standing  in  a  Craft  Lodge  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  had  applied  to  receive  the  Scottish  Rite 
degrees  in  the  Orient  of  Dusseldorf,  Germany.  The  applicant  had,  for  professional  rea¬ 
sons,  moved  to  Germany  several  years  ago,  and,  at  the  time  of  the  request,  had  clearly 
established  permanent  residence  in  that  country.  In  light  of  the  evidence  presented  to 
me  I  granted  the  request. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Russia  was  established  at  Moscow  on  July  6,  1996,  when 
Ill Bro .'.John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  represented  this 
Supreme  Council.  I  was  pleased  to  recommend,  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Russia,  that  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.John  V.  Lawer  be  appointment  their 
Grand  Representative  near  this  Supreme  Council. 

We  recently  established  fraternal  relations  with  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Eastern 
Republic  of  Uruguay,  as  will  be  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations.  I  was 
pleased  to  recommend,  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  that  Supreme  Council, 
that  Ill .'.  Bro  Glenn  Martin  be  their  Grand  Representative  near  our  Supreme  Council.

Active  Rank.  These  brethren  are  Ill .'.  Bro  .'.James  C.  Bassey,  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  and 
Ill .’.  Bro .'.  Norman  E.  Auclair,  Deputy  for  Quebec. 
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Each  of  these  brethren  has  served  this  Supreme  Council  with  distinction.  As  they  move 
from  Active  to  Past  Active  Rank,  we  congratulate  and  salute  them,  for  their  great  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  life  of  their  respective  communities  and,  more  particularly,  for  their  ded¬ 
icated  service  to  our  fraternity.  We  welcome  these  illustrious  brethren  to  Past  Active 
Rank,  and  we  look  forward  to  their  continued  participation  in  the  life  and  times  of 
Supreme  Council. 

APPOINTMENTS 

The  health  problems  of  Ill Bro  .'.James  C.  Bassey,  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  and 
Ill .".  Bro.'. Norman  E.  Auclair,  Deputy  for  Quebec,  made  the  discharge  of  their  respon¬ 
sibilities  very  difficult.  After  consultation  with  these  Ill.  Brethren,  I  decided  it  was 
appropriate  to  relieve  them  of  the  responsibility  of  the  office,  and  appoint  an  Acting 
Deputy  in  each  of  these  jurisdictions. 

In  Manitoba,  I  appointed  Ill Bro .'.  Donald  A.  Murray  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg,  and, 
in  Quebec,  I  appointed  Ill .'.  Bro.'.  Philippe  A.  Decelles  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal. 

I  am  grateful  to  each  of  them,  for  their  willingness  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  the 
office  in  mid  term,  and  with  very  little  advance  notice. 

FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

One  of  the  great  strengths  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  is  the  warm  fraternal  relationship 
which  exists  among  the  members  of  our  fraternity  throughout  the  world.  These  relation¬ 
ships  are  shared  and  strengthened,  by  our  attendance  at  international  meetings,  by 
exchanging  Grand  Representatives,  and  by  inter-visitations  with  the  Supreme  Councils 
with  whom  we  are  in  amity.  These  relationships  include  not  only  the  Supreme  Councils 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  they  also  extend  to  the  whole  of  the  Masonic 
family. 

We  are  most  pleased  to  have  present  at  our  Annual  Session,  the  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  who  assumed  leadership  of  the 
Craft  in  Ontario  just  a  few  months  ago.  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Anderson,  we  wel¬ 
come  you,  and  we  congratulate  you  on  your  election.  We  thank  you  for  your  willing¬ 
ness  to  assume  this  most  important  post,  and  we  wish  for  you  a  most  successful  term  in 
office. 

It  is  very  gratifying  that  representatives  from  other  Supreme  Councils,  and  the 
Concordant  and  Appendent  bodies  were  able  to  accept  our  invitation  to  share  these 
meetings  with  us,  and  we  welcome  each  of  them  most  warmly. 

We  especially  welcome  to  our  Annual  Session,  representatives  from  the  Northern 
Masonic  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  of  America,  those  Supreme 
Councils  with  whom  we  have  the  closest,  and  most  frequent,  contacts. 

Regrettably,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  has  advised 
that  he  will  not  be  with  us  on  this  occasion.  We  do  welcome  most  warmly,  Ill.  David 
Kruger,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  an  Honorary  Member  of 
this  Supreme  Council,  and  those  members  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  who  have 
accompanied  him.  Please  convey  to  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  our  regrets  tor 
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his  absence,  and  extend  our  fraternal  good  wishes  to  him,  and  to  all  the  members  of 
your  Supreme  Council. 

We  are  very  pleased  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  Ill.  Robert  O.  Ralston,  33°,  is  with  us  at  these  Sessions.  Bro.  Ralston,  we 
are  always  pleased  to  welcome  you,  and  the  other  representatives  from  your  Supreme 
Council  to  our  sessions.  We  value  your  friendship,  and  the  close  relationship  which 
exists  between  us. 

It  is  our  wish,  that  all  our  guests  will  have  a  most  pleasant  visit  with  us,  and  that  this 
occasion  will  serve  to  further  strengthen  our  Masonic  bonds. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  section  on  Fraternal  Relations,  I  said  that  one  of  the  great 
strengths  of  our  fraternity,  is  the  strong  bond  of  fraternal  fellowship  which  exists  among 
our  members  throughout  the  world.  That  sense  of  all  belonging  to  one  great  Masonic 
family.  Craft  Masons,  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  York  Rite  Masons,  and  the  Masons  of  the 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

In  the  last  few  years,  this  fraternal  harmony  has  been  disturbed.  In  1996  and  again  in 
1997,  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Imperial  Shrine,  by  voting  in  favour  of  permitting  cer¬ 
tain  Shrine  Temples  in  Canada,  to  accept  applications  for  membership  directly  from 
Craft  Masons,  has  introduced  a  note  of  discord  within  the  family.  The  Shrine  was 
founded  125  years  ago  by  Scottish  Rite  and  York  Rite  Masons,  and,  since  that  time, 
membership  in  one  of  these  bodies  has  been  a  prerequisite.  In  1996  it  was  one  Temple, 
in  1997  there  were  two  more.  How  many  more  will  there  be  in  the  next  few  years,  not 
just  in  Canada,  but  also  in  the  U.S.A.? 

To  me,  a  worrisome  aspect  of  this  change  is  what  the  next  step  may  be.  If  the  change 
which  has  been  made,  does  not  produce  the  membership  increases  sought  by  the  Shrine, 
will  the  next  step  be  to  eliminate  totally  the  requirement  that  an  applicant  be  a  Mason? 

There  is  no  question  that  the  Shrine,  like  all  branches  of  Masonry,  is  having  problems 
with  a  declining  membership.  While  the  elimination  of  membership  in  the  Scottish  or 
York  Rite  may,  and  I  say  may,  have  a  short  term  positive  impact  on  Shrine  member¬ 
ship,  it  is  my  view  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Shrine,  will  ultimately  be  detrimental  to 
the  Shrine  as  well  as  to  the  two  Rites.  To  me,  and  to  many  Masons,  this  is  a  no-win  situ¬ 
ation. 

When  I  have  attempted  to  support  the  continuation  of  the  long  established  requirements 
for  Shrine  membership,  I  have  often  had  the  response  that  my  concern  is  not  for  the 
well  being  of  the  Shrine,  but  that  this  change  will  cause  the  Scottish  Rite  to  suffer  a  fur¬ 
ther  decline  in  membership. 

One  would  be  less  than  honest,  if  he  did  not  acknowledge  that  membership  declines  are 
a  concern.  However,  if  the  only  reason  Craft  Masons  are  joining  the  Scottish  Rite,  is  to 
quickly  pass  through  to  Shrine  membership,  and  take  no  part  in  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies, 
such  a  person  adds  little  to  the  Rite.  I  prefer  to  consider  the  Rite  as  a  place  where  a 
Craft  Mason  may  be  further  enlightened,  where  he  can  grow  in  character,  and  thereby 
be  better  equipped  to  be  a  positive  influence  in  his  family,  in  his  community,  and  ulti¬ 
mately  in  the  Shrine,  if  he  chooses  to  become  part  of  the  great  humanitarian  works  of 
that  organization. 
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It  is  my  view  that  the  Shrine,  as  part  of  the  total  Masonic  family  in  North  America, 
should  be  working  closely  with  the  other  Masonic  bodies  to  address  the  whole  question 
of  membership  declines,  and  not  taking  actions  which  can  only  result  in  strained  rela¬ 
tions  within  the  family,  and  which  ultimately  will  negatively  impact  the  strength  of  the 
family. 

All  branches  of  Masonry  must  work  together,  in  harmony,  to  strengthen  the  family,  that 
we  may  indeed  portray  ourselves  to  the  world,  as  a  strong  united  family,  dedicated  to 
the  promotion  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Man  under  the  Fatherhood  of  God. 

SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION 

The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  is  a  living  expression  of  the  unswerving  attach¬ 
ment  we  in  Scottish  Rite  have  for  the  Brotherhood  of  man,  and  the  loyalty  pledged  by 
every  member  to  the  “cause  of  suffering  humanity”. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Foundation  has  again  made  a  substantial  contribution  to 
research  and  education  in  the  field  of  mental  impairment  and  Alzheimer's.  Since  its 
inception  in  1964,  the  Foundation  has  played  a  major  role  in  these  areas,  and  we  can 
feel  a  sense  of  satisfaction  from  the  role  we  have  played. 

We  are  grateful  to  all  those  Scottish  Rite  members  who  support  the  Foundation  with 
their  annual  financial  contribution,  and  those  who  remember  the  Foundation  through 
testamentary  bequests.  Without  this  financial  support,  the  Foundation  would  be  unable 
to  maintain  a  leadership  role  in  our  chosen  fields. 

We  are  also  most  grateful  to  those  who  have  provided  the  leadership  over  these  last  thir¬ 
ty-three  years.  The  success  of  any  major  human  endeavour  is  ultimately  accountable  to 
the  devotion  and  skill  of  individuals,  whose  unselfish  gifts  of  heart  and  mind  are  often 
monumental.  The  Foundation,  from  its  beginnings,  has  attracted  such  leadership. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Foundation  will  be  distributed  following  the  Luncheon  today. 
I  encourage  all  present  to  secure  a  copy  of  this  report,  and  to  carefully  read  it.  When 
you  return  to  your  Valley,  share  the  contents  with  the  brethren  in  the  Valley,  that  the 
great  accomplishments  of  our  Foundation  will  be  spread  as  widely  as  possible. 

SUPREME  COUNCILLOR 

The  Supreme  Councillor,  published  twice  a  year  and  distributed  to  each  of  our  members 
across  Canada,  enables  Supreme  Council  to  communicate  directly  with  our  member¬ 
ship.  It  is  a  very  important  link  between  Supreme  Council  and  the  membership. 

For  the  past  twelve  years  the  production  of  the  Supreme  Councillor  has  been  the 
responsibility  of  Ill.’.Bro.’.R.  Eldon  Greer,  and  it  is  well  recognized  that  he  has  pro¬ 
duced  a  very  useful  and  informative  publication.  Ill  .\Bro.\ Greer  has  informed  me  that 
he  wishes  to  be  relieved  of  this  responsibility,  and  this  will  be  done  when  Committees 
are  appointed  for  the  upcoming  year.  On  behalf  of  Supreme  Council,  and  all  the 
Scottish  Rite  Masons  across  Canada,  I  express  our  appreciation  to  Ill  .'.Bro.\ Greer  for 
his  dedication  to  this  task,  and  the  outstanding  job  he  has  done  over  the  past  twelve 
years. 
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ORDER  OF  DEMOLAY 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  DeMolay  indicates  that  there  has  been  some  encourag¬ 
ing  growth  in  the  Order  of  DeMolay  across  the  country.  Two  years  ago  the  Committee 
made  recommendations,  which  would  have  Supreme  Council  become  much  more  active 
in  its  support  for  the  Order.  These  recommendations  were  adopted,  and  our  action  has 
obviously  been  of  assistance  in  helping  to  strengthen  DeMolay. 

I  quote  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee.  “May  we  remind  you  that  young  people  are  our 
greatest  hope  and  profound  responsibility.  Only  when  our  Youth  receive  the  best  guid¬ 
ance  possible  can  we  truly  say  that  we  are  prepared  for  the  Twenty-First  Century.  All  of 
us  must  strive  to  ensure  that  our  young  people  have  the  support  they  need  to  become 
leaders  of  the  future.  For  the  better  part  of  this  Century,  the  Order  of  DeMolay  has 
taught  countless  young  men  the  values  of  community,  compassion,  and  responsibility.” 

There  are  still  areas  of  the  country  where  we  appear  not  to  have  been  as  involved  as  we 
should  be  in  promoting  DeMolay.  I  encourage  all  the  members  of  Scottish  Rite  to  get 
involved  in  supporting  the  Order.  By  doing  so,  we  will  be  helping  those  who  will  pass 
through  its  ranks,  to  be  better  citizens,  and  to  set  an  example  for  other  young  people  to 
follow. 

INTERNATIONAL  MEETINGS 

On  October  10-13,  1996,  the  XIII  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the 
Americas  was  held  at  Montevideo,  Uruguay.  The  theme  of  the  meeting  was  “Teaching 
in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry”.  Because  of  prior  masonic  commitments,  I  was  not  able  to 
attend  the  Reunion. 

Our  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  Ill Bro Glenn  M.  Martin,  agreed  to  attend  the 
Reunion  to  represent  our  Supreme  Council.  At  the  meeting  he  presented  his  paper  on 
the  theme  of  the  meeting,  from  the  Canadian  perspective.  We  are  all  grateful  to  him  for 
undertaking  this  task  on  our  behalf. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  more  fully  deals  with  the  meeting, 
and  the  recommendations  arising  from  it. 

There  were  no  other  International  Meetings  during  the  year. 

BENEVOLENCE 

The  Province  of  Manitoba,  as  well  as  several  of  the  Northern  States  of  the  U.S.A.,  suf¬ 
fered  a  great  tragedy  through  the  flooding  which  occurred  this  past  Spring.  Many  peo¬ 
ple  will  never  fully  recover  from  the  effects  of  this  cruel  act  of  nature.  The  people  of 
Canada,  and  the  United  States,  from  coast  to  coast,  responded  to  this  disaster  by  sending 
resources  to  aid  the  victims. 

During  this  disaster,  one  could  not  help  but  think  of  the  great  principles  of  our  fraterni¬ 
ty,  especially  that  of  charity  and  relief.  After  consultation  with  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  and  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  I  authorized  a  donation  of  $5,000.  to  assist 
the  victims  of  the  flood  in  Manitoba.  These  funds  were  forwarded  to  the  Almoner  of  the 
Valley  of  Winnipeg,  for  disbursement,  as  he  saw  fit,  to  the  victims  of  the  flooding. 
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ANNIVERSARIES 

On  May  22,  1922,  the  cornerstone  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in  Hamilton  was  laid. 
Therefore,  this  year  marks  the  75th  Anniversary  of  a  physical  presence  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  at  the  corner  of  King  and  Queen  Streets  in  Hamilton.  The  Valley  of 
Hamilton  held  several  events  to  mark  this  anniversary,  one  of  which  was  attendance  at  a 
City  Council  meeting  at  which  a  presentation  was  made  to  the  Mayor,  on  behalf  of  the 
citizens  of  the  city.  For  that  occasion  I  was  pleased  to  send  greetings  on  behalf  of 
Supreme  Council,  which  greetings  were  conveyed  in  person  by  Ill.'. Bro.'. Robert  G. 
Wands,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General.  We  commend  the  brethren  of  the  Valley  of 
Hamilton  for  their  efforts  to  mark  this  special  occasion,  and  for  the  contribution  they 
have  made  to  the  life  of  their  city  over  many  decades. 

In  1999,  our  Supreme  Council  will  celebrate  an  Anniversary.  We  will  be  125  years  old. 
Plans  are  proceeding  to  mark  this  important  milestone.  Ill  .’.Bro. '.Allard  B.  Loopstra, 
33°,  has  agreed  to  act  as  the  co-ordinator  for  the  event.  In  addition  to  a  special  observa¬ 
tion  at  the  time  of  our  Annual  Session  at  Niagara  Falls,  it  is  also  planned  to  have  other 
events  throughout  the  year  to  recognize  the  anniversary. 

I  encourage  all  Valleys  to  consider  an  observation  of  the  anniversary.  Those  Valleys 
who  may  decide  to  mark  the  event,  should  communicate  with  Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Loopstra, 
through  Supreme  Council  office,  in  order  to  provide  him  with  knowledge  of  proposed 
events.  I  know  that  he,  and  those  assisting  him,  will  be  more  than  willing  to  give  guid¬ 
ance  to  the  Valleys. 

APPRECIATION 

As  I  move  ever  closer  to  the  completion  of  my  term  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I 
am  very  mindful  of  the  many  people  who  have  assisted  me  to  discharge  the  responsibil¬ 
ities  of  the  office.  Without  the  support  that  I  received  from  a  very  large  group  of  people, 
the  task  would  have  been  much  more  demanding. 

We  have  heard  many  speakers  over  the  years  indicate  that,  in  expressing  appreciation, 
they  hesitate  to  be  specific  in  naming  people  for  fear  that  they  will  miss  someone  that 
should  be  included.  I  am  going  to  run  that  risk  and  enumerate  many  who  were  so  help¬ 
ful  to  me.  Should  I  miss  someone  that  should  be  included,  please  forgive  my  human 
failing. 

I  have  been  fortunate  to  have  available  for  counsel  and  advice  five  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commanders.  Their  accumulated  experience  and  wisdom  is  of  great  benefit  to 
Supreme  Council,  and  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  I  am  grateful  to  them  for 
their  most  willing  and  gracious  response  to  my  requests  for  counsel. 

The  Illustrious  Deputies  of  Supreme  Council  form  a  very  important  link  between 
Supreme  Council  and  the  Constituent  Bodies  across  our  vast  land.  They  play  a  major 
role  in  the  administration  of  Supreme  Council  matters  in  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
and  they  also  have  an  important  part  to  play  in  the  shaping  of  the  Masonic 
Development.  I  thank  them  for  their  dedication  to  their  office,  and  for  all  the  assistance 
they  rendered  to  me  during  my  term  of  office.

Secretary-General,  Robert  G.  Wands,  33°;  the  Executive  Secretary,  Donald  D. 
Thornton,  33°;  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  provide  the  focal 
point  of  contact  with  the  Constituent  bodies,  the  Council,  and  its  officers.  I  express  on 
my  own  behalf,  as  well  as  Supreme  Council,  and  all  Scottish  Rite  masons  across 
Canada,  our  deep  appreciation  for  their  loyalty  and  faithful  service. 

One  person  that  I  will  not  fail  to  recognize,  is  my  wife.  Jessie  has  been  most  supportive 
throughout  my  term  of  office.  She  was  always  willing  to  pack  her  suitcase,  and  accom¬ 
pany  me  as  I  undertook  my  many  travels  on  behalf  of  Supreme  Council.  I  know  that  she 
enjoyed  the  opportunity  to  make  so  many  new  friends  across  Canada  and 
Internationally,  and,  like  me,  will  retain  many  happy  memories  of  the  many  visits  we 
made  within  the  Masonic  family.

The  pleasures  of  the  office  do,  however,  far  outweigh  any  of  the  negative  aspects.  As  I 
recall  the  many  pleasant  aspects  of  the  office,  the  opportunity  to  work  and  associate 
with  so  many  men  of  character  and  integrity,  to  travel  our  great  country  and  meet  with 
the  members  of  our  fraternity  in  all  of  our  forty-eight  Valleys  and,  in  many  instances, 
with  their  spouses,  and  to  interact  with  the  leaders  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  at  National 
and  International  meetings,  I  say  “no”  I  am  not  pleased  that  my  term  has  come  to  an 
end. 

Such  is  life.  Each  task  for  which  one  is  responsible  must  be  discharged,  whether  the 
task  is  a  pleasant  or  unpleasant  one.  Fortunately,  it  is  the  pleasurable  aspects  of  the  posi¬ 
tion  which  remain  in  one’s  memory,  and  will  provide  many  happy  recollections  over 
the  years  ahead. 
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As  I  complete  my  term  of  office,  I  am  thankful  for  the  few  things  that  I  have  been  able 
to  accomplish,  but  I  also  regret  the  many  things  which  I  may  have  failed  to  do.  I  com¬ 
mend  to  you  my  successor,  and  ask  that  you  accord  him  the  same  support  and  encour¬ 
agement  which  you  have  so  generously  and  graciously  extended  to  me.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Martin  and  Wands,  that  the  Allocution  be  received 
with  thanks  and  appreciation,  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  to  report  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  rul¬ 
ings  and  recommendations  contained  therein  pursuant  to  Art.  22(s)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations.  Carried. 

PSGC  Lawer  then  returned  the  gavel  to  SGC  Crosby. 

The  GSG  announced  that  copies  of  the  Allocution  would  be  distributed  to  the  brethren 
as  they  leave  the  room. 

At  1 1:40  a.m.,  the  SGC  Suspended  the  Labours  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  brethren  to 
attend  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Loundation  Luncheon  to  be  held  in  the  Churchill 
Room,  Holiday  Inn.  He  announced  that  the  brethren  should  return  to  their  places  no 
later  than  2:15  p.m.  At  that  time,  he  would  not  be  Resuming  Labour,  but  a  team  of 
Supreme  Council  members  from  the  Barrie  area  would  opening  a  Craft  Lodge  in  order 
to  receive  an  R.C.M.P  Degree  Team  which  would  be  exemplifying  a  Third  Degree.

Dr.  Richards  asked  The  Right  Rev.  C.  Robert  Townshend  to  give  the  Invocation.  All 
enjoyed  a  light  lunch. 

Dr.  Richards  called  upon  Director  Dr.  John  E.  E.  Winch  to  introduce  the  guest  speaker. 
Dr.  Marcia  Rioux,  Executive  Director  of  The  Roeher  Institute.  Dr.  Rioux's  speech  is 
recorded  on  page  56  of  the  1996-1997  Annual  Report  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Foundation. 

Before  the  luncheon  ended,  in  keeping  with  a  tradition  that  began  a  number  of  years 
ago.  Dr.  Richards  was  pleased  to  receive,  from  brethren  representing  valleys  across  the 
country,  donations  in  excess  of  $35,000.  for  the  Capital  Fund  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Foundation.

In  answer  to  an  alarm,  a  degree  team,  led  by  Ill.*. Bro.\ Donald  H.  Mumby,  32°,  and 
consisting  of  nine  active  and  retired  officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police, 
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eight  of  them  in  dress  uniform,  marched  into  the  Lodge  Room,  with  military  precision, 
to  the  beat  of  a  drum.  When  they  were  assembled  at  the  altar,  Bro.  Greer,  invited  the 
SGC  to  extend  a  welcome.  Accompanied  by  the  M.W.  The  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Crosby 
greeted  Bro.  Mumby  at  the  altar. 

SGC:  Worshipful  Master,  M.W.  Grand  Master,  and  Brethren,  several  years  ago,  when 
Supreme  Council  was  considering  how  we  might  make  our  Annual  Session  more  inter¬ 
esting  to  the  members  that  attend  it,  we  decided  that  we  should  have  some  educational 
programmes.  Many  of  you  will  remember  that  last  year  we  had  a  demonstration  by  the 
DeMolay  chapter  from  Calgary.  This  year,  we  are  going  to  have  an  exemplification  of 
the  Third  Degree  performed  by  the  R.C.M.P.  Degree  Team,  a  presentation  which,  I  am 
told,  is  done  with  great  proficiency.  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  draws  its  members  from 
eleven  grand  lodges — nine  Canadian  provincial  grand  lodges,  the  United  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  With  the  soon-to-be  Grand  Lodge  of 
Newfoundland,  there  will  be  twelve.  Each  of  the  grand  lodges  is,  of  course,  authorized 
to  approve  its  own  rituals  for  work  within  its  jurisdiction.  Many  of  us,  while  we  travel, 
we  tend  to  travel  within  our  own  jurisdictions,  and,  therefore,  do  not  see  the  variety  that 
exists  in  the  rituals  across  the  country.  Today,  we  are  going  to  see  a  degree  exemplified 
according  to  the  ritual  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  I  am 
very  grateful  to  R.Wor.Bro.  Mumby  for  bringing  his  degree  team  to  us  today  to  make 
this  presentation.  I  know  that  it  has  been  done  at  some  personal  sacrifice  and  we  really 
do  appreciate  it.  Thank  you  very  much. 

The  team  then  assumed  the  chairs  of  the  lodge  again  with  military  precision. 


R.W.Bro.  Mumby:  Thank  you  for  the  kind  invitation  and  all  of  the  work  that  went  into 
arranging  it.  I  know  how  much  work  is  involved  and  we  are  indeed  most  appreciative  of 
the  hospitality  that  has  been  extended.  Since  this  is  an  exemplification.  Brethren,  I 
would  ask  that  until  such  time  as  the  team  leaves,  that  only  the  team  members  respond 
to  the  gavel.  I  thank  the  Grand  Master  for  his  indulgence  in  permitting  us  one  or  two 
exceptions  to  the  rules,  notably  that  our  candidate  this  afternoon  will  remain  in  his  blaz¬ 
er  and  slacks  as  opposed  to  the  normal  dress  for  a  candidate  of  the  Third  Degree.

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The  brethren  then  proceeded  with  the  work  of  the  afternoon  which  consisted  of  examin¬ 
ing  the  candidate,  raising  the  lodge  to  the  Third  Degree,  exemplifying  the  Third  Degree 
according  to  the  Emulation  ritual  used  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  a  tribute  to  the  Canadian  flag,  a  lecture  reviewing  and  emphasizing  the  lessons 
learned  in  all  three  degrees,  and  returning  the  lodge  to  the  Second  Degree.  The  afore¬ 
mentioned  tribute  and  lecture  are  features  of  this  team.  The  work  was  performed  with 
military  precision  and  was  an  experience  enjoyed  by  all  in  attendance.  Before  relin¬ 
quishing  the  chair,  Bro.  Mumby  addressed  the  brethren. 

R.W.Bro.  Mumby:  There  is  always  a  danger  in  mentioning  specific  individuals,  but  I 
would  be  very  remiss  if  I  did  not  point  out  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  one 
of  his  Deputies  for  this  Province  of  Ontario  is  perhaps  the  most  respected  mason  and 
one  of  the  most  respected  men  in  the  city  of  Ottawa  and  the  Ottawa  District.  I  refer  to 
Ill Bro.’. J.  Campbell  Matheson. 

There  are  one  or  two  commercial  announcements  that  I  must  make.  First,  the  team  is 
not  an  official  function  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police.  Rather,  we  are  members 
of  the  Force  and  members  of  this  great  Fraternity,  and  we  take  a  great  deal  of  pride  in 
our  affiliation  and  association  with  both  bodies.  Second,  the  team  is  normally  not  this 
small,  but  duty  has  called  and  some  of  our  members  were  called  out  at  the  last  minute. 
They  regret,  very  much,  that  they  could  not  be  with  you  today.  Would  the  members  of 
the  R.C.M.P.  degree  team  please  line  up  at  the  altar? 

The  members  of  the  team  relinquished  the  chairs  to  the  Barrie  area  members  of 
Supreme  Council  who  had  opened  the  lodge  before  the  degree.  When  the  team  was  at 
the  altar,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Grand  Master  also  proceeded  to  the 
altar  to  thank  the  brethren. 

SGC  Crosby:  R.W.Bro.  Mumby,  M.W.  Grand  Master,  and  Brethren,  I  never  doubted 
that  the  decision  we  made  to  extend  the  invitation  to  your  team  was  a  right  decision,  but 
having  witnessed  the  degree,  I  now  know  it  was  a  right  decision.  The  precision  and  the 
skill  with  which  you  have  presented  this  degree  this  afternoon  was  just  unbelievable. 
Magnificent!  I  know  that  nobody  will  leave  this  room  today  without  the  feeling  that 
they  were  fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  see  this  presentation  this  afternoon.  We  are 
most  grateful  to  you.  I  cannot  pass  up  the  opportunity  to  say  how  wise  you  have  been  in 
selecting  members  of  your  team  that  can  claim  membership  in  craft  lodges  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia.  ( Laughter )  I  might  also  tell  you  that  I  know  there  at  least  two 
members  of  Keith  Lodge  No.  17  here  today  and  one  of  our  guests,  Marshall  Black,  is  a 
member  of  Kentville  Lodge  No. 58.  Thank  you  ever  so  much.  We  appreciate  the  effort 
that  you  have  made  and  I  know  the  sacrifices  that  each  of  you  has  made  to  come  here 
and  be  with  us  today.  It  has  all  been  very  worthwhile. 

The  SGC  and  the  Grand  Master  then  proceeded  to  thank  each  member  of  the  team  indi¬ 
vidually  while  the  brethren  showed  their  appreciation  with  a  standing  ovation.  The  team 
left  with  the  same  military  precision  with  which  they  had  entered  and  with  which  they 
had  performed  the  degree. 

The  Barrie  area  members  of  Supreme  Council  then  closed  the  lodge  in  the  Second  and 
First  degrees.

TOAST  TO  THE  DISTINGUISHED  VISITORS 
-  proposed  by  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Robert  A.  Barnett,  33° 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Most  Worshipful,  the  Grand  Master,  Distinguished 
Guests,  Ladies,  and  Brethren. 

May  I  share  some  thoughts  and  observations?  Any  of  you  who  have  made  a  toast,  even 
just  once  before — no  matter  many  times  you  hear  someone  state  what  an  honour  or 
privilege  it  is  to  propose  a  welcome  or  recognition  toast  on  behalf  of  a  host  group — you 
know  that  it  is  truly  a  feeling  of  privilege,  yet  it  is  mixed  with  a  powerful  feeling  of  duty 
to  make  the  presentation  fit  the  occasion  for  both  the  people  you  are  representing  and 
those  who  are  to  be  recognized. 

I  thank  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  this  opportunity  to  speak  on  your  behalf, 
which  I  do  deeply  appreciate. 

So  on  whose  behalf  is  this  toast  being  proposed?  How  else  could  one  feel  but  privileged 
when  asked  to  express  some  thoughts  on  behalf  of  such  a  group  as  represented  by  the 
brethren  and  ladies  of  this  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry  of 
Canada.  In  this  room  we  are  in  the  company  of  some  of  Canada’s  most  dedicated 
Freemasons:  starting  with  our  brethren  from  Atlantic  Canada,  Newfoundland  and 
Labrador,  where  we  discovered  at  our  Supreme  Council  Session  in  St.  John's,  that  the 
rugged  landscape  belied  the  gentle  and  warm  spirit  of  its  people;  then  our  brethren  from 
the  beautiful  and  peaceful  shores  of  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Nova  Scotia,  and  on  into 
New  Brunswick;  the  brethren  from  the  provinces  that  guard  the  banks  and  shores  of  our 
great  inland  waterway  that  stretches  in  a  ribbon  of  commerce  from  the  Gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence  to  the  head  of  the  Great  Lakes — the  sister  provinces,  once  called  after  their 
positions  along  that  waterway.  Lower  and  Upper  Canada,  now  Quebec  and  Ontario;  our 
brethren  from  Manitoba,  our  gateway  to  the  west;  our  brethren  from  our  prairie 
provinces  of  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  with  Alberta  also  sharing  with  our  brethren  of 
British  Columbia,  as  guardians  of  the  magnificent  Canadian  Rockies;  then  on  to  the 
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coastal  range  and  the  shore  of  the  great  Pacific  Ocean;  and  finally,  the  brethren  from 
our  land  of  the  northern  lights,  the  Yukon  and  the  Northwest  Territories. 

Our  pride  in  this  beautiful  country  and  the  great  accomplishments  of  ah  of  its  people  in 
its  short  history  is  a  given  and  I  was  not  over  bold  in  stating  that  the  cross  Canada  repre¬ 
sentation  in  this  room  included  the  most  dedicated  Freemasons  in  the  country.

And  finally,  the  magnificent  representation  here  of  the  leadership  of  Eight  Concordant 
Bodies  and  of  our  Craft,  surely  points  to  the  renewed  and  growing  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  determination  to  join  together  to  solve  mutual  problems,  share  successes,  grow  our 
own  knowledge  of  our  Masonic  family,  and  better  spread  the  messages  of  our  Masonic 
principals  and  tenets  into  our  communities. 

All  of  our  guests  and  visitors  have  taken  time  out  of  their  own  busy  official  and  person¬ 
al  timetables  to  be  with  us  at  this  Annual  Session  in  a  generous  display  of  their  interest, 
friendship,  and  support. 

So  then,  on  behalf  of  the  members  and  ladies  of  this  Supreme  Council,  may  I  say  to  all 
our  distinguished  guests,  a  sincere  and  hearty  welcome  and  our  very  best  wishes  to  each 
of  you  for  good  health,  much  happiness,  and  a  pleasant  and  safe  journey  home.

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REPLY  TO  THE  TOAST  TO  THE  DISTINGUISHED  VISITORS 
-  given  by  Ill.  Clark  S.  Brooks,  33° 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Most  Worshipful,  the  Grand  Master,  Distinguished 
Guests,  Ladies,  and  Brethren. 

I  am  honoured  and  consider  it  a  privilege  to  have  been  asked  to  respond  to 
Ill Bro.’. Barnett’s  gracious  Toast  to  The  Visitors.  In  doing  so,  I  am  fully  cognisant  of 
so  many  talented  and  experience  speakers  representing  both  Northern  and  Southern 
Scottish  Rite  Jurisdictions  and  many  others  representing  other  Concordant  Masonic 
Bodies  in  both  Canada  and  our  great  and  close  friends  from  The  United  States  of 
America. 

In  all  my  years  in  masonry,  I  never  cease  to  be  amazed  at  how  many  people  we  already 
know  in  a  gathering  such  as  this,  how  many  we'll  meet  for  a  first  time,  the  number  of 
friendships  formed,  and  memories  we  take  with  us  to  treasure  a  lifetime.  Henry  Adams 
wrote  at  the  turn  of  the  century:  “One  friend  in  a  lifetime  is  much — two  are  many — 
three  hardly  possible.  He  could  not  have  been  a  Mason.  There  are  so  many  of  you 
tonight,  that  Donna  and  I  can  now  call  friends  after  these  General  Sessions  conclude. 
I'm  confident  that  everyone  here  at  this  time  will  feel  the  same  way. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  your  gracious  hospitality,  the  warm  hand  of  friendship, 
and  the  regal  fashion  that  you  and  Jessie  have  hosted  the  123rd  Annual  Session  of 
Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  will  form  the  bench  mark  for 
your  successors  to  the  office  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  will  find  it  difficult 
to  emulate.  On  behalf  of  all  your  guests  and  visitors  assembled  here  tonight,  we  con¬ 
gratulate  you  for  the  manner  in  which,  not  only  how  we  were  hosted,  but  also  for  the 
efficiency  in  which  the  events  of  this  General  Session  have  been  conducted  and  busi¬ 
ness  dispatched. 

Anyone  who  has  ever  been  part  of  a  committee  to  plan  and  work  through  an  event  of 
this  size  knows  full  well  the  number  of  meetings  held,  hours  spent,  and  details  exam¬ 
ined,  changed,  accepted,  or  eliminated  is  immense  and  difficult.  We  also  fully  realize 
that  events  and  times  don’t  always  come  off  according  to  the  best  of  plans  or  intentions 
and  sometimes  the  train  does  get  off  the  track. 

I'm  sure  the  train  left  the  tracks  more  than  a  few  times  before  and  during  this  week, 
because  we’ve  noticed  people  scurrying  to  and  fro,  questions  being  asked,  heads  nod¬ 
ding  in  approval  or  disapproval,  and  fingers  both  pointing  and  tapping.  However,  what 
went  wrong  will  only  be  known  to  you  and  your  committee  because  everything  has 
been  carried  out  with  ease  and  graciousness  to  a  successful  completion. 

I  must  also  tell  everyone  at  this  banquet,  that  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and 
Jessie  were  present  in  Winnipeg  in  August  1997,  when  I  was  installed  as  Grand 
Sovereign  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada.  He  stated  there  when  he  spoke  to 
our  assembly  and  put  it  more  eloquently  today:  “That  all  Masonic  bodies  must,  and  do, 
support  one  another  to  keep  masonry’s  ideals  and  principles  at  the  highest  levels  and, 
although  we  may  take  different  paths,  hear  different  rituals,  have  different  leaders,  we 
all  are  going  in  the  same  direction,  trying  to  achieve  the  same  goal,  and  have  but  one 
outlook — the  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the  Fatherhood  of  God.” 
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Our  Grand  Master,  M.Wor.Bro.  Anderson,  stated  at  the  assembly  this  a.m.:  “What  a 
great  potential  we  have  in  those  baby  boomers  who  are  now  looking  for  something  to 
fill  that  void  when  they  ask  themselves,  ‘is  this  all  there  is  to  life’  as  they  approach  their 
mid-40’s.  Masonry,  what  an  opportunity  for  us,  but  more  important,  for  them.  We  have 
so  much  to  offer  to  them.  What  a  great  experience  awaits  them  if  they  only  step  for¬ 
ward — take  that  first  step.” 

Permit  me  to  relate  a  story  of  a  young  minister  trying  to  take  that  first  step  in  reaching  a 
goal: 

A  young  student  was  sent  to  a  small  rural  church,  at  summer  break,  to  work  in  the 
field  as  a  minister  to  preach,  visit,  and  look  after  all  aspects  of  church  affairs  in 
order  to  gain  experience  in  this  line  before  returning  in  the  fall  to  his  studies. 

The  young  man  prepared  for  his  first  sermon,  researched  his  facts,  prepared  well, 
and  rehearsed  his  presentation.  The  first  Sunday  a.m.  came  and  as  he  came  out  to 
face  the  congregation,  he  found  one  person  sitting  in  the  church  looking  at  him  as 
he  stared  down  from  the  pulpit.  Not  sure  what  he  should  do  with  only  one  sitting 
in  the  church  pews,  he  came  down  from  the  pulpit  and  approached  the  lone  man 
sitting  in  the  church.  “I'm  not  sure  what  to  do”,  he  said,  “I’ve  prepared  a  sermon 
but  you’re  the  only  one  here  this  a.m.  and  it  doesn’t  appear  anyone  else  is  going 
to  show  up.” 

The  elderly  gentleman  said:  “Well,  I  don’t  know  much  about  preaching  but  I  do 
know  about  cattle.  If  I  took  a  load  of  feed  to  the  back  pasture  to  feed  my  herd  and 
only  one  steer  showed  up.  I'd  feed  that  one  steer.” 

“You're  right”,  said  the  young  preacher  and  with  that  he  went  back  to  the  pulpit  and 
delivered  his  sermon  with  all  the  gusto,  gestures,  voice  inflection,  and  everything 
that  his  training  had  taught  him  to  do  and  he  spoke  for  2  hours.  Finally,  he  was 
finished,  walked  down  from  the  pulpit  to  where  the  old  gentleman  was  sitting  and 
looking  for  approval  he  blurted  out:  “Well  what  did  you  think  of  my  first  sermon?” 

The  old  gentleman  paused  for  a  moment,  slowly  turned  to  the  young  minister, 
and  said:  “Well  I  don’t  know  much  about  preaching,  but  I  do  know  about  cattle. 
And  as  I  said  earlier,  if  I  took  a  load  of  feed  back  to  my  herd,  and  only  one  steer 
showed  up  to  be  fed.  I’d  feed  that  one  steer,  but  I  wouldn’t  give  him  the  whole 
load.” 

Ill.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  on  behalf  of  all  guests,  visitors,  and  everyone  here 
assembled,  we  thank  you  for  your  warm  and  gracious  hospitality.  We  congratulate  you 
on  this  123rd  Session  of  Supreme  Council  for  you're  having  served  the  office  of 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  with  such  dignity,  skill,  and  sensitivity  to  everyone,  that 
we  wish  for  you  and  Jessie  only  the  best  that  life  can  offer,  good  health,  and  God's  rich¬ 
est  blessings  in  all  your  future  endeavours  in  both  masonic  and  private  life. 

May  I  leave  you  with  this  thought,  with  apologies  to  those  who  have  heard  it  before: 

The  Marks  We  Leave 

As  time  goes  on  and  we  reflect  the  things  we’ve  said  and  done. 

The  places  we’ve  been,  the  people  we've  met,  we  think  of  all  the  fun. 
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We  realize  the  marks  we  leave  in  life  are  not  made  of  stone  or  steel. 

But  rather  the  lives  we’ve  touched,  and  how  we  make  people  feel. 

For  people  are  far  more  valuable  than  achievements  great  and  high. 

Than  cars,  or  planes,  or  a  space  shuttle,  or  building  reaching  into  the  sky. 

You  and  I  can  leave  our  marks  in  life,  by  doing  all  we  can 
To  serve  and  praise  and  uplift  the  lives  of  our  fellow  man! 

SGC  Crosby  introduced  the  seven  brethren  who  were  elected  earlier  in  the  day  to  be 
crowned  on  Saturday  morning  as  Active  Members  of  Supreme  Council.  They  were:  Ill. 
Bros.  James  Stanley  Clayton  (Calgary),  William  Archibald  Dorman  Cook  (Ottawa), 
Philippe  Armand  Decelles  (Montreal),  Donald  Adam  Murray  (Winnipeg),  Kenneth 
Samuel  Orr  (Regina),  Richard  David  Quinton  (Toronto),  Harry  Edward  Standish 
(Hamilton). 

Grand  Prior  C.  Robert  Townshend  pronounced  the  benediction.  This  was  followed  by 
the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem. 
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The  Supreme  Council  resumed  labour  in  General  Session  at  9:30  a.m.  in  the  Greer 
Room,  Barrie  Masonic  Temple. 

SGC  Crosby:  Good  Morning,  Brethren.  I  am  delighted  to  see  that  there  are  not  too 
many  empty  seats  this  morning.  I  trust  that  you  all  enjoyed  the  festivities  last  evening 
and  that  the  events  of  this  Supreme  Council  will  be  such  that  you  will  want  to  be  with 
us  next  year.  At  this  point  in  the  agenda,  I  normally  introduce  the  new  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspectors-General,  but  we  did  that  last  evening,  and  we  crowned  them  just  a  few  min¬ 
utes  ago  at  the  Executive  Session.  I  trust  that  you  will  all  take  the  opportunity,  when  it 
presents  itself,  to  welcome  them.  This  year  is  the  change  of  command  in  Supreme 
Council.  We  have  had  an  election  of  officers  for  the  next  triennium  and  a  little  later  in 
the  morning,  they  will  be  introduced  and  installed.  On  Wednesday,  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  there  was  a  motion  passed  to 
approve  the  annual  report  and  refer  it  to  Supreme  Council,  and  I  am  now  going  to  call 
on  the  newly-elected  President  of  the  Foundation,  PSGC  John  V.  Lawer,  to  speak  to  us 
on  the  report  of  the  Foundation. 

President  Lawer  presented  the  report.  The  report  is  printed  in  the  Report  section  of  these 
proceedings. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Martin  and  Fenton  that  this  1996-97  Annual  Report  of 
the  President  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to  Supreme  Council  be 
received  and  printed  in  the  1997  Annual  Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council. 

SGC  Crosby:  Thank  you  very  much.  Ill Bro.\ Lawer,  for  advising  the  members  of  the 
actions  that  have  taken  place  this  morning  and  the  election  of  the  new  slate  of  directors. 
I  again  commend  to  you  the  Foundation  and  I  trust  that  we  will  continue  to  support  it  so 
that  it  can,  not  only  continue  the  work  that  it  has  done  so  faithfully  over  the  past  33 
years,  but  also  expand  into  new  areas  that  are  so  badly  in  need  of  assistance. 
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SGC  Crosby:  I  think  that  you  all  know  that  we  got  a  little  behind  yesterday.  Normally, 
we  would  have  dealt  with  some  of  the  reports,  perhaps  late  yesterday  morning,  or,  at 
least,  yesterday  afternoon,  but  as  I  said  to  several  people,  even  if  that  R.C.M.P.  degee 
team  had  finished  their  work  at  3:15,  I  just  would  not  have  thought  of  reconvening 
Supreme  Council  to  deal  with  such  mundane  matters.  It  would  not  have  been  proper 
because  of  the  atmosphere  and  the  mood  that  existed  in  this  room  following  the  presen¬ 
tation  of  that  degree. 

That,  of  course,  leaves  me  with  a  problem,  but  I  have  solved  the  problem  and  I  trust  that 
everybody  will  agree  with  my  solution.  You  do  all  have  a  copy  of  all  of  the  committee 
reports  with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance.  The  reason  that  that 
report  is  not  in  the  book  is  because  that  committee  cannot  complete  its  work  until  all  of 
the  other  committee  reports  are  received  and  all  of  the  returns  from  the  valleys  have 
been  examined.  All  of  the  committee  reports  were  dealt  with  in  Executive  Session. 
They  have  been  approved,  either  as  submitted  or  with  some  amendments,  and,  there¬ 
fore,  I  am  proposing  that  the  only  committees  for  which  I  am  going  to  ask  the  chairmen 
to  report  are  Fraternal  Relations,  General  State  of  the  Rite,  Jurisprudence  and 
Legislation,  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter,  and  Audit  and  Finance.  Each  of  those  com¬ 
mittee  chairmen  have  assured  me  that  they  can  present  what  they  feel  that  they  need  to 
present  to  you  in  a  very  brief  fashion. 

In  turn,  Bros.  John  V.  Lawer  (Fraternal  Relations),  E.  Stanley  Matheson  (General  State 
of  the  Rite),  Norman  E.  Byrne  (Jurisprudence  and  Legislation),  and  Thomas  V.  Hannan 
(Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter)  presented,  in  precis,  their  reports  which  appeared  in  the 
preliminary  booklet.  Bro.  Byrne  included,  in  full,  in  his  presentation.  Part  IV  of  his 
report  regarding  the  Allocution,  which  was  available  only  this  morning  and  which  was 
approved  earlier  in  Executive  Session  and  appears  in  the  complete  report  in  the  Report 
section  of  these  Proceedings.  He  also  presented,  for  information,  the  Resolution  passed 
in  Executive  Session  regarding  Shrine  membership. 

Since  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  was  not  included  in  the  booklet 
of  preliminary  reports,  Bro.  Phillip  Raymond  read,  in  full,  the  report  as  printed  in  the 
Report  section  of  these  Proceedings. 

SGC  Crosby  urged  anyone  in  the  room,  or,  indeed,  in  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada,  who  may 
have  a  question  on  anything  contained  in  any  of  these  reports,  or  if  anyone  had  any  sug¬ 
gestions  on  how  we  might  do  things  differently  and  hopefully  better,  to  either  speak  to 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  or  contact  the  Supreme  Council  office. 

The  GSG  reported  that  copies  of  the  Deputies’  reports  have  been  included  in  the  book¬ 
let  of  Preliminary  Reports  and  will  also  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendaton  of  SGC  Crosby,  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Portugal  had  appointed  Ill  Bro .'.  E.  Stanley 
Matheson  to  be  the  representative  of  Portugal  near  our  Supreme  Council  and  the  certifi¬ 
cate  of  that  appointment  was  recently  received.  SGC  Crosby  presented  that  certificate  to 
Bro.  Matheson. 

Ill Bro.’.  Albert  Mortlock,  33°,  requested  permission  to  speak. 

Bro.  Mortlock:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  have  been  charged  with  a  very  pleasant 
responsibility,  to  present  to  you  a  certificate.  On  your  visit  to  the  Valley  of 
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Peterborough,  you  had  been  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection 
and  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  but  unfortunately,  the  certificate  was  not  ready  at  that 
time  to  be  presented  to  you.  On  behalf  of  the  Valley  of  Peterborough,  it  is  my  great  hon¬ 
our  and  privilege  to  present  to  you  your  certificate  which  reads:  In  token  of  the  high 
regard  and  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  our  membership.  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Harold  E.  Crosby, 
33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  A.&  A.S.R.  of  Canada  has  been  unanimously  elect¬ 
ed  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Council,  33°,  of  Canada,  and  that  his 
name  has  been  duly  recorded  on  our  records  as  such.  In  testimony  whereof,  we  have 
hereto  set  our  hands  and  caused  the  seals  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  to  be  affixed,  this  sixth  day  of  March  1997.  It  is  duly  signed  by  the  TPGM, 
Ill/. Bro. ‘.John  Cassel,  32°,  and  the  MWS,  Thomas  Albert  Mortlock,  32°.  It  is  my  plea¬ 
sure  on  behalf  of  them  and  the  Valley  of  Peterborough  to  give  this  to  you.  While  we 
know  that  you  will  not  be  able  to  visit  these  bodies  in  an  official  capacity,  we  trust  that 
some  time  in  the  future  you  will  avail  youself  of  the  opportunity  of  once  again  visiting 
your  Valley. 

SGC  Crosby:  Thank  you  very  much.  Ill /. Bro. ‘.Mortlock.  I  very  much  appreciate  this 
Honorary  Membership  in  the  bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Peterborough.  I  had  a  wonderful 
visit  there.  You  heard  that  the  name  of  the  MWS  was  also  Mortlock.  He  is  the  son  of 
Ill/. Bro. ‘.Albert  Mortlock,  and  of  course,  Albert  is  a  brother  of  our  PSGC,  Walter 
Mortlock.  Please  convey  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Valley. 

SGC  Crosby  then  turned  the  gavel  over  to  Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.George  C.  Schaef  to  conduct  the 
Ceremony  of  Installation  of  the  officers  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  triennial  term.  Bro. 
Schaef  was  assisted  by  Ill/. Bro  .‘.W.  Alexander  Milligan  as  Grand  Marshal, 
Ill  .‘.Bro  .’.Gordon  Trenholm  as  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies,  and  Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.William 
Fairley  as  Grand  Prior. 

The  officers  were  duly  installed  and  invested.  (Due  to  illness,  the  Grand  Treasurer- 
General-Elect,  Ill/. Bro .’.H.  Edward  Standish,  33°,  was  not  invested  at  this  time.  A  spe¬ 
cial  meeting  of  Supreme  Council  was  held  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  on  October  18,  1997, 
with  PSGC  J.  V.  Lawer  as  Acting  SGC,  and  Bro.  Standish  was  duly  invested  at  that 
time.) 

The  newly-installed  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  requested  the  officers  to  stand  and  he 
addressed  the  Session. 

SGC  Martin:  My  Brethren,  it  is  indeed  a  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  as  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and  I  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  officers  who  have  been 
installed  today,  and  who,  during  the  next  many  years  will  be  prepared  to  serve  you:

Please  be  seated  my  Brethren. 

SGC  Martin:  This  is  a  very  important  moment  in  our  proceedings  this  morning  and  I 
would  ask  our  Immediate  Past  SGC,  Ill .’.  Bro.’. Harold  Crosby,  to  join  me  in  front  of 
the  East.  We  have  heard  this  morning  several  times  of  the  wonderful  work  that  our 
PSGC  had  done  during  his  triennial  period.  I  would  like  everyone  to  know  how  much  I 
personally  appreciated  his  kindnesses  to  me  and  his  involving  me  in  the  operations  and 
the  activities  of  Supreme  Council.  I  appreciate  that  so  much.  We  have  a  few  things  here 
to  present  to  you.  First  is  this  very  handsome  certificate  which  identifies  the  fact  that 
you  served  as  our  SGC  from  1994  to  1997,  and  I  present  this  to  you  with  my  thanks  and 
the  thanks  of  all  of  the  brethren  here  and  throughout  Canada.  Second  is  a  gift.  It  is  a 
piece  of  Canadianna  and  we  present  it  to  you  again  with  words  of  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  a  tremendous  job  very  well  done.  Third  is  another  gift.  Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Carrick 
and  I  had  a  little  discussion  as  to  who  would  present  this  to  you.  A  little  while  ago,  I  had 
no  authority  whatsoever,  but  now  that  I  have  some  authority,  I  am  going  to  make  the 
presentation.  Bro.  Carrick  tells  me  that  this  is  a  picture  of  Amen  Corner  of  Augusta 
Golf  Course. 

PSGC  Crosby  then  opened  the  first  gift  which  was  a  soapstone  carving  of  a  polar  bear. 

PSGC  Crosby:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  thank  you  very  much  for  your  words  of 
appreciation  for  my  term  of  service  and  I  thank  you  for  the  support  that  you  gave  me. 
On  many  occasions  you  went  out  of  your  way  to  accompany  me  as  I  made  visits  and 
that  was  very  much  appreciated.  You  are  right.  I  thank  you  very  much  for  those  gifts 
that  were  given  to  me.  I  don’t  need  to  tell  you,  I  am  sure,  that  golf  is  a  very  important 
part  of  my  life.  I  play  it  four  days  a  week  and  I  haven’t  permitted  Supreme  Council 
responsibilities  to  interfere  with  it  very  often.  We  must  put  first  things  first.  That  is  a 
lovely  picture  and  a  lovely  carving  and  I  really  appreciate  the  certificate  to  show  that  I 
did,  indeed,  serve  for  three  years.  What  surprises  me  is  how  the  SGC  could  sign  that 
certificate,  as  SGC,  and  get  the  glass  back  on  the  frame,  before  he  presented  it  to  me.  It 
reminds  me  of  the  time  that  I  visited  a  body  and  they  presented  certificates  of  Honorary 
Membership  to  me.  They  were  signed,  not  only  by  the  officers  of  the  body,  but  it  also 
had  my  signature  on  the  side  of  the  certificate,  and  they  were  in  glass.  Thank  you  very 
much.  It  has  been  a  great  privilege  to  have  the  opportunity  to  serve  Supreme  Council 
and  to  be  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  as  long  as  I  have  health,  I  will  contin¬ 
ue.  Thank  you. 

SGC  Martin:  Brethren,  it  is  with  some  concern  and  humility  that  I  have  now  assumed 
office  as  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  I  do  so  with  a  firm  commitment  to  each 
one  of  you  here  today,  and  to  the  nearly  28,000  Scottish  Rite  Freemasons  throughout 
Canada.  That  commitment  is  one  filled  with  resolve  to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the 
Rite  and  its  members  and  to  carry  our  banner  high  and  with  pride  wherever  I  travel. 

During  the  next  few  years,  it  will  be  important  to  revisit  the  precepts  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  and  to  look  more  deeply  into  our  personal  needs  and  the  needs  of  our 
communities.  As  we  do  so,  we  will  come  into  possession  of  a  special  spirit:  one  that  is 
the  subtotal  of  our  willingness  to  live  together,  and  to  do  great  things  together.  A  pro- 
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found  vision  for  the  future  will  be  experienced  as  we  gain  new  confidence  in  the 
strength  and  beauty  of  our  order. 

Masonry  has  been  good  to  us.  With  vigour  and  enthusiasm,  let  us  pass  on  that  legacy  to 
those  who  follow  in  our  footsteps.  Our  success  will  come  as  we  recognize  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  individual  mason.  As  I  travel  from  coast  to  coast,  my  message  will  be  one 
of  celebration  and  encouragement.  It  is  clear  that  the  conduct  of  the  individual  mason  is 
the  message  of  Masonry  throughout  the  world.  With  frequent  use  of  the  words  “You  are 
the  Key”,  I  will  ask  each  member  to  affirm  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry,  to  spread 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry,  and  to  radiate  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  wherever  he  may 
be.  As  leaders  of  the  craft,  it  is  our  responsibility  to  develop  plans  for  the  transmission 
of  meaningful  information  to  each  member  of  our  organization.  Sending  out  messages 
is,  however,  not  enough.  We  must  know  that  the  message  sent  is  received  in  the  form 
intended,  and  that  any  communication  pathway  is  such  that  the  views  of  any  member 
will  reach  the  top. 

Planning  and  goal-setting  for  the  future  has  become  an  important  part  of  the  successful 
development  of  any  progressive  organization.  It  is  time  for  us  to  get  involved,  and,  as 
part  of  this  activity,  I  have  asked  our  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  to  act  as  chairman 
of  a  Strategic  Planning  Committee.  The  group  will  be  made  up  of  enthusiastic,  experi¬ 
enced,  and  knowledgable  Scottish  Rite  Freemasons,  representing  a  wide  range  of  mem¬ 
ber  interest  and  showing  geographical  distribution.  Its  overall  goal  will  be  to  point  us 
toward  a  higher  level  of  membership  awareness  and  increased  sensitivity  to  the  needs  of 
our  brethren  and  the  communities  in  which  we  live.  More  specifically,  I  will  ask  the 
committee  to  consider  the  following  activities: 

1.  Increase  the  level  of  awareness  of  the  members  of  the  Rite,  in  respect  to 
Supreme  Council,  its  membership,  its  role,  and  governance. 

2.  Develop  a  closer  association  of  our  membership  with  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation. 

3.  Provide  oversight  of  the  production  of  educational  and  officer  training  material. 

4.  Increase  the  level  of  family  awareness  of  the  Scottish  Rite  through  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  data  describing  social  events  undertaken  by  valleys  from  coast  to  coast. 

5.  Increase  the  level  of  community  awareness  of  Scottish  Rite  through  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  programs  of  a  community  nature  and  the  development  of  sound 
public  relations. 

6.  Increase  masonic  awareness  of  the  Scottish  Rite  through  the  introduction  of 
projects  which  involve  craft  lodges  and  other  concordant  bodies. 

7.  Develop  strategies  for  membership  retention. 

8.  Develop  any  other  activities  which  might  be  aimed  at  strengthening  the  Rite  in 
Canada. 

Our  rituals  stand  as  the  cornerstone  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.  Constant  attention  to 
detail  has  resulted  in  a  meaningful  portrayal  of  our  degrees  whenever  they  are  present¬ 
ed.  In  order  to  place  more  emphasis  on  the  musical  parts  of  our  degree  work,  I  have 
asked  III.*.  Bro.’. Lloyd  Oakes,  33°,  to  join  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic 
Matters.  It  is  my  hope  that  we  may  soon  be  able  to  provide  lodge  musicians  with  suit¬ 
able  material  in  keeping  with  their  technical  ability.  As  we  enter  a  new  triennium 
together,  I  know  that  I  can  count  on  your  support  in  the  months  ahead.  Remember  that 
“You  are  the  Key”,  and  that  each  one  of  you  is  a  vital  cog  in  the  wheel  of  service.  There 
is  no  one  in  this  room  more  important  than  any  other.  By  working  together,  and  sharing 
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our  skills,  we  will  continue  to  serve  our  Rite  effectively  and  with  an  increased  sensitivi¬ 
ty  to  the  needs  of  others. 

My  Brethren,  I  look  forward  to  the  next  several  years  of  service  to  our  Rite  and,  as  I 
have  indicated,  I  know  that  each  one  of  you  here  will  provide  the  kind  of  support  that 
we  need,  the  kind  of  leadership,  and  the  kind  of  sensitivity  to  ourselves,  to  our  mem¬ 
bers,  and  to  our  communities. 

SGC  Martin  proceeded  with  the  rital  of  closing  Supreme  Council,  in  the  process  of 
which  he  first  called  Bros.  Campbell  and  Lono  to  the  lectern.  The  travelling  gavel, 
which  had  been  used  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  Session,  was  transferred  by  Bro. 
Campbell,  General  Chairman  of  the  Barrie  Committee,  to  Bro.  Lono,  General  Chairman 
of  the  Montreal  Committee,  to  be  presented  by  him  to  SGC  Martin  in  Montreal  in 
September  1998. 

SGC  Martin  then  called  upon  LGC  Byrne  for  a  few  words. 

LGC  Byrne,  on  behalf  of  all  of  the  brethren  and  ladies  who  attended,  thanked  the 
Chairman  of  the  Barrie  Organizing  Committee,  Ill  Bro.'.  Donald  N.  Campbell,  and  his 
committee  members  for  the  excellent  job  of  planning,  arranging,  and  providing  for  an 
excellent  Session. 

He  extended  thanks  to  Ill Bro. ‘.Lloyd  Oakes,  our  organist,  for  providing  the  timely 
and  appropriate  music  during  the  degree  and  our  General  Sessions  and  to  our  soloist. 
Ill Bro  M.  Alan  Rogers  for  doing  such  a  worderful  job  when  called  upon. 

Thanks  were  extended  to  the  guards  who  were  appointed  to  assist  when  the  SGC 
entered  into  this  Session  in  the  persons  of  Ill.  Bros.  D.  Bruce  Dobson.  R.  Harold  Foote, 
Dean  I.  Murdy,  and  Kenneth  C.  Veitch. 

LGC  Byrne  pointed  out  that  the  special  crews,  basically  from  the  Hamilton  area,  also 
contributed  much  of  the  success  of  our  Sessions  by  preparing  the  Session  rooms, 
recording  the  proceedings  and  assisting  the  Executive  Secretary.  He  thanked  each  of 
those  brethren.

Since  the  1995  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation's  recommen¬ 
dation  was  approved  that  the  Reports  be  printed  and  distributed  prior  to  the  Session,  and 
be  presented  in  precis  at  both  Executive  and  General  Sessions,  the  Final  Approved 
Reports  are  printed  in  this  Section. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  Auditors’  Report  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1997,  which  will  be  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session.  The 
Financial  Statements  constitute  both  a  general  and  detailed  report  of  all  revenues  and 
expenses  during  the  year  as  required  by  Article  28  (c)  of  the  Statutes. 

The  net  value  of  all  assets  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  con¬ 
sisting  of  cash  on  deposit,  investments  at  cost,  together  with  amounts  receivable  or  pro¬ 
posed  at  June  30th,  amounts  to  $1,368,104.,  an  increase  of  $15,576.  from  the  preceding 
year. 

Total  operating  revenues  were  $10,700.  less  than  those  of  the  preceding  year,  and  oper¬ 
ating  expenses  were  $21,625.  greater  than  in  1996.  As  a  result,  the  1997  fiscal  year  pro¬ 
duced  an  operating  deficit  of  $80,374.  as  compared  to  an  operating  deficit  of  $48,049. 
for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  results,  there  was  investment  income  of  $95,950.  compared 
to  similar  income  of  $97,348.  in  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1997,  shows  a  net  surplus  of  $15,576.  compared  to  a  net  surplus  of  $49,299.  for  1996. 
The  net  surplus  for  1997  is  $2,141  in  excess  of  the  amount  budgeted  for  the  year. 
Although  revenues  for  the  year  were  somewhat  less  than  projected,  savings  were  effect¬ 
ed  in  various  area,  keeping  the  net  results  close  to  budget. 

Again,  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Ill.  Bros.  Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  Donald  D. 
Thornton,  33°,  for  their  invaluable  advise  and  assistance  during  the  year,  as  well  as  to 
Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle,  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton,  who  continue  to  serve  us  so  well 
in  our  office.

Your  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1997,  the  net  assets  under  its  charge  totalled  $1,368,104.,  as  compared  to 
$1,352,528.  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  details  are  shown  in  the  Annual 
Financial  Statements. 

During  the  year,  we  had  $49,000.  in  securities  mature  or  called  for  redemption. 
Government  or  government  guaranteed  securities,  having  a  par  value  of  $175,000.  were 
acquired  at  a  cost  of  $177,921.  and  producing  a  yield  of  approximately  7%.  The  full 
details  of  securities  redeemed  or  purchased  are  disclosed  in  the  Annual  Financial 
Statements. 

All  securities  were  held  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  35  (b)  of  the 
Statutes  and  income  therefrom  has  been  paid  to  Supreme  Council.

INVESTMENT  POLICY  STATEMENT 

FOR 

SUPREME  COUNCIL  A.&A.S.R. 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Objectives 

The  portfolio  is  to  be  constructed  so  as  to  maximize  long  term  capital  and  income 
growth  consistent  with  low-to-moderate  risk. 

Within  this  overall  objective  the  portfolio  should  seek  to  earn  total  returns  in  excess  of 
the  rate  of  inflation  +3%  over  the  long  term.  Over  the  short  term  the  portfolio  should  be 
sufficiently  flexible  to  accommodate  any  specific  capital  withdrawals  that  may  be 
required. 

Income  Needs 

Apart  from  periodic  expenses,  there  are  no  immediate  income  needs  but  establishing  a 
suitable  income  stream  for  the  future  is  of  significant  long  term  importance. 
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Planning  Horizon 

Investment  recommendations  made  by  the  Investment  Advisor  will  be  made  with  a 
three  to  five  year  view.  Results  will  be  measured  annually  and  reported  quarterly.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Annual  Report  of  Membership  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1997  shows  a  net  decrease 
(Lodges  of  Perfection)  of  736  or  2.6%  resulting  in  a  total  membership  of  27,763.  In  the 
same  period,  membership  in  Craft  Lodges  in  Canada  decreased  by  4,512  or  3.3%. 

Membership  in  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  decreased  by  610  or  2.4%,  and  in  the 
Consistories  by  631  or  2.8%. 

In  early  February,  along  with  the  Grand  Scribe  E  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  I  was  invited  to  contribute  to  a  two- 
day  symposium  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The 
purpose  was  to  discuss  the  present  condition  and  the  future  of  Freemasonry.  One  result 
was  the  recommendation  that  there  be  created  a  tentative  5-year  plan  to  improve  the 
condition  of  Freemasonry  in  Ontario. 

Later  in  February,  the  Executive  Secretary  and  I,  together  with  our  wives,  attended  the 
Conference  of  Grand  Secretaries  in  North  America  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma.  This 
Conference,  although  separate,  is  held  in  conjunction  with  the  similar  Conference  of 
Grand  Masters.  Again  this  conference  afforded  us  the  opportunity  to  dialogue  with 
Grand  Secretaries  from  across  North  America,  to  discuss  common  problems  and  prob¬ 
lem  solutions,  and  to  gain  some  insight  into  the  condition  of  Freemasonry  and  changes 
that  are  taking  place. 

While  at  the  conference,  we  took  the  opportunity  to  tour  the  magnificent  Scottish  Rite 
Temple  in  Guthrie,  Oklahoma.  It  is,  indeed,  a  credit  to  those  who  built  it  and  to  those 
who  maintain  it. 

I  was  pleased  to  receive  an  invitation  to  attend,  as  an  observer,  the  annual  Conference  of 
the  Grand  and  District  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada  held  in  Winnipeg  in  March.  In  addition 
to  presenting  a  very  interesting  program,  it  afforded  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  Grand 
Masters,  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  Grand  Secretaries  from  across  Canada. 

There  were  two  subjects  of  particular  interest. 

We  heard  a  review  of  the  events  that  took  place  leading  to  the  elimination  of  member¬ 
ship  in  Scottish  Rite  or  York  Rite  as  a  qualification  for  membership  in  Kamac  Shrine 
Temple  in  Montreal.  In  the  discussion  period  that  followed,  it  was  interesting  to  listen 
to  the  varied  reactions  of  the  representatives  of  our  Grand  Lodges. 

We  also  listened  to  a  position  paper  presented  by  the  District  Grand  Lodge  of 
Newfoundland,  E.C.  It  dealt  with  the  current  desire  of  members  of  that  District  Grand 
Lodge  to  form  the  “Grand  Lodge  of  Newfoundland.”  It  should  be  noted  that  the  sister 
jurisdiction,  the  District  Grand  Lodge  of  Newfoundland,  S.C.  may  not  be  of  the  same 
persuasion.  Since  this  was  a  position  paper,  there  was  no  discussion.  The  planned  com¬ 
puterization  of  the  procedures  in  the  office  continued  this  year. 
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The  conversion  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  receipts  processing  system 
to  an  Access  data  base  system,  and  the  conversion  of  The  Foundation  general  ledger  to 
the  Accpac  system  used  for  Supreme  Council,  were  completed.  The  conversion  to  the 
data  base  system  included  the  ability  to  track  potential  recipients  of  donors  pins.  These 
clerical  functions  are  performed  by  the  office  on  a  fee  basis  for  the  Foundation. 

The  membership  Access  data  base  program  has  now  been  installed  on  one  of  our  com¬ 
puters  and  we  are  proceeding  to  enter  the  membership  data  which  is  still  being  manual¬ 
ly  maintained  on  cards  in  our  office. 

With  a  view  of  accepting  electronic  data  input  rather  than  perform  unnecessary  keying 
of  this  data,  in  April,  we  surveyed  our  48  valleys  to  ascertain  which  of  the  valleys  had 
this  information  on  computers  and  the  extent  of  the  computer  use.  At  the  time  of  prepar¬ 
ing  this  report,  16  valleys  had  not  yet  replied.  From  the  answers  we  did  receive,  we 
were  not  surprised  to  learn  that  “computerized”  could  mean  anything  from  a  complete 
data  base  to  a  name  and  address  file.  Some  were  in  the  midst  of  writing  a  program  and 
others  were  thinking  about  it.  The  valleys  have  been  advised  that  this  membership 
Access  data  base,  modified  to  their  requirements  where  necessary,  is  available  to  them. 

While  we  still  require  the  requested  information  from  the  16  valleys,  the  information 
from  the  valleys  who  did  reply,  confirmed  our  plan  to  input  electronic  data  where  avail¬ 
able  from  valleys,  supported  by  keying  data  from  our  manual  records. 

We  are  presently  negotiating  with  “Sympatico”  to  set  up  an  Internet  access  and  location 
or  Website  to  assist  communications  between  valleys  and  Supreme  Council  and  to  pro¬ 
mote  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  to  the  public.  The  design  of  our  Website  is  presently 
under  construction. 

Many  people  are  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General.  To  the  Secretaries  and  Registrars  who  responded  so  readily  to  reporting 
requirements  and  other  demands  from  this  office,  I  extend  our  sincere  thanks  and  solicit 
their  future  assistance  and  patience  as  we  may  be  required  to  call  upon  them  during  our 
conversion  to  the  data  base.  I,  again,  extend  sincere  thanks  to  the  Committee  Chairmen 
and  the  Deputies  who  cooperated  by  submitting  their  reports  in  time  to  be  included  in 
the  booklet  of  advance  reports  and  to  our  auditors  who  completed  their  audit  in  record 
time  and  had  the  financial  statements  available  for  that  booklet. 

I  thank  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  for  their  devotion  and  dedi¬ 
cation  in  performing,  so  well,  the  tasks  required  in  the  operation  of  Supreme  Council 
office.  Their  knowledge  of  the  details  of  this  office  operation  is  a  valued  asset. 

I  sincerely  thank  Donald  D.  Thornton,  Executive  Secretary,  for  his  continued  coopera¬ 
tion  and  support. 

I  also  extend  my  thanks  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby  for  his  sup¬ 
port  and  advice  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(a)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  details  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance  and  the  Committee  now  reports  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  discharge 
of  these  duties. 

Constituent  Body  Financial  Returns 

The  financial  returns  of  the  Constituent  Bodies  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Committee. 
Returns  were  received  from  all  of  the  Valleys  save  one,  and  we  have  been  assured  that 
this  report  will  be  submitted  shortly  and  it  will  be  reviewed  at  that  time. 

Although  this  annual  review  has  shown  continuous  improvement  over  the  past  several 
years,  deficiencies  were  detected  in  the  returns  of  nine  Valleys,  and  the  reviewers 
offered  constructive  comments  about  the  returns  received  from  several  other  Valleys. 
The  Deputies  of  Supreme  Council  will  again  be  provided  with  a  detailed  summary  of 
these  deficiencies  and  comments  which  should  help  each  Valley  correct  the  shortcom¬ 
ings  in  their  returns.  Although  practically  all  of  the  Valleys  continue  to  be  faced  with 
declining  membership,  decreased  investment  income,  and  increased  administrative 
expenses,  these  issues  are  being  addressed,  and  our  review  of  the  returns  indicates  that 
the  constituent  bodies  are,  generally  speaking,  in  satisfactory  financial  shape.  However, 
we  again  strongly  recommend  that  each  Valley  conduct  a  review  of  their  financial  posi¬ 
tion  at  regular  intervals,  and  that  a  five-year  financial  forecast  should  be  prepared  annu¬ 
ally  to  assist  in  this  financial  planning. 

Constituent  Bodies  By-Law  Amendments 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  has  reviewed  all  requests  for  By-Law  amendments 
pertaining  to  financial  matters,  and  has  forwarded  comments  and  recommendations  to 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  concerning  these. 

Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Auditors 

The  Committee  has  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  the 
Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Auditors.  These  reports  were 
found  to  be  acceptable  and  the  Committee  recommends  their  adoption. 

Financial  Operations  for  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  1997 

The  financial  statements  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1997,  were 
reviewed.  The  operations  for  the  year  resulted  in  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  of 
$15,576.,  compared  with  a  budgeted  excess  of  $13,435.,  and  an  excess  in  the  prior  year 
of  $49,299.  Both  revenues  and  expenses  were  slightly  below  budget. 
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The  Committee  recommends  that  the  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1997,  be  adopted. 

Budget  1997-98 

The  proposed  budget,  along  with  suitable  background  information  on  the  various  rev¬ 
enue  and  expense  categories,  was  presented  by  the  Grand  Treasurer-General.  This  bud¬ 
get  for  the  1997-1998  fiscal  period  projects  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  in  the 
amount  of  $7,464.  which,  in  our  opinion,  falls  short  of  the  financial  targets  of  Supreme 
Council.  Although  we  recommend  adoption  of  the  proposed  budget,  we  also  recom¬ 
mend  that  corrective  action  be  considered  to  avoid  the  future  short-falls  predicted  by  the 
10-year  financial  forecast. 

General 

We  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Ul.'.Bro.'.Newcombe  Fenton,  33°,  for  his 
guidance,  and  outstanding  contribution  to  the  success  of  this  Standing  Committee  dur¬ 
ing  his  term  as  Grand  Treasurer-General. 

The  Committee  also  acknowledge  the  considerable  assistance  of  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  the  Executive  Secretary,  and  the  Supreme  Council  office  staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  submits  this  Report  to  this  Supreme 
Council  in  performance  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  it  pursuant  to  Article  40(e)  of  the 
Statutes  of  this  Supreme  Council  to  keep  informed  with  respect  to  fraternal  relations 
with  other  Supreme  Councils  and  Masonic  Bodies  throughout  the  world,  and  to  advise 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  with  respect  to  the  conduct  thereof,  and  to  report 
thereon  to  this  Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Session. 

Conference  of  Supreme  Councils  of  the  World 

Advice  was  received  in  the  autumn  of  1996  from  Ill .*.  Bro.'.  Venancio  Igrejas,  33°, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Brazil,  that  the  theme  for  the 
XVI  Conference  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  the  year  2000,  probably  in 
the  month  of  May,  would  be  “Permanent  Struggle  Against  All  Manners  of 
Preconceptions  in  Order  to  Warrant  the  Establishment  of  a  Welcome  and  Lasting 
Universal  Peace,  Starting  on  the  Foot  of  the  Coming  Third  Millennium”. 

Plans  are  already  underway  by,  the  Supreme  Council  for  Australia  to  honour  their  com¬ 
mitment  to  host  the  XVII  World  Conference  in  Sydney  in  2005. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  reiterates  the  recommendation  it  made  to  this  Supreme 
Council  at  its  Annual  Session  in  1995  that  favourable  consideration  be  given  to  hosting 
the  XVIII  World  Conference  in  2010,  and  that  other  Supreme  Councils  be  advised 
accordingly. 

XIII  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Americas 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  was  very  ably  represented  at  the  XIII  Reunion  of 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Americas  at  Montevideo,  Uruguay,  October  13- 
1 6,  1 996,  by  Ill Bro Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander. 

The  theme  of  the  meeting  was  “Teaching  in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry.”  Ill  Bro  Martin 
presented  a  scholarly  paper  addressing  the  Reunion  theme. 

There  were  in  attendance  accredited  delegations  representing  14  countries  in  the 
Americas,  and  observer  groups  from  Trance  and  Italy.  General  Sessions  were  held  in 
the  attractive  setting  of  the  Grand  Temple,  with  simultaneous  translation  in  English, 
Spanish,  and  Portuguese. 

A  decision  was  made  to  divide  the  Americas  into  three  geographic  areas  of  North, 
Central,  and  South  America,  with  the  intention  that  the  meeting  place  of  the  Reunions 
be  rotated  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  Conference  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  to  host  the  XIV  Reunion  in  Boston  in  1999. 
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41st  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders 

While  once  again  this  year  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  did  not  send  an  Observer  to 
the  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders,  from  reports  received  it 
would  appear  that  the  Conference  in  Vienna  was  well  attended  and  was  successful. 

A  suggestion  to  downsize  future  conferences  was  rejected  and,  indeed,  a  number  of 
countries,  including  Australia  and  the  Philippines,  which  are  far  removed  geographical¬ 
ly  from  Europe,  but  which  have  been  accorded  full  membership  status,  were  present. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Ivory  Coast  was  in  attendance,  and  this  newest 
Supreme  Council  was  welcomed  as  a  member  of  the  Conference. 

A  suggestion  was  made  that  wealthier  Supreme  Councils  might  consider  offering  finan¬ 
cial  assistance-as  has  sometimes  been  done —  to  enable  representatives  to  attend  from 
countries  which  might  otherwise  be  unable  to  be  in  attendance. 

A  decision  on  recognition  of  Romania  was  deferred  for  another  year  while  a  committee 
of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  considers  the  situation  in  that  country. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  France  has  agreed  to  host  the  1998  Conference  in  Paris. 

Columbia 

Following  the  1996  Annual  Session  of  this  Supreme  Council  your  Committee  received 
a  letter  written  on  August  3,  1996,  by  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Ramiro  Arteta-Guzman,  33°, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Columbian  Supreme  Council,  fraternally  reiterat¬ 
ing  the  request  originally  sent  under  date  of  March  3,  1995,  for  recognition  of  this 
Supreme  Council  which  had  been  established  on  July  15,  1994,  under  the  aegis  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  1994,  this  Supreme  Council  suspended  relations  with  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Columbia  of  which  Ill Bro Oscar  Sierra-Sabalza,  33°,  was 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Hope  was  expressed  that  harmony  might  be  reestab¬ 
lished  among  all  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  Columbia. 

Harmony  was  not  reestablished,  and  Ill Bro.'.  Sierra-Sabalza  and  other  members  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  Columbia  have,  in  fact,  been  expelled  from  the  Masonic  Order 
by  their  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  circumstances,  your  Committee  recommends  that  this  Supreme  Council  withdraw 
recognition  from  the  Supreme  Council  for  Columbia,  extend  recognition  to  the 
Columbian  Supreme  Council,  and  that  Grand  Representatives  be  exchanged 

England  and  Wales 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  your  Committee  records  the  death  on  December  10,  1996, 
of  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  M.P.Bro.  Harold  Devereux  Still,  33°.  An 
Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  he  was  a  kindly  gentleman  of  exceptional 
talents  which  he  devoted  to  many  branches  of  the  Craft.  He  held  the  post  of  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  from  1982  to  1994. 
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Finland 

Word  has  been  received  that  the  dates  for  the  celebration  of  the  25th  Anniversary  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Finland  has  been  changed.  The  celebration  will  now  occur 
between  June  12  and  14.  1998. 

Ivory  Coast 

On  August  4,  1996,  at  Abijan,  representatives  from  five  Supreme  Councils  participated 
in  the  establishment  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Ivory  Coast  (Cote  d’Ivoire),  with 
Ill Bro.\ Laurent  Ottro,  33°,  as  its  first  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

The  new  Supreme  Council  draws  its  members  from  the  regular  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Ivory  Coast. 

Of  particular  interest  to  Canada  is  the  fact  that  Ill.’. Bro Laurent  Ottro’s  brother. 
Ill.’. Bro.\ Joachim  Ottro,  32°,  who  was  present  at  the  ceremonies  in  Abidjan,  received 
the  4°-18°  in  the  Valley  of  Quebec  and  the  19°-32°  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  this  Supreme  Council  extend  recognition  to  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Ivory  Coast,  and  that  Grand  Representatives  be  exchanged. 

Netherlands 

Your  Committee  extends  its  sincere  condolences  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  the 
Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands  on  the  death  on  December  15,  1996,  of  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  C.  J.  P.  (Kees)  van  Boven,  33°.  Ill .’.  Bro .’.  van  Boven  was  an 
Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  and  was  a  well-loved  and  highly  respected 
leader  throughout  the  Scottish  Rite  world.  His  wise  counsel  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all 
who  were  privileged  to  have  known  him. 

Portugal 

It  appears  that  following  several  tumultuous  months  the  authority  of  M.W.  Bro.  Luis 
Nandin  de  Carvahlo  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Regular  Grand  Lodge  of  Portugal  has  been 
firmly  established.  The  settlement  of  the  insurrection  which  had  occurred  must  be  com¬ 
forting  news  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Jose  Pisani  Bumay,  33°,  whose  Supreme 
Council  draws  its  members  from  the  Regular  Grand  Lodge. 

Spain 

Unfortunately  the  news  from  Spain  is  not  at  present  encouraging.  There  are  currently 
two  competing  Grand  Lodges,  both  of  which  claim  to  be  regular,  namely  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Spain  and  the  Federal  Grand  Lodge  of  Spain.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Antonio  Moron  Castellot  decreed  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Spain  would  accept 
members  from  both  Grand  Lodges.  M.W. Bro.  Thomas  Sarobe,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Spain  then  decreed  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  suspend¬ 
ed  as  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Spain,  suspended  relations  with  the  Supreme 
Council,  and  forbade  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Spain  to  belong  to  the  Supreme 
Council  or  attend  its  meetings.  Your  Committee  will  continue  to  attempt  to  monitor  the 
situation  as  it  unfolds. 
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Sweden 

Your  Committee  extends  sincere  condolences  to  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden 
on  the  death  on  January  5,  1997,  of  M.W.  Grand  Master,  His  Royal  Highness,  Prince 
Bertil. 

Uruguay 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  fraternal  recognition  has  been  granted  by  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Uruguay  to  this  Supreme  Council,  and  Grand  Representatives 
have  been  exchanged. 

We  are  pleased  that  with  the  attendance  of  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Glenn  M. 
Martin,  33°,  in  Montevideo  at  the  XII  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the 
Americas,  a  warm  personal  relationship  has  already  been  established  between  our  two 
Supreme  Councils. 

United  States  of  America 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that,  as  always,  warmest  fraternal  relations  contin¬ 
ue  to  grow  with  the  two  American  Supreme  Councils. 

Sincere  condolences  are  extended  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  on  the  death  on  December  4,  1996,  of  Ill.*. Bro.'. Francis  G.  Paul,  33°,  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.’. Bro .*. Paul  gave  outstanding  service  to  many 
branches  of  Freemasonry,  but  he  will  be  remembered  especially  as  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  his  jurisdiction  from  1985  to  1993.  He  was  an  Honorary  Member  of  this 
Supreme  Council  and  attended  and  contributed  to  its  Annual  Sessions  during  the  tenure 
of  his  office.

Crosby,  Martin,  and  Carveth,  and  their  wives,  when  they  attended  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  August  25-27,  1996,  at 
Boston. 

The  American  Supreme  Councils  are  to  be  commended  once  again  for  their  publication 
of  two  excellent  journals,  “The  Scottish  Rite  Journal  of  Freemasonry  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction”  and  “The  Northern  Light  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction”,  both  of 
which  contain  articles  of  an  inspirational  and  educational  nature,  expanding  knowledge 
of  the  wider  Scottish  Rite  world  past  and  present. 

We  look  forward  to  welcoming  representatives  from  both  jurisdictions  to  our  Annual 
Session  in  Barrie.

Session  in  his  home  Valley  of  Barrie  where  he  presided  as  MWS  of  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  in  1987,  TPGM  of  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1988,  and  C-in-C  of  Barrie 
Consistory  in  1991.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Introduction 

In  compliance  with  Article  40,  Section  (d)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  your  com¬ 
mittee  is  pleased  to  submit  this  Annual  Report  which  contains  matters  pertaining  to  the 
State  of  the  Rite  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 
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The  source  material  for  this  report  was  gleaned  from  the  summonses  and  newsletters 
received  from  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  from  each  Valley  in  Canada,  and  from 
the  Reports  of  the  Deputies  received  at  year  end.  Our  thanks  to  all  concerned  for  their 
assistance. 

From  Coast  to  Coast 

In  our  last  report,  we  referred  to  the  Highlight  of  the  Year  being  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander's  Visits  to  the  Valleys  across  this  vast  country.  This  year,  with  a  visit  to  the 
Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  to  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection,  which 
joined  with  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  in  the  Fraser  Valley,  Ill  .*.  Bro.\  Harold  E.  Crosby, 
33°,  realized  his  goal — that  of  visiting  all  Canadian  Valleys  during  his  triennial  term. 
He  and  his  wife  Jessie  have  been  recognized  for  their  dedication,  and  he,  for  his  inspira¬ 
tional  messages  to  the  brethren,  and  his  tangible  support  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation. 

The  special  communication  received  from  the  Okanagan  Valley  of  Perfection,  pub¬ 
lished  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit,  was,  in  our  opinion,  the  most  attractive  notice 
received  in  the  past  year. 

Last  year  we  referred  to  the  first  presentation  of  Leonardo  de  Vinci’s  portrayal  of  “The 
Last  Supper”  by  the  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection.  This  year,  it  was  repeated  and 
performed  on  three  occasions  and  was  witnessed  by  800  patrons.  Ill.'. Bro.'. Roland 
Thornhill,  32°,  and  his  committee  were  highly  commended  for  their  work  on  behalf  of 
Scottish  Rite. 

The  Valley  of  Winnipeg’s  experience  with  the  flood  waters  that  invaded  Manitoba  is 
vividly  described  by  the  Acting  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Donald  A.  Murray, 
33°,  in  his  Deputy’s  Report.  Few  Valleys  ever  experience  a  catastrophe  of  this  propor¬ 
tion  and  we  commend  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  for  their  rapid  response  to  protect  their 
property.  They  gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  they  received  and  showed  their 
gratitude  by  donating  $12,000.  to  the  Salvation  Army,  recognizing  this  organization  for 
“Their  heroic  efforts  in  assisting  the  many  residents  of  Southern  Manitoba  and 
Winnipeg.” 

Williams  Lake,  B.C.,  was  the  scene  of  a  novel  reunion  when  45  candidates  joined 
Scottish  Rite,  receiving  all  obligatory  degrees  in  a  Field  Day  held  under  Dispensation 
by  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection.  It  was  noted  that  many  potential  members  live 
some  distance  from  lodges,  and  others  are  away  during  the  months  the  degrees  are  con¬ 
ferred,  so  an  opportunity  was  provided  to  assist  these  brethren  in  gaining  membership. 
The  Deputy  for  British  Columbia,  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Richard  E.  Barr,  33°,  reported  “The  day 
was  a  great  success...” 

From  coast  to  coast.  Lodges,  Chapters  and  Consistories  have  been  recognizing  members 
by  naming  reunions  in  their  honour.  You  will  note  from  the  Deputies’  Reports  that  more 
than  thirty  brethren  were  so  honoured  in  the  past  year,  some  posthumously.  This  is  a 
very  positive  way  of  recognizing  the  continuing  efforts  of  many  of  our  distinguished 
brethren.  It  is  also  our  opportunity  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  con¬ 
tribution. 
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Ventures  in  Ritual 

The  Valley  of  Montreal  was  treated  to  an  excellent  presentation  of  the  22°,  which  had 
not  been  portrayed  in  the  Consistory  for  years.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  cast  were 
members  of  the  1996  Class  of  the  Consistory  Reunion. 

In  April,  the  Valley  of  Montreal  hosted  the  Vermont  Consistory.  It  has  been  planned  to 
make  it  an  annual  exchange.  The  Vermont  brethren  presented  the  Lincoln  Degree  of  the 
Civil  War  which  might  be  considered  a  revision  of  our  21°.  A  delegation  from  Ottawa, 
led  by  Ill Bro.'.  J.  Campbell  Matheson,  33°,  was  on  hand  to  witness  the  work  of  the 
Vermont  brethren. 

The  Valley  of  Woodstock  planned  a  portrayal  of  the  Ancient  Craft  Degree  (Scottish 
Rite  Version)  which  was  reported  in  the  February  notice. 

Reviewing  the  Dispensations  granted  by  the  Deputies,  we  note  that  most  were  issued  to 
permit  family  and  friends  to  observe  the  Re-Lighting  Ceremonies,  or  to  have  family  and 
friends  attend  semi  public  installation  ceremonies.  The  Calgary  Delta  Chapter, 
Lethbridge  Chapter,  London  Sovereign  Chapter,  Harington  Sovereign  Chapter,  Saint 
John,  Keith  Sovereign  Chapter  in  Halifax,  Regina  Chapter,  the  Alexander  Shepphard 
Chapter  of  Moose  Jaw,  and  the  Saskatchewan  Consistory,  sought  and  received  these 
dispensations.  It  must  be  noted  that  there  are  defined  instructions  for  issuing  such  invi¬ 
tations. 

We  note  with  interest  that  the  Nova  Scotia  Sovereign  Consistory  exemplified  the  20° 
for  the  first  time  since  1977,  and  fortunately,  many  members  of  the  cast  were  part  of  the 
previous  degree  team.  We  were  pleased  to  see  that  Ill.*. Bro.'. Frank  E.  Milne,  33°,  con¬ 
tinued  to  play  the  part  of  Constans  in  the  Allegory.  This  was  his  35th  year  as  Constans. 

The  Deputies’  Reports  all  indicate  that  the  ritualistic  presentation  of  the  various  degrees 
reflects  favourably  on  the  Lodges,  Chapters,  and  Consistories.  Another  point  of  interest 
came  from  the  pen  of  Ill  .’.Bro. ‘.A.  B.  Loopstra,  33°,  when  he  wrote,  “In  a  Consistory 
Reunion,  there  are  400  positions  to  fill.”  It  seems  that  all  too  often  we  expect  a  brother 
to  cover  many  positions,  and  when  he  is  unable  to  be  present,  it  is  a  real  challenge  to 
find  the  appropriate  number  of  brethren  to  replace  him”. 

Administration 

The  Valley  of  London  has  seen  fit  to  maintain  hard  copy  records.  In  view  of  unexpected 
failures  in  the  office  computer,  plans  are  underway  to  investigate  an  appropriate 
replacement.  The  experience  of  this  Valley,  and  their  plans  for  new  equipment,  should 
be  of  interest  to  those  Valleys  anticipating  the  purchase  of  office  computers. 

The  Valley  of  Guelph,  through  the  newsletter  “New  Masonic  Home  Overall 
Management  Committee”,  has  been  keeping  the  membership  informed  of  developments 
on  a  regular  basis.  To  date,  we  have  received  “The  Study  of  a  New  Masonic  Home”  and 
“A  Study  of  Retrofit  Existing  Building”.  Again,  we  feel  sure  that  the  brethren  in  Guelph 
would  be  happy  to  share  this  experience  with  any  body  facing  similar  problems. 

Accompanying  the  summons  from  the  Valley  of  Vernon,  we  received  the  “Directory  ot 
the  Okanagan  Valley  of  Perfection  1997-1998”  which  is  truly  laden  with  information 
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about  the  Lodge.  The  Directory  included  the  names  of  all  committee  members,  details 
on  degree  work.  Installation  of  Officers,  Banquets,  special  events  and  special  commit¬ 
tees,  including  membership. 

The  brethren  in  the  valley  of  Chatham  are  meeting  in  the  Chatham  Masonic  Building 
which  has  been  converted  to  provide  needed  facilities  for  the  Masonic  bodies  of  the 
area.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  effective  planning  which  led  to  the  new  address  at  430 
Riverview  Drive. 

Meanwhile,  the  brethren  of  Moose  Jaw  had  to  cancel  both  the  Lodge  and  Chapter 
Reunions  due,  in  part,  to  their  vacating  their  former  premises  and  moving  into  new 
quarters.  The  confusion  created  by  this  move  has  since  been  overcome. 

Throughout  the  year,  we  have  noted  the  attention  given  to  the  financial  affairs  of 
Lodges,  Chapters,  and  Consistories.  The  Valley  of  Woodstock  is  increasing  the 
Commutation  Fund,  Ottawa  Consistory  has  a  voluntary  financial  campaign  called  the 
“Get  Well”  program  to  assist  the  Commuted  Dues  Fund.  The  Valley  of  London  contin¬ 
ues  to  report  success  in  its  fund-raising  program  to  meet  future  anticipated  expenses. 
The  Honour  Roll  Book  is  in  place  in  the  Valley  of  Barrie  to  record  contributions  to  its 
fund-raising  program.  From  the  Report  of  the  Deputy  for  Alberta,  Ill.'. Bro. ‘.Tom 
Band,  33°,  we  learn  that  the  Valley  of  Medicine  Hat,  and  the  three  bodies  in  Calgary, 
raised  their  dues  in  the  current  year. 

In  March,  Ill.'.  Bro.’.  Howard  T.  Vallevand,  33°,  held  his  Deputy’s  Meeting  in  Regina 
which  had  representatives  from  the  eight  Saskatchewan  bodies.  The  meeting  is  more 
fully  described  in  his  report.  It  is  a  practice,  which  has  become  a  regular  event,  for  the 
Saskatchewan  brethren.  By  the  way,  these  brethren  issue  a  “Schedule  of  Meetings”  with 
date  and  time,  which  is  complete  from  January  10th,  1997  to  November  13th,  1999. 

The  Regina  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  reported  with  regret  that  their  1st  General  was 
obliged  to  transfer  to  another  area.  It  is  an  example  of  what  can  happen  when  large  cor¬ 
porations  announce  job  changes.  This  is  not  a  unique  situation,  but,  one  which  empha¬ 
sizes  the  importance  of  elected  and  appointed  officers  having  a  familiarity  with  the 
work  of  succeeding  officers  before  they  are  called  to  serve  in  that  position. 

Of  Special  Mention 

The  messages  of  the  T.P.G.M.  in  the  Valley  of  Central  Alberta  this  past  year  were 
intended  to  contribute  to  the  Masonic  education  of  the  brethren.  His  study  of  the  history 
of  Masonry  led  him  to  comment  on  the  Requis  Poem,  the  God  Mithras  and  the 
Etruscans.  These  messages  were  well  done. 

The  Valley  of  Saskatoon's  communication  for  January  included  a  reprint  of  a  book 
review  by  Ill.’. Bro.'. Thomas  W.  Jackson,  33°,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  book,  “The  Grand  Design”  by  Rt.  W.B.  Wallace  McLeod  was 
reviewed  in  the  Northern  Light.  Beginning  in  February,  we  were  treated  to  the  first 
instalment  of  the  History  of  the  Nana  Bijou  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  Thunder  Bay.  In 
the  following  summonses,  we  move  from  1918  to  1920.  This  history  should  be  interest¬ 
ing  to  the  members  of  this  Valley  and  it  is  an  example  for  others  to  follow. 
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The  Valley  of  Vietoria  advises  that  the  Masons  in  Victoria  were  awaiting  a  decision  by  the 
City  Council  for  final  approval  for  the  construction  of  the  Freemasons  Conference  Centre. 

Sudbury  is  the  one  Lodge  of  Perfection  which  made  reference  to  the  Annual 
Proceedings  of  1996.  It  is  also  the  one  Lodge  with  an  increase  in  membership. 

We  compliment  “The  Supreme  Councillor”  on  its  coverage  of  Supreme  Council 
Sessions,  and  the  space  given  to  the  reports  in  advance  of  our  receipt  of  the  Annual 
Proceedings. 

We  Are  Listening 

Many  of  the  Lodge  communications  have  indicated  that  there  is  great  need  for  change 
in  our  procedures.  Here  are  some  comments  which  we  have  extracted  from  various 
Valleys: 

“These  tough  economic  times  discourage  some  of  our  Masonic  Brethren  from  member¬ 
ship  in  our  Scottish  Rite.  This  year,  and  every  year,  it  behooves  each  and  every  one  of 
us  to  spread  the  word  about  our  good  works  to  increase  our  numbers.  I  know  that 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  will  embark  upon  the  new  millennium  enriching  and  making 
an  even  greater  contribution  to  the  lives  of  its  members,  new  members  and  non-mem¬ 
bers  alike”.  Ill .'.Bro.‘. Harold  Ginn,  32°,  London.  “The  future  of  Masonry  is  also  of 
concern  with  decreasing  membership  due  to  death,  demits  and  suspensions,  exceeding 
new  members.  I  would  urge  the  Sovereign  Princes  to  inform  their  Blue  Lodge  brothers 
about  Scottish  Rite  and  the  benefits  of  becoming  a  member”.  Ill  .*.  Bro Frank  W. 
Belamy,  32°,  Regina. 

“This  year,  we  have  a  new  challenge  in  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.  For  the  first  time 
since  our  inception  in  1974,  we  have  no  candidates.  It  follows  that  our  Thompson 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  will  also  be  without  candidates  in  the  ensuing  year”. 
Ill Bro  J.  T.  Harper,  33°,  Kamloops. 

“With  the  frightening  and  continuing  decline  in  our  membership  in  the  U.S.,  and  also  in 
British  Columbia,  it  would  seem  imperative  that  the  Masonic  fraternity  get  off  the 
mourner’s  bench,  stop  whistling  in  the  dark,  and  face  reality  ...  It  is  time  for  us  to  awake 
from  our  sleep,  cast  off  complacency  and  apathy  and  do  something  about  it”.  Summons, 
Penticton  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

“A  few  questions  crossed  my  mind  as  I  was  composing  this  message.  Why  is  our  atten¬ 
dance  not  better  and  constantly  faltering?  Are  the  Mother  Lodges  of  these  brethren  also 
suffering  due  to  the  lack  of  their  presence?  How  do  new  candidates  accept  and  view  the 
fact  that  during  the  portrayal  of  a  degree,  there  is  such  a  scarcity  of  veteran  members?  Is 
the  (sic)  a  correlation  between  the  decline  in  Freemasonry  and  the  number  who  attend? 
Suddenly  the  answer  stood  clearly  in  front  of  me.  The  plain  and  undeniable  answer  to 
all  my  questions  is  basically  “YES””.  Ill Bro.’. Harry  J.  Rosenbaum,  32°,  Winnipeg. 

“As  I  move  forward  from  this  office,  I  plan  to  dedicate  my  effort  to  what  I  believe  is  the 
most  critical  issue  facing  us  today.  We  continue  to  witness  a  decline  in  applications  for 
membership  and  attendance  at  our  meetings.  I  am  sure  that  the  casts  would  love  to  per¬ 
form  for  larger  audiences.  They  would  relish  the  opportunity  to  communicate  their  mes¬ 
sage  to  a  larger  class.  It  is  of  far  greater  importance  however,  that  we  realize  new  mem-

bers  are  our  life  blood  for  the  future.  Look  at  the  current  situation  with  the  degree  casts, 
committee  chairs  and  directors,  then  project  these  situations  five  years  down  the  road. 
We  could  find  ourselves  in  a  very  precarious  situation”.  Ill Bro Ian  D.  Broadhurst, 
32°,  Toronto. 

These  brethren  have  responded  to  the  observations  made  by  the  Deputies  in  their 
reports,  yet  the  authors  of  the  selected  quotations  were  unaware  that  the  Deputies  were 
listening,  nor  did  they  expect  to  read  that  the  1997  reports  would  focus  on  membership 
and  attendance. 

Some  Responses 

As  Grand  Lodges  across  Canada  met  in  Annual  Sessions,  we  were  pleased  to  see  so 
many  Scottish  Rite  members  taking  leadership  roles  as  elected  and  appointed  members 
in  their  respective  jurisdictions.  The  summonses  and  the  Reports  of  the  Deputies  made 
reference  to  these  Grand  Lodge  Annual  Sessions  and  suitably  recognized  the  individu¬ 
als  from  the  Valleys  concerned. 

It  is  appropriate  that  all  the  brethren  show  their  support  for  Grand  Lodge  by  their  atten¬ 
dance  and  assistance  to  their  Craft  Lodge.  The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  has  a  unique  pro¬ 
gram  featuring  a  Certificate  Presentation  to  the  presiding  Worshipful  Masters  who  are 
members  of  the  Valley. 

The  Valley  of  Ottawa  was  concerned  with  the  requests  for  demits  and  the  decisions  to 
suspend  members.  After  careful  consideration,  a  Membership  Retention  Committee  was 
formed  to  give  more  emphasis  to  the  importance  of  these  decisions. 

In  many  jurisdictions,  there  are  committee  structures  in  place  to  enable  the  concordant 
bodies  to  work  actively  with  Grand  Lodges  to  improve  communications,  and  to  consid¬ 
er  avenues  of  cooperation  which  will  result  in  mutual  benefit.  In  New  Brunswick,  the 
Scottish  Rite  bodies  contributed  financially  to  the  printing  of  a  pamphlet,  ‘The  Masonic 
Family  in  New  Brunswick”,  which  was  published  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Valley  of  North  Bay,  in  its  regular  communication,  records  the  existence  of  an 
Attendance  Committee.  It  is  the  only  Valley  showing  such  a  committee  which  may 
account  for  the  large  attendance  at  Valley  functions. 

The  “Need  a  Ride”  program  is  a  regular  fixture  in  Medicine  Hat,  and  London.  The 
“Bring  a  Brother”  program  has  been  proposed  in  a  number  of  Valleys.  As  this  program 
places  the  responsibility  on  those  already  attending,  if  it  worked,  attendance  would  dou¬ 
ble.  It  is  the  type  of  program  which  could  benefit  from  a  marketing  manager. 

Another  area  for  future  growth  is  in  the  promotion  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay.  The 
Report  of  the  Special  Committee  included  in  the  Proceedings  shows  continual  growth 
from  year  to  year.  Meanwhile,  we  see  Valley  Notices  in  which  the  local  DeMolay 
Chapter  has  a  part  in  the  Scottish  Rite  program.  In  all  Valleys  where  DeMolay  func¬ 
tioned,  the  Rite  has  benefitted  with  members  and  officers  having  DeMolay  background. 

In  our  next  segment,  we  will  pursue  the  question  of  leadership  and  retention  as  it  is 
encouraged  by  social  events  planned  for  the  entertainment  of  the  brethren,  family  and 
friends  of  the  Valley. 
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The  Informal  Time 

As  we  review  the  summonses,  we  are  impressed  with  the  number  of  events,  which  time 
and  space  prevents  inclusive  treatment,  yet,  we  are  informed  that  the  participants  had  a 
great  time.  The  Hamilton  Valley  had  a  Golf  Tournament,  a  Masonic  Play  “The  Rose 
Upon  the  Altar”,  a  murder  mystery  “Murder  at  a  Southern  Wedding”,  a  British  Pub 
Night,  a  Christmas  Pageant,  a  New  Year’s  Eve  Party  and  then  they  made  plans  for 
1997. 

Meanwhile,  Medicine  Hat  had  a  Bums’  Night  with  haggis,  naps  and  tatties.  A  Wine  and 
Cheese  Party  was  held  in  Edmonton,  Saint  John  and  a  number  of  other  centres.  For  the 
fourth  year  in  a  row,  Keith  Sovereign  Chapter  in  Halifax  held  a  Christmas  Party,  and 
the  Valley  of  Halifax  held  “A  Night  at  the  Theatre”  in  March.  The  brethren  of  North 
Bay  held  an  “Old  Fashioned  Masonic  Family  Picnic”  while  the  brethren  of  Guelph  trav¬ 
elled  to  Georgetown  for  their  Annual  Barbecue.  The  brethren  of  Winnipeg,  Calgary, 
Edmonton,  and  London,  reverted  to  formality  as  they  held  “Ladies  Nights”,  “The  Fall 
Dinner”,  the  “Valentine’s  Banquet”  and  “The  Scottish  Rite  Ball”. 

Charitable  Endeavours 

A  very  significant  piece  of  information  came  to  our  attention  in  this  past  year  in  the 
form  of  a  brochure  published  by  the  “One  Thousand  and  one  Club”,  of  Toronto.  It  is  a 
charitable  organization  whose  members  belong  to  the  Scottish  Rite.  Formed  in  1949, 
incorporated  in  1964,  and  created  as  a  Charitable  Trust  in  1969,  the  charter  members 
wished  to  extend  their  fraternal  association  with  the  object  of  Benevolence  and  Charity 
and  the  encouragement  of  service  to  others.  Their  main  thrust  today  is  the  wheelchair 
program,  but,  they  have  made,  and  continue  to  make,  generous  contributions  to  social 
organizations  serving  their  community. 

Meanwhile,  the  Benevolent  Committee  is  reported  in  the  Toronto  Valley  news  to  have 
distributed  over  $15,000.  from  the  Dr.  Lewis  F.  Riggs  account.  The  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation  received  $5,000.  from  the  source  and  the  remaining  funds  were 
provided  to  selected  agencies  in  the  Toronto  area. 

The  Masonic  Blood  Drive  was  encouraged  by  the  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  This  is  a  joint  venture  of  the  Montreal  Masonic  Bodies.  At  Easter,  like  many 
other  Rose  Croix  Chapters,  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  provide  “lapel  roses” 
which  members  deliver  to  shut-ins  and  to  families  of  departed  brethren  as  a  remem¬ 
brance  for  the  families. 

The  charitable  activity  of  the  five  Valleys  in  Alberta  was  suitably  summarized  in  the 
Report  of  the  Deputy  and  is  commended  to  your  attention. 

The  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  is  reported  to  have  made  generous  donations  to  the 
Masonic  Charities  Fund  and  to  Lions’  Gate  Hospital,  along  with  many  others.  They  also 
make  two  special  contributions  each  year,  one  is  for  $15,000.  for  Bursaries  to 

help  post-graduate  studies  and  another  of  $11,000.  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation. 

The  “thanks  and  gratitude”  of  a  student  attending  Brandon 
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University  were  accorded  the  Valley  of  Brandon  for  awarding  her  The  H.L.  Crawford 
Memorial  Scholarship.  Of  course,  the  Masonic  Volunteer  Driver  Program  continues  to 
function  between  Brandon  and  Winnipeg.  This  transportation  is  readily  available  to  per¬ 
sons  in  treatment  of  cancer. 

The  Consistory  Club  of  London  reported  a  very  successful  year,  and  the  Treasurer, 
Ill.'.  Bro.’.C.  Fred  MacKewn,  33°,  summarized  his  ten  years  in  that  position,  when  he 
said  “Your  club  has  advanced  a  total  of  about  $41,000.  for  these  (charitable)  purposes.  I 
can  say  with  great  pride  that  these  funds  have  come  from  our  members  exclusively, 
coupled  with  their  generosity  at  the  one  barbecue  function  that  we  hold  each  year." 

We  note  with  interest  the  action  of  the  Skeena  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  their  considera¬ 
tion  of  striking  a  scholarship  for  a  family  member  to  pursue  secondary  education. 

While  we  have  not  exhausted  the  vast  number  of  fund-raising  events,  it  remains  that  our 
primary  thrust  is  our  support  for  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  The  local 
Chairmen  and  the  Grand  Secretaries,  Registrars  are  committed  for  the  frequent  refer¬ 
ences  to  the  importance  of  this  Foundation  and  their  work  to  inform  the  membership  of 
its  real  value. 

Some  Visits  of  Note 

Woodstock  Lodge  of  Perfection  travelled  to  Guelph  to  confer  the  10°. 

Windsor  travelled  to  Chatham  for  the  Installation  of  their  Officers  in  Rose  Croix,  and 
later  Chatham  reciprocated  and  travelled  to  Windsor  to  install  the  Rose  Croix  Officers 
in  that  Chapter. 

The  Summons  from  North  Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection  recorded  the  50th  pilgrimage  of  that 
Lodge  to  Powassan. 

It  was  previously  noted  that  the  Vermont  Consistory  visited  Montreal,  and  we  learn  that 
the  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory  plans  to  visit  Vermont  this  fall. 

In  March,  the  Valley  of  Windsor  visited  Detroit,  continuing  a  tradition  of  visitation 
between  these  border  cities. 

In  November,  the  Buffalo  Consistory  portrayed  the  20°  in  Hamilton. 

This  year,  it  was  reported  that  the  Calgary  Southalta  Consistory  will  journey  to  Great 
Falls,  Montana,  to  present  the  29°  to  the  brethren  of  that  Valley. 

As  one  Committee  member  said,  visitations — international,  interprovincial,  or  inter¬ 
valley,  where  they  are  possible,  should  be  encouraged,  and  supported. 

Special  Commemorative  Events 

In  British  Columbia,  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  will  celebrate  their  100th 
Anniversary  this  year. 
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Beginning  May  31,  1997,  the  Hamilton  brethren  commenced  the  75th  Anniversary  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral.  The  laying  of  a  commemorative  stone,  an  open 
house,  and  tours  of  the  building  began  what  is  to  be  a  series  of  events  to  mark  the 
Seventy-Five  Year  History. 

Meanwhile,  the  Lethbridge  of  Perfection  is  making  plans  for  their  50th  Anniversary  in 

1998. 

In  1999,  Supreme  Council  will  celebrate  its  125  year  history,  and  the  brethren  of 
Alberta  are  planning  a  Reunion  at  Jasper  Park  Lodge  to  initiate  100  to  125  candidates 
into  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter.  The  dates  of  October  15-17, 

1999,  have  been  set  aside  for  this  commemorative  event. 

To  all  those  planning  such  events,  we  extend  our  best  wishes  for  success. 

Concluding  Comments

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

As  you  are  already  aware,  your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  is  required 
to  consider  all  matters  referred  to  it  including  amendments  to  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  and  to  report  thereon  to  this  Supreme  Council. 

This  Committee  Report  is  divided  into  three  parts.  Part  I  covers  amendments  presented 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  published  in  a  timely  manner  as  required  by  Section 
47  (a)  (i)  and  (ii)  and  this  Committee’s  report  thereon.  Part  II  is  the  amendment  that  was 
tabled  at  the  1996  Session  of  Supreme  Council  and  is  being  again  presented.  Part  III 
consists  of  amendments  not  received  and  published  as  required  as  last  above  noted  but 
which  may,  with  unanimous  consent  and  this  Committee’s  favourable  report,  be  consid¬ 
ered  at  this  current  Session  [Section  47  (b)].  Part  IV  of  the  Report  deals  with  this 
Committee’s  report  on  the  allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  as  required 
by  Section  22  (s)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  33°.

The  amendment  made  in  1995  provides  that  all  business  of 
Supreme  Council  will  be  conducted  in  Executive  Session.  The 
intent,  we  understand,  of  that  proposed  amendment  was  such  that 
the  balance  of  Section  5  (e)  would  be  deleted.  In  the  reprinting  of 
the  Statutes  in  1996,  the  portion  that  was  expected  to  be  deleted 
was  included  and  this  proposed  amendment  will  delete  that 
Section  accordingly  and  make  it  read  in  accordance  with  the 
amendment  passed  in  1995. 

Active  members  who  have  been  elected  to,  or  succeeded  to,  the 
office  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  those  crowned  prior 
to  September  10,  1957  shall  be  Active  Members  ad  vitam. 

There  are  currently  no  Active  Members  of  Supreme  Council  alive 
that  were  crowned  prior  to  September  10,  1957  (40  years  ago) 
and  this  clause  is  obsolete. 

The  degree  of  Honorary  Inspector-General  shall  be  conferred  on 
the  evening  of  the  day  of  the  ceremonial  opening  of  an  Annual 
Session  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander. 

Traditionally,  the  degree  has  been  held  on  Thursday  afternoon  for 
the  past  several  years.  To  give  more  flexibility  to  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  Supreme  Council,  it  is  recommended  that  these  words  be 
removed. 

A  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  of  this  Supreme  Council 
may  be  received  in  any  of  the  degrees  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  under  the  Arch  of  Steel  according  to  his 
rank  (as  outlined  in  the  Manual  for  Officers  approved  by  this 
Supreme  Council)  and  conducted  to  the  East.  The  presiding  offi¬

There  may  be  some  ambiguity  in  connection  with  the  definition 
of  rules  and  regulations  in  this  subsection  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
amendment  will  make  it  clearer  that  it  is  copies  (all  available)  of 
the  statutes  and  regulations  of  Supreme  Council  that  are  to  be 
returned  to  the  Deputy  under  circumstances  outlined  in  Article

Upon  the  expulsion,  suspension,  or  resignation  of  a  Sovereign 
Grand  Inspector-General  or  of  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  or 
when  otherwise  ordered  by  Supreme  Council,  he  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  this  Supreme  Council  or  and  of  any  Lodge,  Chapter, 
or  Consistory  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Supreme  Council,  and 
cease  to  hold  the  rank  and  title  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-

(b)  He  ‘.hall  keep  a  book  which  ‘.hall  contain  the  Oath  of  Fealty  do  this  Supreme 

Council,  which  shall  be  signed  by  each  member  at.  provided  in  Article  96  here 

(b)  i.  He  shall  make  provision  for  the  forms  containing  the  Oath  of  Fealty  to 
Supreme  Council,  the  Obligation  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  declaration  as 
required  for  completion  by  each  candidate  before  receiving  the  4°. 

ii.  He  shall  make  provision  for  the  necessary  form  containing  the  Profession  of 
Faith  for  completion  by  each  candidate  before  receiving  the  30°. 

iii.  After  the  conferral  of  the  4°  and  the  30°,  he  shall  see  that  the  forms  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  candidates  be  disposed  of  by  shredding  and  recycling. 

Explanation:  This  amendment  is  an  attempt  to  address  two  situations: 

1.  Article  96(a)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  requires  every  candidate  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  4°  to  take  and  sign  an  Oath  of  Fealty,  the  oath  itself  being  set  forth  in 
Article  96(b).  Article  67(b)  requires  that  the  Oath  of  Fealty  should  be  in  a  book 
which  should  be  signed  by  the  candidates.  The  4°  indicates  that  the  Oath  of 
Fealty  should  be  on  one  of  the  three  forms  to  be  signed  by  the  candidates.  Some 
valleys  have  opted  not  to  use  the  book,  but  to  have  candidates  sign  the  Oath  on 
the  form  only,  while  signing  the  other  forms.  (A  survey  has  revealed  that,  of  the 
48  Lodges  of  Perfection  8  have  both  the  book  and  the  form  signed  and  2  have  the 
book  signed  only.)  Subsection  (i),  above,  authorizes  what  is,  in  most  cases,  gener¬ 
al  practice. 

2.  The  4°  and  30°  require  forms  to  be  signed  and  indicate  that  they  should  be 
retained  in  perpetuity.  This  has  become  a  filing  problem  and  a  fire  hazard.  Grand 
Secretaries  and/or  Grand  Registrars  of  many  valleys  have  disclosed  that  the  reten¬ 
tion  of  many,  many  copies  of  the  forms,  including  the  signed  Oaths  of  Fealty, 
over  many  years  have  created  a  filing  and  storage  problem  for  the  respective  val¬ 
leys.  Many  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  have  questioned  the  real  need  or  merit  to 
maintain,  in  apparent  perpetuity,  these  signed  copies  which  are  never  looked  at. 
Once  a  brother  has  received  the  4°  or  the  30°,  he  must  have  signed  the  necessary 
forms.  The  degrees  have  been  revised  to  not  require  the  retention  and  subsection 
(iii)  above,  is  to  assure  destruction  after  they  have  served  their  purpose.

A  Lapel  Pin,  in  form  approved  by  Supreme  Council,  showing  “50  YEARS” 
shall  also  be  presented.  The  pin,  5/8”  in  height,  shall  consist  of  the  Symbol  of 
the  Scottish  Rite,  gold  coloured,  surmounting  two  lines  of  text,  gold  coloured 
on  a  blue  enamel  background,  reading:  “50  YEARS”  and  “A.  &  A.S.R. 
CANADA”. 

The  last  paragraph  under  SIXTY- YEAR  DECORATION  be  revised  to  read: 

A  Lapel  Pin,  in  form  approved  by  Supreme  Council,  showing  “60  YEARS” 
shall  also  be  presented.  The  pin,  5/8”  in  height,  shall  consist  of  the  Symbol  of 
the  Scottish  Rite,  gold  coloured,  surmounting  two  lines  of  text,  gold  coloured 
on  a  blue  enamel  background,  reading:  “60  YEARS”  and  “A.  &  A.S.R. 
CANADA”. 

The  last  paragraph  under  SEVENTY- YEAR  DECORATION  be  revised  to  read: 

A  Lapel  Pin,  in  form  approved  by  Supreme  Council,  showing  “70  YEARS” 
shall  also  be  presented.  The  pin,  5/8”  in  height,  shall  consist  of  the  Symbol  of 
the  Scottish  Rite,  gold  coloured,  surmounting  two  lines  of  text,  gold  coloured 
on  a  blue  enamel  background,  reading:  “70  YEARS”  and  “A.  &  A.S.R. 
CANADA”. 

A  Lapel  Pin  form  is  shown  below  for  50  YEARS — the  60  and  70  YEAR  Pin 
would  replace  “50”  with  “60”  and  “70”. 


Explanation:  The  Statues  and  Regulations  were  amended  in  1994  to  pro¬ 

vide  for  a  lapel  pin  to  also  be  presented.  This  amendment 
describes  a  suggested  lapel  pin. 

B)  To  be  added  to  Article  87  (as  presently  worded  and  in  addition  to  the  amendment 
thereof  set  out  in  Part  I  of  this  report  if  passed:) 
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(c)  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  may  permit 
any  brother  who  has  been  elected  to  receive  the  degree  of  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  of  the  33°  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  to 
attend  and  be  present  during  all  or  part  of  any  Session  of  this  Supreme 
Council. 

Explanation:  This  regularizes  the  present  custom,  at  the  discretion  of  the 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  of  allowing  the  presence  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  degree  of  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  the  33°, 
during  meetings  of  this  Supreme  Council  before  they  have  pro¬ 
ceeded  through  the  degree  of  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  the 
33°. 

C)  On  Pages  44  and  48  (Statutes  and  Regulations  1996  Edition)  whenever  the  word 
“jewel”  appears — replace  it  with  the  word  “decoration”  (there  are  six  places  on 
Page  44  and  two  places  on  Page  48). 

Explanation:  This  amendment  is  to  regularize  the  interchange  of  the  words 

“jewel”  with  “decoration”.  Notwithstanding  “common  parlance”, 
the  word  “jewel”  would  appear,  in  various  authorities,  to  indicate 
only  a  “jewel  of  office  or  status”  worn  from  a  collar  around  a 
brother’s  neck.  A  “decoration”  would  appear  to  indicate  some¬ 
thing  that  is  normally  worn  suspended  from  a  brother’s  breast 
pocket.  The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  make  standard  the 
use  of  the  descriptions  “jewel”  or  “decoration”  as  they  relate  to 
our  Supreme  Council. 

Your  Committee  reports  favourably  on  all  of  the  foregoing  amendments. 

PART  IV 

Your  committee  is  required  by  Article  22  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  to  study  and 
report  on  the  Allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  your  committee  con¬ 
siders  it  a  pleasure  to  do  so. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  read  and  reviewed  the  Allocution  of  our  SGC  and  in  par¬ 
ticular  the  several  dispensations  and  other  decisions  by  him  in  his  capacity  as  SGC  and 
your  committee  approves  of  the  same  without  reservation.  We  note  with  approval  the 
dispensation  granted  for  cross-border  visitations,  both  to  and  from  Canada.  Masonry  is 
a  world-wide  fellowship  and  these  international  visits  strengthen  our  fraternal  ties  on  a 
wider  basis. 

We  approve  of  his  refusal  to  allow  a  RESIDENT  Canadian  brother  to  receive  his 
Scottish  Rite  degrees  in  Florida,  acting  in  accordance  with  Article  73  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations. 

On  the  other  hand  ,  where  a  Canadian  brother  acquired  a  new  permanent  residence  in 
Germany,  his  approval  was  given,  again  demonstrating  the  principle  enunciated  in  our 
Statutes  and  Regulations,  and  indeed  in  most  Canadian  Masonic  circles,  that  the  territo¬ 
rial  jurisdiction  to  confer  masonic  degrees  on  a  person  or  a  Mason  is  fundamentally 
based  on  “residence”  rather  than  a  transitory  residential  location  at  any  particular  time. 
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We  congratulate  our  SGC  on  his  firm  stand  in  these  matters,  further  evidencing  his 
unswerving  support  of  those  Statutes  and  Regulations  he  swore  to  uphold  when  he  took 
office  three  years  ago. 

Your  committee  approves  the  several  appointments  made  by  the  SGC  within  Canada 
and  without  and  those  appointments  of  brethren  of  this  Supreme  Council  to  carry  on 
with  the  work  of  several  Deputies  whose  deteriorating  health  was  causing  a  burden  to 
them  to  fulfil  their  respective  duties. 

Your  SGC  has  touched  on  several  of  the  projects  and  programmes,  of  or  associated  with 
our  Supreme  Council,  which  form  part  of  our  actions  as  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  Canada. 
He  has  highlighted  them  in  his  Allocution  to  once  more  draw  to  the  attention  of  all  the 
brethren,  the  many  facets,  including  charitable  endeavours  in  which  Masons  in  Canada 
have  become  a  vital  part.  We  approve  of  his  most  charitable  support  given  by  way  of  a 
donation  to  those  in  Manitoba  who  suffered  so  badly  from  “The  Flood  of  the  Century”. 

The  committee  approves  of  the  wise  counsel  the  SGC  has  given  to  all  members  of  the 
Masonic  Family,  to  point  out  to  all,  unashamedly,  that  membership  in  the  Masonic 
Family  is  a  very  precious  thing  and  he  suggests  that  the  Shrine  in  North  America  should 
move  very  carefully  and  only  after  due  consideration  in  its  efforts  to  disenfranchise  cer¬ 
tain  masonic  memberships  in  its  current  drive  for  membership.  His  words  have  been 
carefully  and  thoughtfully  penned  and  should  be  considered  and  absorbed  by  all 
Scottish  Rite  members  in  this  jurisdiction. 

Once  again  your  committee  applauds  the  great  leadership  our  SGC  has  given  to  THE 
RITE  in  Canada  over  the  period  of  his  term  as  SGC.  He  has  carried  his  energy,  his  per¬ 
sonal  warmth  and  friendship  to  every  Valley  in  our  vast  country,  and  not  without  great 
effort,  unqualified  dedication  and  personal  sacrifice.  The  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  is 
indeed  blessed  to  have  a  man,  and  a  Mason  of  his  stature,  to  guide  us  over  the  past  three 
years.  We  commend  him,  and  thank  him  on  behalf  of  all  Masons  in  Canada. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  his  great  assistance 
and  tireless  energy  throughout  the  year  and  in  particular  with  the  assistance  he  has 
given  with  respect  to  the  preparation  of  this  rather  lengthy  report. 

Your  Committee  commends  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  his  efforts  in  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  put  together  a  good  number  of  amendments  which  either  make  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  easier  to  understand  and  administer,  or,  which  cover  practices  for  which 
there  were  no  previous  authorities. 

As  Chairman,  I  extend  my  sincere  personal  thanks  to  the  members  of  this  Committee, 
Ill.  Bros.  John  A.  Bourne,  33°,  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  Clark  M.  Gilmour,  33°  for  their 
input  and  collective  wisdom  and  experience  with  respect  to  the  work  of  your 
Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  RITUALS  &  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Manual  for  the  Communication  of  Degrees 

A  draft  of  a  Manual  for  the  Communication  of  the  Consistory  Degrees  19°  to  29°  has 
been  prepared.  The  Manual  includes  a  short  version  of  the  degrees,  with  some  revisions, 
and  a  longer  version  with  revisions  was  recently  prepared.  It  is  anticipated  that  having 
the  two  versions  in  book  form  will  be  more  convenient.  Copies  of  the  draft  of  the 
Manual  will  be  available  for  those  who  wish  to  review  it.  Please  submit  any  comments 
to  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  by  November  1,  1997.  Any  significant  changes  will 
be  dealt  with  in  the  proper  manner.  It  is  recommended  that  the  final  draft  be  approved 
for  printing  and  made  available  for  use. 

Certificates 

The  revision  of  the  membership  certificates  issued  by  Supreme  Council  has  continued 
since  the  last  Session.  Although  this  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  subject  of  certifi¬ 
cates,  Ill  Bro .’.  Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  the  office  staff  continue  to  prepare  and  revise 
the  certificates,  submitting  them  to  the  Committee  for  suggested  changes  and  approval. 

(a)  Certificate  for  H.I.G.  33° 

As  you  are  aware  this  certificate  was  issued  for  the  first  time  at  the  Supreme 
Council  Session,  1996.  There  has  been  interest  shown  by  those  who  received  their 
H.I.G.  33°  prior  to  1996  to  receive  a  certificate.  The  Advisory  Committee  gave 
approval  to  provide  the  certificate.  The  format  of  the  certificate  in  question  is  iden¬ 
tical  with  the  one  issued  in  1996,  with  the  addition  of  the  wording  indicating  the 
date  the  rank  of  H.I.G.  33°,  was  received.  It  will  be  signed  by  the  current  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  These  certificates  are 
available  on  request  from  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  The 
Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  certificate. 

(b)  Revision  of  Certificates 

(i)  Membership  Certificate  -  Being  careful  not  to  destroy  the  artistry  of  the  mem¬ 
bership  certificate,  a  proposed  change  to  the  format  of  the  certificate  will  be  to 
replace  the  double-headed  eagle  with  the  coat-of-arms,  with  a  Canadian  flag 
on  both  sides,  and  the  proper  Canadian  degree  symbols  in  each  of  the  links  of 
the  chain  surrounding  the  printed  portion  of  the  certificate.  It  was  noted  that 
the  degree  symbols  didn’t  all  conform  with  the  Canadian  degrees,  of  which  I 
was  advised  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  It  seemed  only  proper  that  the 
symbols  should  be  Canadian  and  the  matter  was  deferred  to  Ill  .'.Bro. '.Wands, 
33°,  and  the  office  staff  to  continue  with  the  work.  A  search  revealed  that  the 
symbols  for  the  4°  to  the  18°  were  available,  but  only  four  of  the  Consistory 
degrees.  Ill Bro  Wands,  33°,  was  able  to  obtain  the  assistance  of 
Ill Bro.’.  John  L.  Webster,  33°,  who  has  experience  in  computer  imagery  and 
who  was  pleased  to  be  asked  to  work  on  the  project.  This  Committee  is  very 
grateful  to  Ill .'.  Bro.'.  Webster,  33°,  for  providing  his  expertise  for  the  project. 
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(ii)  Grand  Representative  Certificate  -  The  Grand  Representative  Certificate 
(Letters  Patent  of  Credence)  required  revision.  Rather  than  design  a  separate 
form,  the  basic  format  of  the  membership  certificate  will  be  used  and  the 
information  for  the  body  of  the  certificate  will  be  added  by  means  of  the  laser 
printer. 

At  such  time  as  the  proper  symbols  for  the  Canadian  degrees  are  available  for  the  links 
of  the  chain  of  the  certificate,  it  is  recommended  that  the  revised  certificates  be  approved. 

French  Version  of  the  Ritual  for  the  31°, 

Grand  Inspecteur,  Inquisiteur,  Commander 

A  copy  of  the  draft  of  the  French  version  of  the  ritual  of  the  31°  was  received  from 
Ill Bro.\ Pierre  A.  Phaneuf,  33°.  This  is  the  last  of  the  translations,  in  French,  of  the 
compulsory  degrees.  Thanks  to  Ill Bro.\ Pierre  A.  Phaneuf,  33°,  who  did  the  translat¬ 
ing  and  Ill.  Bros.  Lome  A.  Phillips,  33°,  and  Philippe  A.  Decelles,  33°,  who  reviewed 
the  translation,  for  their  dedicated  work.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  for  a  job  well 
done.  Ill.'. Bro.\ Phaneuf,  as  an  Officer  in  Consistory,  plans  to  assist  in  directing  the 
degree  which  will  be  exemplified  in  French,  for  the  first  time,  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal 
in  1998.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  French  version  of  the  31°  be  approved  for 
conferral  in  any  subordinate  body  of  our  obedience  having  authority  to  confer  the  degree. 

Revision  of  the  12°  -  Grand  Master  Architect 

The  ritual  for  the  12°  has  been  revised  with  minor  changes. 

(a)  The  Authorization  page  will  have  the  Coat-of-Arms  and  the  latest  date  added. 
The  Certification  page  has  been  updated  and  other  changes  made  on  the  pages 
to  conform  with  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  e.g.,  “ Canada "  for  the 
“ Dominion  of  Canada",  etc. 

(b)  Titles  of  Officers  have  been  modified.  Other  than  the  Illustrious  Master,  the 
Officers  are  styled  as  “Brother". 

(c)  The  description  of  the  Jewel  has  been  elaborated  somewhat,  with  the  Hebrew 
and  Phoenician  letters  identified  in  English. 

(d)  The  Candidates  are  seated  in  the  Chapter  room  prior  to  the  Opening. 

(e)  Because  the  use  of  the  Working  Instruments — compasses,  parallel  ruler,  pro¬ 
tractor,  plain  scale  or  rule,  sector  and  slide  rule — is  no  longer  common  prac¬ 
tice,  they  are  identified  as  “ instruments  with  winch  the  earlier  Grand  Master 
Architects  worked".  Even  though  outdated,  the  instruments  still  contain 
lessons  for  a  Mason,  to  whom,  any  instruments  of  the  architect  or  geometri¬ 
cian  are  allegorical  and  symbolic. 

(f)  Signs,  Tokens,  and  Words  of  the  degree  are  translated  into  English. 

Copies  of  the  draft  of  the  12°  will  be  available  for  those  who  wish  to  review  it.  Please 
submit  comments  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  by  November  1,  1997.  Any  signifi¬ 
cant  changes  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  proper  manner.  It  is  recommended  that  the  final 
draft  be  approved  for  printing  and  distribution  after  the  November  1st  deadline. 
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Open  Installations 

In  1989.  approval  was  given  to  hold  Open  Meetings,  which  included  the  ceremony  of 
Open  Installation.  Conditions  were  outlined  (1989  Proceedings,  page  132)  by  which  a 
dispensation  would  be  granted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Ill  Bro.E  Charles 
A.  Sankey,  33°,  then  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  prepared  a  draft  for  the  Ceremony  of 
Open  Installation  for  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  for  the  procedure  to  follow  for  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Lodge,  etc.  From  thereon,  the  procedure  would  be  as  in  the  regular  ceremony 
up  to  the  Proclamation,  for  which  directions  were  given  as  well  as  for  the  Closing. 
Similarly,  with  modifications,  the  ceremony  could  be  used  for  the  Chapter  and  the 
Consistory.  In  1992,  approval  was  given  to  the  Deputy  of  each  valley  to  grant  the  dis¬ 
pensation.  In  1993,  in  the  Valley  of  Regina,  under  the  guidance  of  your  Chairman,  and 
following  the  guidelines,  a  Ceremony  of  Open  Installation  for  the  Officers  of  the 
Consistory,  used  in  conjunction  with  the  approved  Ceremony  was  held.  It  created  con¬ 
siderable  interest  on  the  part  of  the  officers  as  well  as  the  members  and  visitors  who 
attended.  The  Lodge  and  Chapter  followed  suit  and  used  the  ceremony  of  Open 
Installation.  Each  time  the  ceremony  was  used,  changes  were  made  to  try  to  make 
improvements. 

A  request  came  from  Ill Bro Donald  D.  Thornton,  33°,  for  information  on  the 
Ceremony  of  Open  Installation  for  the  Lodge  of  Perfection.  A  draft  of  the  Ceremony  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  approved  Ceremony  of  Installation,  used  by  the  Valley 
of  Regina,  was  forwarded  to  him.  Recently,  Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.Thornton  submitted  a  proposed 
draft  of  a  Ceremony  of  Open  Installation,  in  its  entirety,  to  be  used  in  the  Murton  Lodge 
of  Perfection  in  January  1998.  I  have  reviewed  the  draft  and  suggested  some  changes  to 
be  made.  As  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  I  recommend,  that  before  the  tentative  draft  is 
presented  in  Executive  Session,  Ill.’. Bro. ‘.Thornton  be  permitted  to  use  it  as  a  pilot 
project  for  the  Ceremony  of  Open  Installation  in  1998. 

Concerns  With  Regard  to  Rituals 

(a)  Articles  66  and  67(d)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  (1996)  identify  the  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  authority,  custody,  and  issue  of  the  approved  rituals.  This  Committee  has 
been  advised  that  requests  have  been  made  to  the  Supreme  Council  Office  to  secure 
copies  of  rituals  on  loan.  The  Committee  recommends  that  all  requests  for  copies  of  rit¬ 
uals  on  loan  should  be  made  to  the  Grand  Secretary /Registrar  of  the  Valley. 

(b)  Revised  Rituals 

This  Committee  notes  that  although  approved  revised  rituals  are  available, 
some  constituent  bodies  continue  to  use  obsolete  rituals.  Careful  study  is  made  in  the 
process  of  revising  rituals  in  order  to  improve  the  text  and  the  presentation.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  constituent  bodies  provide  the  directors  of  degrees  and  members  of  the 
casts  with  the  latest  copies  of  the  revised  rituals. 

(c)  Reproduction  of  Rituals 

We  are  aware  of  the  improved  and  modem  means  of  copying,  scanning,  and 
reproducing  printed  material.  We  have  come  to  accept  that  degrees  and  portions  thereof 
are  being  photocopied  for  convenience,  but  photocopying  does  not  change  the  text. 
However,  there  is  concern  over  the  misuse  of  the  method  of  scanning  to  make  unautho¬ 
rized  copies  of  rituals.  By  scanning  copies  of  rituals  and  having  them  available  in  elec¬ 
tronic  format,  printed  copies  of  the  ritual  can  be  made  and  sections  of  the  degree  can  be

readily  made  available.  However,  unauthorized  changes  can  also  be  made  to  the  ritual 
and  if  a  copy  is  made  including  the  changes,  it  would  be  assumed  it  is  an  authorized 
copy.  Many  of  the  changes  would  be  valuable  and  very  useful  to  improve  the  degree, 
but  the  proposed  changes  should  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and 
Ritualistic  Matter  for  approval  and,  then,  they  would  be  of  benefit  to  all  concerned.  This 
Committee  recommends,  that  in  order  that  the  purity  of  the  rituals  may  be  maintained, 
very  careful  thought  and  consideration  should  be  given  before  the  method  of  scanning  is 
used  to  reproduce  unauthorized  copies  of  rituals. 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  I  wish  to  express  a  sincere  appreciation  to 
Ill Bro.\  Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  the  office  staff  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  their 
assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  I  am  also  grateful  for  the  support  and  guid¬ 
ance  given  by  the  members  of  this  Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  DEMOLAY 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  special  committee  to  encourage  DeMolay  throughout  Canada  welcomes  the 
opportunity  to  report  on  our  progress  during  the  past  year. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia  has  been  most  supportive  and  influential  in  the 
growth  of  DeMolay.  The  Masonic  Lodges  in  Kelowna  have  recently  passed  a  resolution 
to  sponsor  a  Chapter,  the  eighth  for  the  Province,  Last  October,  the  Provincial  Chapter 
sponsored  a  Conclave  in  Chilliwack  bringing  together  all  the  Chapters  for  joint  partici¬ 
pation.  This  same  provincial  body  has  been  busy  attending  inter-jurisdictional  programs 
with  Alberta  as  well  as  international  meets  with  Washington  State,  U.S.A. 

We  understand  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan  is  involved  in  forming  three  chapters, 
one  of  which  is  also  being  promoted  by  the  Valley  of  Saskatchewan,  and  another  being 
re-established  in  North  Battleford. 

We  are  most  encouraged  with  the  progress  being  made  in  Ontario,  and  the  recognition 
and  support  also  offered  by  their  Grand  Lodge.  An  historic  event  was  witnessed  in 
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Hamilton  in  February,  when  a  Grand  Master’s  Class  convened  by  the  Ottawa  Provincial 
Chapter  initiated  thirteen  candidates.  This  occasion  brought  together  several  chapters 
for  the  first  time  and  was  attended  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Durwood  I. 
Greenwood,  33°,  demonstrating  this  as  priority  in  his  busy  schedule.  The  George  B. 
Carr  Chapter  sponsored  by  the  Toronto  Valley  is  on  solid  footing  with  an  active  adviso¬ 
ry  team  also  visiting  and  supporting  neighbourhood  chapters.  There  is  a  real  need  to 
expand  the  number  of  advisors  to  be  able  to  maintain  current  enthusiasm  and  build  on  it 
for  the  future. 

New  chapters  are  in  the  formative  stages  in  Orillia  (planned  start  date  in  1998)  and 
Essex  County  (currently  assessing  the  level  of  interest).  Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Donald  E.  Jones, 
33°,  has  assembled  a  group  of  advisers  in  Peterborough  and  they  are  boldly  planning  to 
host  the  Provincial  Conclave  this  November.  The  Past  Masters’  and  Wardens’ 
Association  in  Kingston  has  formed  a  committee  to  examine  potential.  The  Valley  of 
Guelph  is  firmly  established  after  two  years  sponsorship  of  their  Chapter.  Guelph  now 
needs  more  active  advisors  in  order  to  maintain  interest.  The  G.  Fred  Kingsmill  Chapter 
in  London  continues  with  a  strong  contingent,  and  excels  in  a  most  informative  newslet¬ 
ter  describing  ambitions  with  Leadership  and  Ritual  programmes.  The  Ottawa  Valley 
reports  their  efforts  most  successful  through  involvement  in  the  recent  Supreme  Council 
Sessions,  and  we  commend  Illustrious  Brother  Don  Harrison,  32°,  for  his  promotion 
efforts  and  progress  reporting. 

On  the  East  Coast  we  are  still  awaiting  volunteers  to  lead  the  way  in  tapping  potential 
areas.  The  Phil  Drader  Coronation  Chapter  located  in  Moncton  is  the  one  active  Chapter 
and  is  now  rebuilding  after  an  exodus  of  senior  members  departing  for  university  and 
broader  horizons.  A  programme  to  recruit  more  advisors  is  also  in  the  making. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  Ill  .'.Bro  .’.William  H.  Balsar  Jr.,  33°,  was  recently  elected  to 
DeMolay’s  Supreme  Council  as  Grand  Junior  Councillor.  Bro.  Balsar  is  a  recipient  of 
many  honours  during  his  DeMolay  career  and  we  look  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  his 
motivating  efforts.  His  achievements  during  the  past  two  years  as  Most  Worshipful  the 
Grand  Master  of  New  Brunswick  are  indicative  of  our  expectations. 

While  your  committee  commends  those  in  promoting  our  mandate  we  feel  there  is  still 
potential  in  other  areas  remaining  silent.  Two  years  ago  we  recommended  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  coordinators  to  promote  at  the  local  level.  About  half  of  this  mandate  has  been 
achieved,  and  while  we  do  not  take  all  the  credit  for  these  areas  of  growth,  it  does,  nev¬ 
ertheless,  highlight  success  where  these  appointees  are  in  place. 

In  summary,  this  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  that  we  receive  assistance  from  the  Provincial  Deputies  in  the  appointment  of 
local  coordinators,  and 

2.  that  we  appropriate  $3000.  over  a  two-year  period  towards  the  continued  pub¬ 
lication  and  distribution  of  the  Canadian  DeMolay’s  National  Newsletter  "The 
Maple  Leaf’. 

Brethren,  may  we  remind  you  that  young  people  are  our  greatest  hope  and  profound 
responsibility.  Only  when  our  Youth  receive  the  best  guidance  possible  can  we  truly  say 
that  we  are  prepared  for  the  21st  Century. 
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All  of  us  must  strive  to  ensure  that  our  young  people  have  the  support  they  need  to 
become  leaders  of  the  future.  For  the  better  part  of  this  Century,  the  Order  of  DeMolay 
has  taught  countless  young  men  the  values  of  community,  compassion  and  responsibili¬ 
ty*

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  LIBRARY  AND  ARCHIVES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Since  our  report  last  year  - 

1.  Your  Committee  initially  classified  the  books  in  the  Scottish  Rite  library  by  subject 
or  category.  In  order  to  be  compatible  with  the  system  at  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  however,  it  was  necessary  to  re-classify  the  books  by 
author/title. 

Information  on  the  approximately  213  circulating,  and  232  Reference  books,  or  sets 
of  books,  has  now  been  entered  into  the  computer  cataloguing  programme,  and  iden¬ 
tifying  codes  have  been  assigned  to  the  circulating  group.  The  Reference  items  are  to 
be  coded  shortly. 

2.  Labels  of  ownership,  showing  a  return  address,  have  been  ordered,  and.  together 
with  identification  coding,  will  shortly  be  applied  to  each  item. 

3.  Arrangements  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  In  The  Province  of  Ontario,  previ¬ 
ously  reported  on,  continue  unchanged. 

Shelving,  for  the  space  allotted  to  us,  has  been  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
should  be  erected  in  the  near  future. 

4.  The  special  arrangements  for  our  French  language  Masonic  Collection  have  been 
concluded  with  Brock  University,  St.  Catharines,  Ontario,  and  those  books  are  now 
available  under  the  Inter-University  programme. 

5.  Other  non-English  language  books  are  presently  being  reviewed  by  Brock  University 
for  appropriate  disposition. 

6.  The  additional  memorabilia  cabinet  is  now  in  use  at  the  Cathedral  in  Hamilton.  It, 
and  the  others,  receive  very  favourable  comments  from  the  visitors  to  that  location. 
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7.  Our  request  for  information,  through  our  Deputies,  concerning  other  Scottish  Rite 
libraries,  which  will  enable  us  to  dispose  of  excess  books,  has  produced  only  one 
reply.  We  would  appreciate  a  reply  from  all  as  soon  as  possible. 

8.  The  Chairman  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  support  of  the  Committee  members,  par¬ 
ticularly  Ill.  Bros.  Bruce  R.  Grant  and  Donald  L.  Cosens  for  their  dedication;  also 
Ill Bro.\ Robert  G.  Wands  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  for  their  very  special  assis¬ 
tance  through  the  year.  Our  thanks,  as  well,  to  those  who  contributed  books  and 
memorabilia.  All  further  contributions  will  be  gratefully  received. 

9.  Concerning  expenses  delayed,  and  those  undoubtedly  arising  in  the  near  future,  a 
budget  of  $2500.  is  recommended  for  our  next  term.

This  Manual  is  the  property  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Thirty-Third  Degree  of  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  and  should  be  returned 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  redistribution  when  the  holder  relinquishes  the 
office  of  Deputy.

FOREWORD 

This  booklet,  entitled  “A  Manual  for  Deputies”,  has  been  compiled  by  a  Special 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  provide  some  form  of 
guidance  or  directive  to  assist  Deputies  in  improving  their  knowledge  of  such  subjects 
as  Masonic  Protocol  and  Courtesies,  duties  of  various  officers,  certain  Rules  of  Order, 
and  other  matters  which  could  well  be  of  assistance  to  them  in  the  conduct  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  their  respective  districts. 
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DEPUTY  OF  THE  SUPREME  COUNCIL 

His  duties  are  outlined  in  Article  26  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations.  The  following 
pages  contain  some  further  information  with  respect  to  these  duties 

NOTICE  OF  MEETINGS 

The  Deputy  should  see  that  he  receives  a  copy  of  every  notice  of  meeting  from  each  of 
the  Bodies  of  his  district.  These  should  be  examined  for  the  eligibility  of  candidates  for 
degrees  and  that  they  conform  to  the  regulations  as  provided  under  Article  69. 

BY-LAWS 

The  Deputy  should  obtain  from  each  Body  a  copy  of  its  by-laws  as  amended  to  date. 
The  procedure  for  amending  by-laws  as  outlined  in  Article  94  is  as  follows: 

ART.  94 — (a)  Any  body,  including  one  acting  under  dispensation,  may  enact  By¬ 
laws  for  its  government  not  inconsistent  with  the  Statutes,  Regulations,  Laws,  and 
Principles  as  referred  to  in  Section  3  including  the  Grand  Regulations  of  1762  and 
the  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786  referred  to  in  Article  1(f).  (1997) 

(b)  By-laws  of  a  body  shall  deal  only  with  matters  in  respect  whereof  it  is 
competent  for  the  body  to  legislate,  and  shall  not  purport  to  enact  or  amend  laws 
in  force  by  enactment  of  this  Supreme  Council  or  which  this  Supreme  Council 
alone  has  a  power  to  enact. 

(c)  A  body  desiring  to  enact  or  amend  its  By-laws  shall  cause  the  full  text  of 
the  motion  to  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting  of  that  body.  The  full  text  of  the 
motion  shall  be  published  in,  or  accompany,  the  notice  of  the  next  regular  meeting. 
Where  the  text  accompanies  the  said  notice,  reference  shall  be  made  in  such  notice 
that  the  full  text  of  the  amendment  is  accompanying  the  said  notice.  At  such  next 
regular  meeting,  the  motion  may  be  passed  or  amended  by  a  three-quarters  affir¬ 
mative  vote  of  the  members  present.  Each  motion  shall  express  in  full  the  By-laws 
to  be  enacted,  or  the  amendments  to  be  made  to  presently-existing  By-laws.  (1997) 

(d)  The  Secretary  of  the  body  shall  send  to  the  Deputy  for  the  province  or 
territory  for  his  recommendation:  (1995) 

i.  three  copies  of  Certificate  for  Enacting  or  Amending  the  By-laws  of  con¬ 
stituent  bodies  in  approved  form  as  supplied  by  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  and  Secretary  or  Registrar. 

ii.  one  copy  of  the  By-laws  to  be  replaced  or  amended  together  with  all 
amendments  previously  approved. 

(e)  The  Deputy  for  the  province  or  territory  shall  submit  the  By-laws 
referred  to  in  Article  94(d)  ii  and  the  Certificate  referred  to  in  Article  94(d)  i  with 
his  recommendation  endorsed  on  all  three  copies  of  the  Certificate  through  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  approval. 
(1995) 
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(f)  After  approval  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  one  copy  shall  be 
retained  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  two  copies  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Deputy  who  shall  forward  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  or  Registrar.  (1981) 

(g)  By-laws  and  amendment  to  By-laws  shall  become  effective  when 
approved  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  (1981) 

(h)  i.  The  bodies  in  any  valley  may  enact  one  set  of  By-laws  for  all  bodies  in 

the  valley.  Such  By-laws  shall  designate  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  as 
fiscal  agent  for  the  valley  and  shall  provide  that  one  financial  state¬ 
ment  shall  be  issued  for  the  valley.  (1994) 

ii.  Procedure  to  implement  94(h)  i — In  valleys  where  two  or  more  bod¬ 
ies  exist,  each  having  separate  By-laws,  the  full  text  of  the  proposed 
set  of  By-laws  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  each  body  in  the  val¬ 
ley,  together  with  a  notice  of  the  separate  meeting  of  each  body  called 
to  consider  the  enactment  thereof.  (1988) 

iii.  Amendments  to  such  By-laws,  once  so  enacted,  shall  be  enacted  in  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection  only,  in  accordance  with  Article  94(c).  (1988) 

DISPENSATIONS 

In  the  granting  of  Dispensations  care  should  be  exercised  that  requests  do  not  become 
excessive.  Probably  the  most  common  request  is  to  alter  dates  of  regular  meetings  of  a 
Constituent  Body  and  in  this  connection  it  is  recommended  that  the  Body  amend  its  by¬ 
laws  to  take  care  of  this  situation.  This  can  be  done  by  adding  to  the  Section  the  words 
“or  such  other  day  and  hour  as  the  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  shall  direct". 

Dispensations  should  be  completed  in  triplicate,  the  original  sent  to  the  Body,  the  dupli¬ 
cate  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General's  office  in  Hamilton,  and  the  triplicate  for  the  file 
of  the  Deputy.  The  copy  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General's  office  should  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  fee  of  ten  dollars.  An  application  for  a  Dispensation  or  a  Warrant  for  a 
Consistory,  Chapter  or  Lodge  must  be  submitted  in  the  official  Form,  as  provided  under 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  to  the  Deputy  for  his  recommendation  and  to  be  transmit¬ 
ted  by  him  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  the  approval  through  the  Grand 
Secretary-General. 

DEATHS 

In  addition  to  immediately  notifying  the  Grand  Secretary-General  upon  the  death 
of  an  Active  Member,  Past  Active  Member,  or  Honorary  Inspector-General,  it  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Deputy  to  make  certain  that  an  appropriate  tribute  to  the 
deceased  be  provided  by  Supreme  Council.  This  tribute  could  be  in  the  form  of  a 
floral  tribute,  or  in  lieu  of  flowers,  a  donation  in  the  name  of  the  deceased  may  be 
made  to  an  appropriate  recognized  charity.  The  cost  of  this  tribute  should  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  $50.00  (fifty)  dollars. 

Notice  of  the  passing  of  an  Active  or  Past  Active  Member  should  be  made  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  by  fax  or  telephone  with  information  about  where  the  deceased  is 
resting  and  about  funeral  arrangements  as  soon  as  possible.  In  the  case  of  death  of  an 
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Honorary  Member,  notice  may  be  made  by  letter  with  details  about  the  date  of  death, 
the  date  of  the  funeral  service  and  any  available  information  about  the  surviving  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family. 

In  the  case  of  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  he  is  also  responsible  for  forwarding  a 
brief  obituary  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Proceedings.  The  responsibility  for  the 
preparation  of  the  obituary  can  be  delegated  to  any  other  Honorary  Inspector-General 
well  acquainted  with  the  deceased.  The  length  of  the  obituary  should  not  exceed  500 
words. 

A  copy  of  all  Biographical  information  with  a  brief  instruction  sheet  on  preparation  of 
an  obituary,  will  be  sent  to  the  Deputy  on  receiving  notification  of  a  death  by  the  Grand 
Secretary-General's  office. 

EXPENSES 

The  Statutes  and  Regulations  under  Article  43(b)  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Deputy  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties.  These  expenses  may 
include  Hotels,  meals  and  prevailing  mileage  rate  as  established  by  Supreme  Council 
from  time  to  time.  They  must  be  submitted  on  the  form  provided  by  Supreme  Council 
by  the  19th  of  each  month  for  reimbursement  that  month.

At  the  conclusion  of  his  term  of  office,  the  Deputy  shall  transfer  to  his  successor  all 
documents,  publications,  rituals,  and  forms  in  his  possession. 

NOMINATIONS  FOR  DEGREE  OF  HONORARY  INSPECTOR-GENERAL 

1 .  The  right  of  nomination  for  the  degree  of  Honorary  Inspector-General  shall 
be  in  and  of  the  Active  Members  for  the  province  or  territory  entitled.

through  the  Deputy  for  that  province  or  territory,  or,  in  his  absence  at  an 
Annual  Session,  through  the  senior  Active  Member  of  the  province  or  terri¬ 
tory  present.  If  there  be  no  Active  Member  for  the  province  or  territory  enti¬ 
tled,  the  right  of  nomination  may  be  exercised  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander.  (1981)  (Article  15,  Statutes  and  Regulations) 

2.  All  nominations  must  be  filed  with  the  Grand  Secretary-General  by  August  1st  in 
each  year  on  proper  forms.  (Article  16,  Statutes  and  Regulations) 

3.  Following  election  at  the  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  all  candidates 
of  the  respective  Deputy  should  be  informed  by  him  in  writing  of  the  election. 

PROTOCOL 

Definition: 

Protocol  covers  the  more  important  details  of  ceremonial  etiquette,  the  proper  conduct 
of  meetings,  the  introduction  and  reception  of  distinguished  guests,  good  form  in  wear¬ 
ing  jewels  and  decorations  and  the  order  of  precedence  in  receiving  and  seating  of 
guests.  These  suggestions  are  a  further  evidence  of  a  desire  to  impress  all  Brethren  with 
the  dignity  and  high  importance  of  Freemasonry,  and  to  show  by  a  few  simple  phrases 
that  correct  protocol  and  common  Masonic  courtesies  do  enhance  and  improve  that  dig¬ 
nity. 

Official  Visit  of  the  Deputy: 

1.  The  Body  which  is  to  receive  a  visit  of  the  Deputy  should  arrange  to  meet  him  on 
his  arrival  and  escort  him  to  his  hotel  where  reservations  for  him  have  been  made. 

2.  The  Body  should  see  that  a  convenient  room  is  provided  as  a  dressing  room  for 
the  Deputy. 

3.  On  the  occasion  of  an  official  visit,  he  may  be  escorted  by  members  of  Supreme 
Council  resident  in  the  District. 

4.  He  should  be  received  under  the  arch  of  steel  and  stars,  consisting  of  Seven  stars 
and  Seven  swords. 

5.  Introductions  should  be  brief — very  little  biographical  data,  no  fulsome  compli¬ 
ments — his  title  establishes  his  importance.  It  is  sufficient  to  say,  “I  have  the  hon¬ 
our  to  present  (give  proper  name  and  full  and  accurate  Masonic  title).” 

6.  The  Presiding  Officer  of  the  Body  advances  to  the  altar,  welcomes  the  Deputy, 
tenders  the  gavel  of  authority  and  asks  him  to  precede  him  to  the  East. 

7.  Adequate  seating  in  the  East  should  be  arranged  ahead  of  time,  providing  for  the 
Deputy  and  members  of  Supreme  Council. 

8.  The  authorized  decorations,  that  is  the  Chain  Collar  and  the  Grand  Decoration, 
may  be  worn  by  the  Deputy  on  the  occasion  of  an  Official  Visit,  on  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  Officers,  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Day,  conferring  the  14°,  18°  and 
32°,  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Deputy  on  any  other  appropriate  occasion.  The 
Grand  Decoration  of  the  33°  is  placed  nearest  the  heart,  other  jewels  are  placed  to 
the  left  and  should  be  restricted  in  number. 
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9.  On  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  the  Deputy 
should  make  all  arrangements  with  regard  to  hotel  accommodation  and  all  visits 
to  the  various  Valleys.  He  should  arrange  to  meet  him  on  his  arrival  and  escort 
him  to  his  hotel,  and  to  the  Lodge  Room.  He  should  arrange  with  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Body  for  the  reception  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  under 
the  arch  of  steel  and  stars  consisting  of  Nine  stars  and  Nine  swords — the  swords 
clashing  and  mallets  beating.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is  received  by 
himself  and  should  be  presented  by  the  Deputy.  If  the  Deputy  is  not  in  atten¬ 
dance,  the  presentation  should  be  made  by  an  active  member  or  Honorary 
Inspector-General  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  REPORT  OF  DEPUTY 

The  deputy  is  responsible  under  Article  26(d)  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in 
each  year,  to  prepare  and  submit  a  full  report  in  writing  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  on  the  condition  of  the  Rite  in  his  jurisdiction  and  on  such  other  mat¬ 
ters  as  he  may  deem  expedient,  and  at  the  same  time  shall  forward  copies  thereof 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  to  each  member  of  the  Committee  on  the 
General  State  of  the  Rite. 

This  report  should  include  the  details  of  his  various  visits  during  the  year  keeping 
in  mind  that  only  significant  matters  of  importance  need  be  included  in  the  report. 

The  purpose  of  the  report  is  to  summarize  events  and  activities  of  the  year  in 
review  so  that  it  will  stand  as  an  historic  record  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  each  of  our 
respective  jurisdictions. 

It  is  understood  that  the  guidelines  under  this  section  are  meant  to  be  just  what  the 
word  implies — simply  guidelines.  It  is  further  understood  that  the  Deputy  must 
have  some  latitude  and  flexibility  in  the  preparation  of  his  report  on  his  jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

REPORT  PREPARATION 

Read  in  detail  Article  26  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations.  Review  previous  years’ 
Proceedings  especially  the  sections  on  Reports  of  Deputies.  Critique  these  Reports 
for  potential  improvements  as  to  the  format,  keeping  in  mind  the  importance  of 
conciseness  of  content.  Review  files,  notes,  summonses  and  correspondence  and 
then  select  and  compile  appropriate  and  relevant  material  for  inclusion. 

SUGGESTED  TOPICS  FOR  INCLUSION: 

1.  Report  on  Conditions  of  the  Rite  should  include: 

a.  duties  and  responsibilities  of  officers 

b.  attendance 

c.  membership 

d.  finances 

2.  Events  of  significance  to  the  Valley  (e.g.): 

a.  anniversaries 

b.  significant  reunions 

c.  visitations 

d.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  visit 
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3.  Events  of  interest  which  could  or  should  be  of  interest  to  other  Regions  (e.g.): 

a.  with  Grand  Lodges  and  Concordant  Bodies 

b.  assisting  in  disaster  relief 

c.  support  for  DeMolay  Chapters 

4.  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  (e.g.): 

a.  special  social  events 

b.  presentation  of  bursary  cheques 

c.  special  speakers 

5.  Any  activity  during  the  year  that  brought  distinction  to  any  constituent  body 
of  the  Rite,  its  officers  or  members  (e.g.):

GENERAL 

The  Deputy  receives  numerous  invitations  to  attend  special  functions,  invitations  from

When  unable  to  accept  significant  invitations  it  is  recommended  that  the  Deputy 
give  due  consideration  to  assigning  another  member  of  Supreme  Council  to  repre¬ 
sent  him  on  such  occasions. 

Another  of  his  responsibilities  is  the  matter  of  correspondence.  He  is  the  medium  of 
communication  between  the  Constituent  Bodies  and  the  Supreme  Council  and  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

In  addition  to  the  many  duties  outlined  herein,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Deputy  make 
himself  familiar  with  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  which  contain  the  complete  list  of 
rules  and  regulations  which  apply  to  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada.

You  all  have  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Foundation  for  1996-1997.  I  do  urge 
you  to  read  it.

I  do 
hope  that  I  can  fulfil  the  confidence  that  they  have  placed  in  me,  and  that,  together  we 
can  all  practice  that  virtue  that  we  profess  to  admire  for  the  benefit  of  all  human  kind.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPUTY  FOR  ALBERTA  &  NORTHWEST  TERRITORIES 
To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  report  on  the  conditions  and 
activities  of  the  five  valleys  in  Alberta.  I  visited  each 
valley  at  least  once,  and  made  six  official  visits.  I  was 
accompanied  on  all  my  official  visits  by  Active 
Member,  Ill.'.  Bro.'.Orlan  J.  Weber,  33°,  and  at  various 
visits  by  Past  Active  Members,  Ill.  Bros.  Roy  W. 
Austin,  33°,  and  W.  Alexander  (Sandy)  Milligan,  33°. 
All  the  valleys  have  experienced  a  decrease  in  member¬ 
ship,  in  large  part,  due  to  a  decline  in  the  numbers  join¬ 
ing  Masonry.  I  found  the  officers  and  members  enthusi¬ 
astic,  and  their  ritualistic  work  efficient. 

The  Medicine  Hat  Valley  increased  their  dues  effective 
January  1,  1996,  and  the  three  Calgary  bodies  each 
raised  their  dues  effective  January  1,  1997.  All  the  valleys  are  now  financially  sound. 

I  issued  two  dispensations  permitting  Chinook  Chapter  in  Lethbridge,  and  Delta 
Chapter  in  Calgary,  to  have  their  ladies  attend  the  Easter  Sunday  morning  “Relighting 
of  the  Lights”  and  Breakfast. 

I  also  issued  a  dispensation,  with  the  permission  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to 
Calgary  Southalta  Consistory  to  visit  the  Valley  of  Great  Falls,  U.S.A.,  and  exemplify 
the  29°,  “Knight  of  St.  Andrew”.  The  Great  Falls’  brethren  plan  to  exemplify  one  of 
their  degrees  followed  by  a  reception  and  banquet.  This  visit  is  being  very  enthusiasti¬ 
cally  received  by  our  brethren  and  will  no  doubt  be  a  very  entertaining  and  interesting 
affair. 

The  Scottish  Rite  annual  “Roy  Austin”  Golf  Tournament,  sponsored  by  the  Calgary 
Valley,  was  held  at  Ponoka  Golf  Course  on  May  31,  and  all  enjoyed  an  excellent  barbe¬ 
cue  with  prizes  being  awarded  to  all  the  “pros  and  duffers”. 

Plans  are  underway  for  continuation  in  1997/98  of  the  “We  Can  Help”  programme.  As 
explained  previously,  this  programme  is  sponsored  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta, 
Shrine,  York  Rite  Masons,  and  Scottish  Rite — the  cost  of  $24,000.  being  shared  equally 
by  each  body.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  instructs  Alberta  teachers  on  how  to  teach  their 
Grade  III  students  on  first  aid  awareness.  Each  student  is  then  awarded  a  certificate 
bearing  the  logos  of  our  sponsoring  Masonic  bodies. 

Active  Member,  Ill Bro.'.Orlan  J.  Weber,  33°,  has  formed  a  committee  of  members 
from  all  the  valleys  who  are  planning  the  celebration  of  the  125th  Anniversary  of 
Supreme  Council  33°  of  Canada,  October  15-17,  1999,  at  Jasper  Park  Lodge.  Jasper 
Park.  Each  of  the  five  Alberta  valleys  will  portray  one  of  the  obligatory  degrees  of  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  Rose  Croix  15°  will  be  portrayed  by  members  from 
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Saskatchewan,  and  the  18°  will  be  presented  by  the  members  from  Manitoba.  It  is 
hoped  that  there  will  be  a  class  of  100  to  125  candidates. 

Medicine  Hat 

The  Valley  celebrated  their  39th  Annual  Reunion  on  October  5,  1996,  and  honoured 
Ill .'. Bro.'. Robert  I.  McQuarrie,  33°,  a  very  active  and  dedicated  member.  The  14°,  in 
the  afternoon,  was  followed  by  a  reception  and  banquet  with  a  good  number  of  the 
members  and  their  ladies  and  the  widows  in  attendance.  This  valley  donated  $200.  to 
the  “We  Can  Help”  programme.  The  December  Installation  and  Ladies’  Night  proved 
popular;  an  opportunity  for  all  to  bring  Christmas  greetings.  A  “Bums’  Night”  held  in 
February,  with  “Haggis,  Naps  and  Tatties”,  was  enjoyed  by  everyone.  The  Annual 
Barbecue  of  hamburgers  and  sausages  was  held  in  June,  with  the  members  entertaining 
their  ladies  and  the  widows. 

Central  Alberta  (Lacombe) 

The  Lodge’s  Christmas  party,  on  December  17,  proved  very  popular  with  a  good  num¬ 
ber  of  the  members’  ladies  and  the  widows  attending.  The  40th  Annual  Reunion  was 
held  March  15,  with  the  14°  in  the  afternoon,  while  the  ladies  and  the  widows  attended 
a  tea,  followed  by  the  banquet  in  the  evening. 

The  Reunion  was  dedicated  to  Ill.'. Bro. '.Wesley  H.  Jackson,  33°,  a  very  active  and 
highly-respected  Mason.  This  valley  is  well  supported  by  an  enthusiastic  and  keen 
membership. 

Calgary 

The  annual  barbecue  was  held  at  the  Shrine  Temple  grounds  with  the  usual  large  atten¬ 
dance  of  members,  their  families,  and  the  widows.  Children’s  games  and  fishing  were 
popular,  and  a  delicious  meal  of  barbecued  beef  was  enjoyed  by  everyone.  The  mem¬ 
bers  were  very  busy  as  they  also  hosted  the  very  successful  Annual  Sessions  of  the 
Supreme  Council  33°  on  September  12-14,  1996.  The  Family  Social  and  Charity 
Auction  raised  $1,827.  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  The  Lodge  of 
Perfection  Annual  Reunion  October  12,  saw  a  large  turnout  of  members  and  their  ladies 
and  the  widows  for  the  banquet.  The  November  7-9th  Annual  Assembly  of  Southalta 
Consistory  was  very  well  attended.  The  Friday  night  entertainment  by  “The  Felix 
Passack  Show”  for  the  members,  their  ladies,  and  the  widows  was  very  enjoyable,  par¬ 
ticularly  when  the  Commander-in-Chief  joined  the  entertainer  singing  one  of  the  songs 
in  Spanish.  The  Christmas  party  was  well  attended  with  Santa  Claus  and  his  elves  hand¬ 
ing  out  gifts  to  everyone.  The  Ladies’  and  Widows’  Tea  in  March,  sponsored  by  Delta 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  was  well  attended,  and  the  ladies  enjoyed  the  opportunity  to  get 
together  and  renew  friendships.  Calgary  Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  for  the  first  time, 
had  the  members’  ladies  and  the  widows  attend  the  Easter  Sunday  Breakfast  and 
“Relighting  of  the  Lights”.  There  were  83  in  attendance  including  23  ladies. 

Lethbridge 

This  Valley  is  in  a  sound  financial  position  and  is  supported  by  a  number  of  faithful 
members.  The  lodge  and  chapter  were  granted  dispensations  to  change  the  regular  meet¬ 
ing  night  in  September  to  the  third  Friday,  instead  of  the  first  which  conflicted  with  the 
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Labour  Day  weekend.  With  the  exception  of  the  8°  and  12°,  the  lodge  portrayed  all  the 
degrees  during  the  year  to  a  class  of  7. 

As  has  been  the  custom,  the  members  from  Vulcan  portrayed  the  4°  and  Stavely  and 
area  members  portrayed  the  6°.  The  1 1°  degree  was  held  in  Stavely  by  the  members  of 
that  area,  and  everyone  feasted  on  “beef  on  a  bun”,  following  the  degree. 

In  1994,  Ill ,\Bro.\  Anton  0.  Aspeslet,  33°,  instigated  and  catalogued  a  Masonic  library 
in  the  recently  renovated  recreation  room  in  the  Masonic  Hall.  It  includes  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  reference  books  pertaining  to  the  Scottish  Rite  as  well  as  the  Proceedings  of 
Supreme  Council. 

In  October,  a  committee  was  established  to  arrange  the  celebration  of  the  50th 
Anniversary  of  the  lodge  on  March  14,  1998.  Plans  are  well  underway  and  this  should 
be  a  popular  affair.  The  annual  Christmas  party  and  10°  saw  a  total  of  $95.  donated  to 
the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  The  annual  14°  Ladies’  Tea  and  Banquet  was 
held  on  March  8.  The  reunion  was  in  honour  of  Ill  Bro.\  Albert  S.  Hovan,  32°,  a  well 
deserved  tribute  to  a  very  active  Mason,  York  Rite,  and  Scottish  Rite  member.  On 
March  21,  Cardston  brethren  assisted  by  members  from  Lethbridge  Rose  Croix,  por¬ 
trayed  the  15°  to  a  class  of  8,  followed  by  the  18°  on  Maundy  Thursday,  the  16°  and  17° 
being  communicated.  The  Easter  Sunday  Breakfast  and  the  “Relighting  of  the  Lights” 
was  attended  by  25  members  and  13  ladies.  In  May  1997,  the  lodge  donated  $500.  from 
the  Lethbridge  brethren  to  the  Manitoba  Relief  Fund. 

Edmonton 

The  three  bodies,  at  their  combined  business  meeting  in  September,  adopted  a  proce¬ 
dure  whereby  each  chairs  a  meeting  alternately.  The  86th  Fall  Assembly  of  Alberta 
Consistory  Oct.  21-26  was  highlighted  by  the  32°,  and  the  banquet  where  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  the  members’  ladies  and  the  widows  were  hosted.  As  has  been  customary,  enter¬ 
tainment  was  provided  by  three  gifted  musicians  from  the  Alberta  College  of  Music. 
The  Commander-in-Chief  presented  an  award  of  $3,000.  to  a  college  representative  for 
a  scholarship  to  gifted  students.  Three  past  award  students  deserve  mention.  Jessica 
Linnebach  made  her  debut  with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  on  September  21,  1996,  and 
has  been  accepted  on  full  scholarship  in  the  Verbier  Festival  in  Vevey,  Switzerland. 
Shara  Ho  received  first  prize  in  the  solo  category  at  the  Toronto  Symphony 
Competition.  In  September,  she  entered  Indiana  University.  Melissa  Wong,  this  past 
summer,  gave  a  benefit  concert  and  raised  $4,656.  to  send  a  5-year  old  girl  suffering 
from  leukaemia,  to  visit  Disneyland  and  be  a  princess. 

The  Annual  Wine  and  Cheese  Party  and  Auction  raised  $2,800.  for  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation,  a  most  commendable  project.  A  total  of  $5,100.  has  been  donat¬ 
ed  by  this  Valley  in  1996  to  the  Foundation. 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion  was  held  February  6-8,  and,  in  the  evening,  a  gala 
Valentine’s  Banquet  and  Ball  was  well  attended  by  the  members’  ladies  and  the  wid¬ 
ows. 

In  December,  the  valley  donated  $10,000.  to  the  Edmonton  Public  Library  for  the 
Children’s  Library.  In  February,  a  cheque  for  $15,000.  was  presented  to  the  Capital 
Care  Foundation.  These  funds  will  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  residence  for 
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Alzheimer’s  patients.  The  valley  asked  that  the  donation  be  used  to  furnish  a  sitting 
room  and  with  recognition  to  read  “The  Clarence  Comrie  Room”  donated  by  the  Valley 
of  Edmonton.  A.&  A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry  in  acknowledgment  of  an  outstanding  mem¬ 
ber.  Ill Bro.L  R.  D.  Clarence  Comrie,  33°,  who  has  devoted  many  years  of  service  vis¬ 
iting  sick  and  shut-in  members. 

Conclusion 

Since  my  term  as  Deputy  now  draws  to  a  close,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
having  the  opportunity  and  privilege  of  serving  in  this  office.  My  thanks  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  under  whom  I  served.  Ill.  Bros.  John  V.  Lawer  and 
Harold  E.  Crosby,  33°.  Active  Member,  Ill.*. Bro.’.Orlan  J.  Weber,  and  Past  Active 
Members,  Ill.  Bros.  Roy  W.  Austin  and  W.  Alexander  (Sandy)  Milligan  have  always 
been  willing  to  assist  me  in  my  duties  and  I  thank  them  for  their  assistance  and  guid¬ 
ance. 

The  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  Officers,  and  Members  in  Alberta  have  always  car¬ 
ried  out  their  duties  willingly  and  efficiently,  making  my  duties  easier  and  I  thank  them 
for  their  support.

William  Kyle 
McDonald,  33°,  of  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection 
and  Ill.*. Bro.'. Allan  Henry  Fraser,  33°,  of  the  Fraser 
Valley  Lodge  of  Perfection.  We  extend  our  sincere  and 
deepest  sympathy  to  their  families. 

In  March  of  1997,  a  cheque  in  the  amount  of  $35,000. 
for  Dr.  M.  B.  Coulter-Mackie  of  the  Department  of 
Paediatrics,  University  of  British  Columbia  was  for¬ 
warded  to  the  University  directly. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  who  makes  generous  donations 
to  many  organizations  such  as  the  Masonic  Charities  Fund  and  Lion's  Gate  Hospital 
along  with  many  others.  They  also  make  two  special  contributions  each  year.  One  is  for

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The  ladies  were  included  at  the  dinners  and  enjoyed  the  trip  with  the  added  sociability 
of  Jessie  Crosby. 

This  year  two  of  our  lodges  of  perfection  were  without  candidates.  There  are  552,914 
square  miles  in  British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon  with  only  eleven  lodges  of  perfection 
in  this  vast  jurisdiction.  To  this  end,  a  reunion  was  initiated  to  promote  Scottish  Rite  in 
a  central  location  in  British  Columbia. 

Consequently,  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  requested  and  received  a  dispensation  to 
hold  a  reunion  in  Williams  Lake,  British  Columbia,  on  April  19,  1997.  This  was  a  spe¬ 
cial  day  for  those  wishing  to  join  the  Scottish  Rite  by  receiving  their  lodge  of  perfection 
degrees  all  in  one  day.  There  were  45  candidates  from  23  cities  and  municipalities 
throughout  this  province  who  received  their  degrees. 

Several  lodges  of  perfection  participated  in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees: 

4°  Thompson  Valley  of  Perfection 

5°  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection 

7°  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection 

13°  Fraser  Valley  Lodge  of  Perfection 

14°  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

The  day  was  a  great  success  and  a  delicious  banquet  arranged  by  the  Prince  George 
Lodge  of  Perfection  completed  the  day. 

Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  and  several  Honorary  Inspectors-General  have 
been  requested  to  represent  and  speak  on  behalf  of  Scottish  Rite  to  many  craft  lodges 
throughout  this  jurisdiction.  As  well  as  this,  we  have  attended  all  concordant  and  appen¬ 
dant  bodies  installations  and  special  social  functions  including  Job’s  Daughters  and 
DeMolay. 

There  were  two  meetings  of  the  concordant  bodies,  Wednesday,  October  9,  1996,  and 
April  16,  1997,  at  which  Clark  Gilmour,  33°,  and  myself  represented  Scottish  Rite. 

I  would  personally  like  to  thank  all  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  who  supported  me 
in  my  duties  and,  also,  my  thanks  to  our  Active  Member  Ill.*. Bro Clark  Gilmour,  33°, 
who  has  taken  on  the  role  of  Acting  Deputy  for  a  short  time  period  when  I  was  out  of 
the  country.

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REPORT  OF  THE

Names  of  the  Brethren  whom  we  have  lost  during  the 
year  are  inscribed  in  the  obituary  records  of  our  Annual 
Proceedings.  To  their  families,  we  extend  our  deepest 
sympathies. 

Ill Bro  Norman  Clarke,  33°,  Active  Member  for 
Manitoba,  along  with  Ill .'.  Bro.'.  Kempton  Keeble,  33°, 
Past  Grand  Chancellor  and  Past  Active  Member,  and 
Ill .’. Bro.’. Bert  Comrie,  33°,  Past  Active  Member,  have 
been  of  invaluable  assistance  to  both  the  Deputy  and 
Acting  Deputy  during  the  year  and  their  advice,  counsel, 
and  support  is  deeply  appreciated.  Ill  .'.Bro .'.Clarke, 
33°,  Active  Member  for  Manitoba,  visited  the  Valley  of  Brandon  on  4  separate  occa¬ 
sions  during  the  year,  and  we  thank  him  for  attending  Brandon,  and  meeting  with  the 
brethren  of  this  valley,  and  in  particular  for  the  advice  and  guidance  that  he  provides  to 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Valley  of  Brandon. 

Brandon 

Again,  severe  winter  conditions  affected  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  this  Valley.  In 
light  of  this  adversity,  the  members  and  officers  were  able  to  process  candidates 
through  the  4th  to  the  31st  degrees  with  only  one  being  able  to  complete  his  32nd 
degree.

The  Executive  Secretary  of  this  Valley,  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Glen  Hotel,  33°,  deserves  hon¬ 
ourable  mention  due  to  the  many  frustrations  he  endures  when  scheduling  meetings,  and 
having  to  reschedule  due  to  winter  storms,  and  inability  to  field  sufficient  officers  to 
portray  degrees  caused  by  adverse  weather.  However,  Ill .'.  Bro.'. Hotel  has  the  ability  to 
adapt  and  accept  challenges,  and  the  Valley  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  him  “steering 
the  ship”. 

Easter  ceremonies  were  well  attended  both  for  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday. 
Unfortunately,  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  was  unable  to  send  a  representative,  particularly 
for  the  Easter  Sunday  morning  service,  as  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past. 
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We  are  delighted  with  the  addition  of  Ill Bro .’.  Harley  Pallister,  33°,  who  was  coronet- 
ed  in  Calgary  last  September.  He  will  be  of  invaluable  assistance  to  the  Executive 
Secretary,  and  will  also  be  an  inspiring  and  respected  leader. 

This  Valley  can  be  assured  that  they  have  the  full  support  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  for 
whatever  reason  and  at  any  time. 

Winnipeg 

The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  has  again  had  a  busy  and  productive  year.  The  Council  meets 
on  a  regular  basis  to  plan  the  work  for  the  Valley,  and  all  meetings  are  well  attended. 
We  extend  thanks  to  Ill Bro.\  Roz  Iwanicki,  33°,  for- chairing  the  Council  meetings, 
and  conducting  them  in  a  “business  only”  manner.  At  the  122nd  Annual  Session  of 
Supreme  Council  held  in  Calgary,  4  members  from  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  and  1  mem¬ 
ber  from  the  Valley  of  Brandon  received  the  high  honour  of  being  coroneted  as  33° 
members  of  our  fraternity.  We  are  indeed  very  proud  of  these  fine,  outstanding  mem¬ 
bers.  Two  more  deserving  members  were  nominated  to  receive  their  33°  at  the  123rd 
Sessions  in  Barrie,  Ontario  on  September  1 1,  1997. 

Membership  continues  to  be  an  on-going  problem,  although  we  had  18  candidates 
receive  their  32°  in  April  of  this  year.  Under  the  chairmanship  of  Ill/. Bro.*. Bert 
Comrie,  33°,  Past  Active  Member  for  Manitoba,  a  very  active  membership  committee 
continues  to  visit  Craft  Lodges,  to  give  presentations  on  Scottish  Rite,  and  the  benefits 
of  membership.  The  results  are  beginning  to  show  some  positive  trends. 

All  degrees  were  well  attended  and  enjoyed  by  all.  The  18°  Team  portrayed  the  degree 
in  full  form  and  in  excess  of  130  members  attended  to  witness  this  most  meaningful  and 
prestigious  degree.  This  same  team  is  highly  honoured  to  have  been  invited  to  portray 
the  18°  at  the  joint  reunion  of  the  five  Alberta  Valleys  to  be  held  in  Jasper,  Alberta  in 
1999,  to  celebrate  the  125th  Anniversary  of  the  formation  of  Supreme  Council.  The 
team  is  excited  about  this  opportunity,  and  we  know  that  this  degree  will  be  performed 
with  dignity  and  meaningful  distinction. 

The  3rd  annual  “Fall  Supper”  fund-raiser  was  held  in  October  of  1996  with  net  pro¬ 
ceeds  going  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  Approximately  $2,000.  was 
realized,  and  a  cheque  will  be  presented  to  the  Foundation  at  the  annual  luncheon  in 
Barrie. 

The  Annual  Scottish  Rite  Christmas  Party  was  held  on  December  5,  1996  under  the 
very  capable  direction  of  Ill .'.  Bro.'.  Jerrold  L.  Gunn,  32°.  It  was  a  resounding  success 
and  was  enjoyed  by  all.  In  the  past  it  had  been  the  practice  of  the  Valley  to  forward 
donations  to  the  local  Christmas  Cheer  Board.  A  decision  was  made  by  Ill  .*.  Bro  .’.Gunn 
and  his  committee  to  submit  all  donations  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 
and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  $1,887.  was  forwarded  to  the  Foundation. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  all  of  North  America  is  aware  of  the  devastating  floods  that 
invaded  Manitoba,  and  our  American  neighbours  to  the  south  this  spring.  Fortunately, 
our  Scottish  Rite  facilities  were  spared  because  a  number  of  dedicated  and  committed 
members  responded  to  the  call  for  assistance  to  move  all  belongings  to  a  sate  location. 
A  Rood  alert  had  been  issued  for  our  premises  but  as  a  result  of  the  response  trom  our 
members  to  move,  we  were  spared  loss.  In  this  regard  we  must  give  special  thanks  to  a 
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new  member.  Ill Bro.\ Jim  A.  Thalman,  32°,  who  provided  us  with  storage  space  at 
his  warehouse.  Furthermore,  he  also  provided  2  moving  vans  at  little  cost  to  the  Valley. 
Words  cannot  be  found  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  for  Ill .'.  Bro.'.Thalman's 
assistance  in  a  time  of  crisis.  While  on  this  same  subject,  we  also  extend  sincere  thanks, 
and  appreciation  to  those  Valleys,  and  Supreme  Council,  who  so  generously  forwarded 
funds  to  assist  in  flood  relief.  Through  the  generosity  of  these  donors,  the  Valley  pre¬ 
sented  a  cheque  of  $12,000.  to  the  Salvation  Army  for  their  heroic  efforts  in  assisting 
the  many  residents  of  southern  Manitoba,  and  Winnipeg,  who  suffered  the  ravages  of 
the  “flood  of  the  century”.  The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  is  eternally  grateful  for  the  support 
given  by  all. 

Because  of  the  flood  alert,  our  joint  installation  of  officers  had  to  be  rescheduled  from 
the  planned  date.  Subsequent  arrangements  were  made  to  hold  the  installation  at  the 
Manitoba  Masonic  Memorial  Temple.  The  joint  installation  was  held  on  June  5,  1997, 
under  the  very  capable  direction  of  the  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  Ill .’.Bro.'.  James  C. 
Bassey,  33°.  This  evening  was  appreciated  and  will  be  remembered  by  all  for  many  rea¬ 
sons.  Primarily  due  to  the  fact  that  as  it  was  held  in  a  new  environment,  regalia  was  not 
available  as  it  was  in  storage,  tuxedos  were  absent  because  regalia  was  not  available, 
and  some  of  those  assisting  were  not  available  due  to  having  to  attend  Grand  Lodge 
Communications  in  Portage  La  Prairie.  However,  others  memorized  the  parts  of  those 
who  would  normally  fulfil  these  roles  and  all  went  well.  This  was  an  impressive  and 
delightful  evening.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

In  compliance  with  Article  26(d)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations,  this  1996-1997  report  reviews  the  progress 
and  activity  of  the  three  valleys  in  New  Brunswick. 

Your  attention  will  be  directed  to  the  highlights  of  the 
year  under  consideration,  yet  we  were  saddened  by  the 
large  number  of  brethren  recorded  as  deceased,  many  of 
whom  made  important  contributions  to  masonry  and  the 
community.  The  passing  of  Ill.  Bros.  Donald  Morrison 
Richards,  33°,  and  Russell  Frederick  MacCharles, 
33°, was  suitably  recognized  by  all  valleys  and  the 
appropriate  tributes  were  recorded  in  the  1996 
Proceedings. 

The  Annual  Reports  indicate  that  all  bodies  are  concerned  about  membership  and  the 
smaller  classes  are  forcing  these  bodies  to  consider  aggressive  membership  programs. 
The  Lodges  of  Perfection  have  declined  from  1109  to  1072.  Chapter  figures  show  a 
drop  from  917  to  884  and  the  Consistory  had  a  net  loss  of  62  and  currently  numbers 
702. 

Meanwhile,  the  financial  reports  for  the  three  valleys  indicate  capable  management  and 
commitment  to  maintain  financial  controls. 

In  Saint  John  and  Moncton,  the  past  year  has  seen  the  election  of  a  new  Grand  Secretary 
for  the  bodies.  Both  brethren  have  qualifications  which  auger  well  for  the  valleys  con¬ 
cerned. 

The  degree  teams  in  all  valleys  have  had  a  successful  year.  The  Valley  of  Moncton 
arranged  for  Relighting  Ceremonies  on  Easter  Sunday  in  Campbellton,  Bathurst,  and 
Miramichi  City,  as  well  as,  Moncton.  The  Valley  of  Saint  John  received  Dispensations 
for  the  ReLighting  Ceremony  on  March  30,  the  Installation  of  Officers  on  March  31,  to 
which  family  and  friends  were  invited.  The  Installation  Ceremony,  led  by  the  Deputy, 
was  capably  supported  by  members  of  Supreme  Council. 

On  May  4,  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  held  at  Zion  Lodge  No.21,  Sussex, 
NB,  for  the  first  time.  It  will  be  an  evening  long  remembered  by  Bro.  Stephen  Arthur 
Baldwin  who  received  his  4°  on  this  occasion.  Ill Bro Norman  D.  Raine,  33°,  MWS, 
King  Solomon  Chapter,  Fredericton,  was  incapacitated  over  the  Easter  season  and  dele¬ 
gated  his  duties  to  Ill.  Bros.  William  L.  Esligar,  33°,  and  Leonard  D.  Bishop,  32°.  His 
gratitude  for  their  support  was  reflected  in  his  report  to  the  Chapter. 

The  Valley  of  Saint  John  held  the  Annual  Church  Parade  at  Trinity  Anglican  Church  on 
the  evening  of  Sunday,  December  1.  On  December  14,  the  Annual  Christmas  Party  was 
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held  at  the  Masonic  Temple  when  a  large  number  of  brethren  and  their  families  met  for 
the  afternoon  to  enjoy  the  program  and  to  exchange  greetings  of  the  season. 

An  official  visit  was  payed  to  the  Valley  of  Moncton.  October  25,  at  which  time  the 
members  of  Supreme  Council  of  the  Valley  installed  the  Officers  of  the  Moncton  Lodge 
of  Perfection.  Ill  .'.  Bro.'.E.R.  Neil  MacNeill,  32°,  is  the  presiding  TPGM  and,  later  in 
the  year.  Ill.'. Bro.\ Stephen  R.  Smith,  32°,  was  installed  as  Grand  Secretary. 

On  December  9,  in  response  to  a  request  to  pay  an  official  visit  to  the  Saint  John  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  the  Deputy  was  accompanied  by  a  strong  representation  of  Supreme 
Council  members  from  the  Valley  of  Saint  John.  We  were  received  by 
Ill Bro.'. Ronald  J.  C.  Whitenect,  32°,  and  this  was  an  opportunity  to  report  on  the 
events  and  activities  of  the  Annual  Session  in  Calgary. 

The  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Fredericton  took  place  on  April  24.  We  were  received 
in  due  form  by  Ill Bro Ronald  G.  Finnie,  32°,  TPGM,  and  after  completing  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  the  Supreme  Council  members  present  proceeded  to  install 
the  Officers  of  Maxwell  Lodge  of  Perfection.  The  Lodge  has  been  hit  with  illness  in  the 
past  year  and,  on  this  occasion,  concern  was  expressed  for  the  Treasurer, 
Ill.'. Bro.'. David  C.  Fitzgerald,  32°.  In  spite  of  adversity,  the  members  rallied  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  officers  and  maintained  the  tradition  of  good  work  which  has  marked  the 
Lodge  and  Chapter  since  their  inception.  This  meeting  in  Fredericton  was  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  meeting  of  the  Consistory,  which  preceded  it,  resulting  in  a  large 
provincial  delegation  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General.  The  practice  of  recognizing 
brethren  who  have  made  important  contributions  to  Scottish  Rite  was  continued  this 
year  in  the  New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Consistory  and  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  The  Reunion  in  the  Consistory  in  October  was  named  in  honour  of 
Ill .'.  Bro .’.  Gerald  A.  Chaulk,  33°,  Active  Member  for  New  Brunswick,  and 
Ill .'. Bro.'. Joseph  B.  Gillis,  33°,  a  committed  member  for  over  forty  years,  was  hon¬ 
oured  when  “The  Joseph  Beverly  Gillis  Reunion"  was  held  in  November  by  the  Saint 
John  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Grand  Lodge  undertook  the  task  of  publishing  a  pamphlet  enti¬ 
tled  “The  Masonic  Family  in  New  Brunswick”  which  is  now  available  for  general  dis¬ 
tribution.  The  Scottish  Rite  bodies  were  asked  to  support  this  project  financially  and 
their  generous  support  was  appropriately  recognized. 

On  April  26,  1997,  the  Fellow  Craft  and  Master  Mason  Degrees  were  conferred  in  the 
one  Day  Grand  Master's  Class  held  in  Riverview,  NB.  The  Grand  Master,  M.Wor.Bro. 
William  H.  Balser,  Jr.,  33°,  led  a  well  disciplined  group  in  the  organization  and  in  the 
conferral  of  degrees  on  this  occasion.  The  results  of  these  activities  are  being  assessed 
but  those  in  attendance  were  pleased  with  the  enthusiastic  response  to  this  programme. 

On  January  13,  my  wife  and  I  were  invited  to  represent  Scottish  Rite  at  the  semi-public 
Installation  of  Officers  of  Luxor  Shriners  when  Ill.'. Bro .'. Winston  D.  MacKay,  32°, 
was  elected  Potentate  of  Luxor  Temple.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  to  Supreme  Council  in 
accordance  with  Article  26(d)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1997,  for  the 
nine  valleys  under  my  jurisdiction,  Barrie,  Chatham, 
Guelph,  London,  Niagara  Falls,  Sarnia,  Toronto, 
Windsor,  and  Woodstock. 

I  continue  to  be  very  favourably  impressed  with  the 
excellent  quality  of  the  work  portrayed  in  the  many 
degrees  that  I  was  privileged  to  witness  during  the  year, 
and,  as  well  the  high  calibre  and  dedication  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  which  was  clearly  evident  in  each  of  these  valleys. 
The  future  of  the  Rite  from  this  standpoint  bodes  well 
for  our  future  progress. 


Declining  membership  continues  to  be  a  formidable  problem  in  Ontario.  The  loss  of 
membership  in  these  Lodges  of  Perfection  of  402  due  to  deaths,  suspensions,  and  with¬ 
drawals  outnumbered  the  181  new  candidates  received  resulting  in  a  net  loss  of  221 
which  represents  2.10%  of  the  total  membership  of  these  valleys. 

The  names  of  the  many  valued  members  of  our  Supreme  Council  that  were  lost  during 
the  year  will  be  inscribed  in  the  obituary  record  of  our  annual  Proceedings.  We  extend 
our  deep  and  sincere  sympathy  to  their  family,  friends  and  loved  ones. 


Barrie 


The  Valley  of  Barrie  once  again  had  a  very  successful  year.  Although  they  recorded  a 
net  loss  of  members  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  the  loss  was  in  fact  considerably  less 
than  the  average  loss  for  Ontario  as  a  whole.  They  continued  their  long-standing  policy 
of  honouring  distinguished  members  at  their  reunions.  The  Fall  reunions  honoured 
Ill.'. Bro.'. Joseph  Grant  Hall,  33°,  with  the  Spring  reunions  honouring  Ill .'.Bro.\  Alvin 
Samuel  Smith,  33°.  These  two  brethren  were  selected  for  the  many  years  of  devoted 
service  to  the  valley  and  were  indeed  most  deserving  of  the  honour  bestowed  upon 
them.

I  was  privileged  at  a  dinner  held  prior  to  the  conferral  of  the  14°  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  replying  to  a  toast  to  Supreme  Council.  I  was  indeed  impressed  listening 
to  Ill.'. Bro.\ Mennie  recounting  his  very  interesting  and  extensive  attachments  to  the 
countless  memberships,  that  he  enjoys  in  Masonry  across  our  great  land.  Following  din¬ 
ner  I,  as  well  as,  other  members  of  Supreme  Council  were  received  into  the  lodge  with 
full  and  appropriate  honours.

Sarnia

Following  dinner,  I 
accepted  a  very  generous  cheque  made  payable  to  our  Charitable  Foundation.  I  thanked 
the  members  on  behalf  of  the  President  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  for 
the  valley's  continuing  strong  support  for  the  work  of  our  Foundation.  Prior  to  the  very 
excellent  conferral  of  the  17°,  I  along  with  other  members  of  Supreme  Council,  were 
received  into  the  chapter  under  the  arch  of  steel  with  full  and  appropriate  honours. 
Following  the  degree.  I  was  asked  to  speak  to  the  candidates  and  congratulate  them  in 
their  continuing  search  for  additional  knowledge  on  matters  relating  to  Freemasonry. 

The  valley  continues  to  nurture  the  newest  Chapter  of  DeMolay,  the  George  B.  Carr 
Chapter,  which  meets  at  the  East  Toronto  Masonic  Temple.  Their  support  does  not  stop 
at  the  financial  level.  They  are  also  actively  involved  with  members  that  are  sharing  an 
involvement  in  furthering  the  best  interests  of  DeMolay  in  the  Toronto  area.  This 
DeMolay  Chapter  has  been  active,  participating  in  installations  in  London,  Windsor  and 
Markham,  as  well  as  others.  On  February  8,  1997,  they  took  part  in  what  was  termed 
the  Grand  Masters  Class  for  DeMolay  held  at  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in  Hamilton  at 
which  time  the  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  AL  &  AM  of  Canada  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  M.W.  Bro.  Durward  I.  Greenwood  was  present.  I  was  indeed  pleased  to  be 
in  attendance  on  this  occasion,  and  to  witness  the  very  impressive  and  moving  ceremo¬ 
ny  that  was  presented.  I  was  honoured  to  be  provided  the  opportunity  to  offer  the  con¬ 
gratulations  of  our  Supreme  Council  at  this  historic  meeting. 

During  the  year,  a  complete  revision  of  the  valley  bylaws,  adopted  in  1991,  was  submit¬ 
ted  and  subsequently  approved  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

My  sincere  thank  you  is  extended  to  Ill.  Bros.  Donald  W.  Lambie,  33°,  George  J.  B. 
Bradshaw,  33°,  and  Samuel  Gilmore,  33°,  as  well  as,  the  presiding  officers  of  the  valley 
for  their  readily  available  assistance,  and,  warm  hospitality  extended  to  me  during  the 
year. 

Windsor 

The  Valley  of  Windsor,  with  the  exception  of  once  again  registering  a  loss  in  member¬ 
ship,  had  a  very  active  and  successful  year.  The  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  received  a 
respectable  number  of  14  candidates,  however,  recorded  24  deaths,  3  withdrawals,  and 
4  suspensions  resulting  in  a  net  loss  of  17  or  2.44%  of  their  total  membership.  The 
Windsor  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  recorded  similar  losses.  The  Fall  reunion  of  the  Chapter 
was  privileged  to  have  Ill  .’.Bro.’.  Robert  L.  Waddell,  33°,  as  their  guest  on  this  occa¬ 
sion.  The  members  and  candidates  were  privileged  to  hear  a  very  well  delivered  and 
informative  message  relating  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  at  a  dinner  held 
prior  to  the  conferral  of  the  18°  on  November  26,  1996. 

The  Chapter  continued  what  has  been  a  long-standing  tradition,  when  they  travelled  to 
their  neighbouring  Valley  of  Chatham  to  install  the  officers  of  the  Kent  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix.  A  bus  load  of  42  members  from  Windsor,  participated  in  this  undertaking  and,  as 
is  the  custom,  were  very  warmly  received  and  royally  treated  by  the  members  ot 
Chatham  Valley  on  February  4,  1997. 

The  very  close  relationship  of  Windsor  and  Chatham  Valleys  was  further  solidified  by 
the  annual  joint  dinner  which  has  become  a  tradition.  This  year,  it  was  held  in  Tilbury, 
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with  65  members  in  attendance.  Chatham  arranged  for  us  to  be  thoroughly  entertained 
by  an  excellent  musical  group  from  the  Blenheim  High  School. 

The  Spring  reunion  of  the  Lodge  was  privileged  to  have  as  their  guest,  the  CIC  of 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Ill Bro .'.  Allard  B.  Loopstra,  33°,  who  delivered  a  very 
informative  and  well  received  address,  at  a  dinner  held  on  April  19,  prior  to  the  confer¬ 
ral  of  the  14°.

The  continued  goodwill  and  the  close  relationship  that  has  developed  between 
these  two  valleys  is  considered  extremely  meaningful  to  the  members  of  Windsor 
Valley. 

The  charitable  fund-raising  activities  of  the  Windsor  Valley  permitted  them  once  again 
to  make  presentations  in  excess  of  $20,000.  to  the  President  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation  at  the  Foundation  Luncheon  held  in  Calgary. 

I  continue  to  be  most  appreciative  of  the  dedicated  assistance  provided  so  willingly  by 
Ill.'. Bro.’. Charles  T.  Hill,  33°,  as  well  as,  the  continued  backing  and  most  welcome 
support,  by  not  only  the  officers  of  both  the  chapter  and  the  lodge,  but  also  the  sincere 
encouragement  of  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  of  the  valley.

Events  such  as  these  assist  this  enterprising  valley  in  generating  goodwill  and  fel¬ 
lowship  among  members  and  their  families  and,  indeed,  contributes  to  their  overall  suc¬ 
cess.

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  members  of 
the  office  staff  in  Hamilton  for  their  advice,  guidance,  and  assistance  so  willingly  pro¬ 
vided  when  requested  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ACTING  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  activities 
and  conditions  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  May  31,1 997. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  continuing 
ill  health  of  Ill.’.  Bro. '.Norman  E.  Auclair,  33°,  Deputy 
for  Quebec,  which  has  prevented  him  from  taking  his 
usual  keen  interest  in  our  meetings.  Having  spoken  to 
him  recently  I  am  able  to  report  that  he  appears  to  be  on 
a  slow  and  gradual  improvement. 

Once  again  the  passing  of  distinguished  Brethren  has 
taken  its  toll  in  the  past  year,  including  two  members  of 
our  Supreme  Council  ranks.  Ill.  Bros.  Norman  V.  J. 
Smith  and  V.  Maurice  B.  Gore  of  Montreal.  We  are  also  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  24 
other  Members  in  this  Jurisdiction.  To  their  families  and  friends  we  extend  our  deepest 
sympathy  for  their  loss. 

The  vexing  problem  of  falling  membership  continues  to  plague  all  bodies  in  the 
Province  with  a  net  loss  reported  of  33  during  the  past  year.  Deaths,  withdrawals,  and 
suspensions  being  56,  while  admissions,  affiliations,  and  restorations  amounted  to  23. 

Montreal 

Ill.’. Bro. ’.N.  E.  Auclair  attended  most  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  all 
but  8  meetings  of  the  three  bodies  in  Montreal  and  was  received  officially  in  each  body 
except  Consistory.  I  was  also  present  at  most  of  the  meetings. 

The  degree  work  was,  in  all  instances,  found  to  be  excellent  and  I  extend  my  warmest 
thanks  to  all  the  officers  and  degree  teams  for  their  enthusiasm  and  dedication.  Well 
done. 

With  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
Ill .'.  Bro .’.  Brian  A.  Herridge,  33°,  resigned  and  has  been  replaced  by  Ill .’.  Bro .'.  Donald 
C.  Ross,  33°. 

On  January  27,  1997,  and  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  22°  was  exemplified  in  an 
excellent  manner  by  the  Members  of  the  Class  of  Initiates  for  1996.  I  am  pleased  to 
report,  also,  that  the  Consistory  of  the  Valley  of  Vermont  visited  us  on  April  12,  1997, 
and  portrayed  a  degree  which  was  described  as  the  Lincoln  degree  of  the  Civil  War. 
This  occasion  was  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  Ill.'. Bro.’. J.  Campbell  Matheson,  33°, 
representing  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  A  total  of  101  Members  (including  17 
Members  of  the  33°),  were  present  and  included  7  visitors  from  Ottawa  and  the 
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Vermont  contingent  of  33  members.  This  was  a  very  successful  evening  and  was  thor¬ 
oughly  enjoyed  by  all  present. 

We  plan  a  return  visit  to  Vermont  on  October  25,  1997,  when  we  will  present  our  ver¬ 
sion  of  Constans  following  their  32°,  and  expect  that  these  cross  border  visits  will  be 
continued. 

The  Easter  Day  Ceremony  of  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was  held 
at  3.00  p.m.  so  that  our  Organist  could  attend.  There  were  no  visitors. 

The  Consistory  portrayed  the  29°  on  January  6,  1997,  in  an  exemplary  manner.  The 
Annual  Reunion  of  Consistory  had  to  be  divided  into  three  separate  parts  due  to 
scheduling  problems  with  the  30°  being  held  on  March  24,  1997,  the  31°  on  April  7, 
and  the  32°  and  Constans  being  held  on  April  26,  1997.  All  were  well  attended  and  the 
work  in  all  the  degrees  was  up  to  its  usual  high  standard.  Ill .'.  Bro.\  Peter  J.  Snickars, 
32°,  turned  in  an  excellent  performance  as  Constans. 

Quebec

The  situation  generally  in  Quebec  leaves  a  lot  to  be  desired,  but  I  will  be  in  constant 
contact  with  Ill.'.Bro.'.Gilles  Thibodeau,  32°,  who  will  shortly  be  taking  over  as  Grand 
Secretary  from  Ill  .7  Bro.\  D.  Robert  MacTaggart  for  whose  services  in  the  past,  we  are 
very  grateful.  We  wish  Bro.  Thibodeau  well  in  his  new  office. 

General 

In  spite  of  the  losses  described  above  we  continue  to  hold  our  heads  above  water  and 
the  financial  position  is  reasonable.  The  enthusiasm  and  dedication  of  all  our  officers 
continues  to  be  very  good  and  the  newer  members  are  showing  signs  of  being  just  as 
enthusiastic.  In  this  context,  the  Consistory  Class  must  be  especially  mentioned. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  appreciation  for  services  rendered  by  Active  Member, 
Ill  .'.Bro. ‘.Edward  G.  Kerr,  33°,  who  in  spite  of  not  residing  in  the  Province,  has  given 
his  willing  assistance  and  support.  Also  my  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Members,  and 
Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Robert  M.  Rickard,  32°,  Grand  Secretary /Registrar,  Valley  of  Montreal,  for 
their  guidance  and  assistance  over  the  year.  I  am  also  very  grateful  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General,  Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  his  willing  and  efficient  staff  for  their 
unfailing  patience  and  assistance.

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  following  Annual  report 
on  the  condition  and  activities  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Valleys  in  Saskatchewan  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1997,  in  accordance  with  Article  26(d)  of  the  Statutes 
and  Regulations. 


General 


Although  Craft  Lodges  and  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  con¬ 
tinue  to  make  a  concerted  effort  in  their  Masonic 
Renewal  Programme  by  holding  special  nights  to 
encourage  new  members  to  join,  we  have  not  as  yet  seen 
any  positive  results  as  far  as  significant  increases  are 
concerned.  It  does  appear  that  the  number  of  candidates 
for  the  Craft  Lodges  and  the  Scottish  Rite  will  improve,  as  we  hear  of  many  lodges 
enjoying  greater  interest  and  receiving  more  applications. 


The  work  within  the  bodies  continues  to  be  of  high  calibre,  although  cast  replacements 
who  do  their  utmost  to  see  that  the  lessons  are  interesting,  understandable,  and  enjoy¬ 
able  to  the  candidates  and  members  seem  to  be  more  difficult  to  locate. 


Contributions  to  the  Craft  Lodges  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  continue  to  be  strong  within 
the  Scottish  Rite.  Many  Craft  Lodge  offices  are  filled  by  our  members,  as  is  the  Office 
of  Grand  Master  and  other  elected  and  appointed  Officers  of  Grand  Lodge. 


Social  Programmes 


The  Regina  Valley  Bodies  held  their  Annual  Christmas  Party  at  the  Royal  United 
Services  Institute  on  November  27,  1996.  This  popular  event  is  always  favourably 
received  and  well  attended.  A  delicious  dinner  followed  by  musical  entertainment  from 
a  group  of  ladies  named  “Sugar  and  Spice’"  rounded  out  a  well  planned  evening.  It  was 
interesting  to  note  that  pictures  of  the  special  guests  (widows  of  deceased  members) 
were  taken  to  be  sent  out  as  Christmas  greeting  cards. 


A  very  successful  Banquet  and  Ladies’  Night  was  held  on  November  28,  1996,  in 
Moose  Jaw,  by  the  members  of  that  valley.  A  capacity  crowd  was  in  attendance.  The 
dinner  was  excellent  and  was  followed  by  a  most  enjoyable  group  of  entertainers.  It  was 
heartwarming  for  my  wife,  Muriel  and  myself  to  be  in  attendance,  along  with 
Ill.’.

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ILL  . .  BRO  . .  HARTFORD  ALLAN  LEWIS,  33° 


It  is  with  sadness  that  we  record  the  passing  of  an 
esteemed  brother  of  the  Valley  of  Regina, 
III.'. Bro.\ Hartford  Lewis,  on  Sept.  22,  1996,  at  the  age 
of  91  years,  after  failing  health  during  the  past  year.  He 
was  bom  on  May  13,  1905,  in  East  Buck  Lake,  District 
of  Assiniboia,  N.W.T.  His  parents  were  pioneers  of  the 
district,  filing  on  a  homestead  as  early  as  1903.  Bro. 
Lewis  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  Gray  district, 
and  later  graduated  in  Agricultural  Engineering  from  the 
University  of  Saskatchewan  in  1928.  He  returned  to 
Gray  to  begin  his  farming  career,  and  continued  to  be 
active  in  the  field  of  agriculture  until  his  retirement.  He 
married  Ellen  McKen  in  1929,  and  they  were  blessed 
with  three  children,  Ron,  Glenn,  and  Marjorie.  Son 
Glenn  lost  his  life  in  a  swimming  accident  at  the  age  of 
12.  In  later  years,  son  Ron  joined  his  father  in  the  farm¬ 
ing  operation. 


In  the  fall  of  1937  he  began  a  25  year  career  as  a  seasonal  lecturer  in  the  Agricultural 
Engineering  Dept.,  University  of  Saskatchewan.  His  teaching  influenced  many  future 
farmers  and  farm  leaders,  and  his  research  and  development  paved  the  way  for  major 
improvements  in  farm  practices  on  the  prairies.  In  1946,  he  designed  and  assisted  in  the 
development  of  the  first  factory-made  discer  for  Co-op  implements  in  Winnipeg.  His 
accomplishments  during  his  career  were  many  and  he  received  recognition  from  several 
of  the  various  agricultural  organizations  in  which  he  was  involved. 


Bro.  Lewis  was  initiated  in  Gray  Lodge  No.  176  June  3,  1941,  and  raised  on  Aug.  5, 
1941,  and  served  as  WM  in  1954.  He  served  as  DDGM  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saskatchewan  in  1965-66,  and  as  GM  in  1969-70.  He  received  his  4°  December  4, 
1949,  his  14°  March  24,  1950,  in  the  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection,  his  18°  March  22, 
1951,  in  Saskatoon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  where  he  served  as  MWS  in  1960-61,  and 
his  32°  in  Saskatchewan  Consistory,  where  he  served  as  C-in-C  in  1973-74.  He  was 
coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Hamilton,  ON,  in  1975.  He  was  received 
into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  June  5,  1971,  taking  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the 
order.  He  was  a  Past  Patron  of  Milestone  Chapter  #60  O.E.S.,  and  served  as  a  Grand 
Trustee  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Saskatchewan  for  several  years. 

Our  brother  was  predeceased  by  his  parents;  his  wife,  Ellen;  his  sons,  Glenn  and  Ron. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife  Dorothy;  his  daughter,  Marjorie  Steve,  and  family,  as  well  as 
several  grandchildren,  great  grandchildren  and  his  three  brothers. 

A  service  of  remembrance  was  held  in  Wesley  United  Church,  Regina,  on  Sept.  25, 
1996,  followed  by  a  Masonic  Memorial  Service  conducted  by  the  GM  and  other  Grand 
Lodge  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan.  Interment  had  taken  place  in  the 
family  plot.  Riverside  Memorial  Park,  prior  to  the  service  of  remembrance. 

The  positions  which  Bro.  Lewis  occupied  in  Masonry,  and  which  he  tilled  with  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  all,  will  be  of  necessity  taken  by  others,  but  there  will  always  be  a  place  in  our 
hearts  for  him.  He  will  always  be  united  with  us  in  the  paths  of  service  urging  us  on  to 
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the  same  sort  of  achievement  which  made  him  a  friend  to  all.  He  fulfilled  his  philoso¬ 
phy  of  life:  “life  is  mostly  what  you  make  of  it”.

The  Valley  of  Windsor,  and  indeed  Freemasonry  in  its 
many  branches,  has  lost  a  sincere,  dedicated  and  loyal 
supporter  of  the  Masonic  philosophy,  which  was  his 
pilot  light  throughout  life.

1964,  and  served  as  its  WM  in  1973.  He  was  elected  as  Secretary  in  1974,  and  contin¬ 
ued  in  that  office  for  many  years.

&  Officers  Association,  also  a  Life  Member  of  The  Heritage  Lodge  No.  730, 
Cambridge.

Ill Bro Hugh  Lord,  a  long  time  resident  of  the 
Hamilton,  Ont.  area  was  born  June  7,  1910,  in  Dublin, 
Ireland  and  passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above,  on  Nov. 
20,  1996.  The  funeral  service  was  conducted  at  St.

Ill Bro Leslie  Lowry  died  suddenly  at  Hamilton 
General  Hospital  on  November  21,  1997,  with  his  family 
at  his  side,  having  two  days  earlier  undergone  an  inves¬ 
tigative  heart  procedure.  He  was  a  devoted  family  man, 
a  dedicated  Mason,  and  a  kindly  Christian  gentleman; 
always  interested  in  the  well-being  of  those  around  him. 

Bro.  Lowry  was  born  in  Hamilton  on  August  4,  1923, 
where  he  received  his  elementary  and  secondary  school 
education.  His  business  career  began  in  1941,  with 
Lowry  Fuels  Ltd.,  an  independent  fuel  oil  and  equip¬ 
ment  supplier,  which  he  and  his  brother  Jack  operated  as 
partners  until  their  retirement  in  1980.

The  Scottish  Rite  lost  one  of  its  outstanding  brothers  on 
Nov.  28,  1996,  at  the  age  of  73,  from  heart  problems.

Our  brother  was  born  in  Dauphin,  Manitoba,  Dec.  22, 
1922.  He  enlisted  in  the  RCAF  in  Ottawa  in  1941,  and 
served  overseas  as  a  Flying  Officer  until  he  was  dis¬ 
charged  in  1945.

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ILL . .  BRO . .  ERNEST  HORD,  33° 

Ill Bro Ernest  Hord  was  bom  at  Ilderton,  Ontario,  on 
June  19,  1911,  into  an  agricultural  family.  After  com¬ 
pleting  high  school  in  1929,  he  worked  as  Office 
Manager  of  the  Cities  Service  Bulk  Plant  in  Stratford, 
following  which  he  and  a  partner  opened  the  Ruttle  and 
Hord  men’s  clothing  store  in  downtown  London.  In 
1937,  still  during  the  depression,  he  married  a  high 
school  sweetheart,  Irene  Hudson.  When  his  parents 
retired  from  farming,  he  gave  up  the  store  and  took  over 
the  family  farm. 

Applying  his  business  skills  to  agriculture,  our  brother 
bought  several  neighbouring  farms  as  they  became 
available,  and  concentrated  on  beef  and  poultry  opera¬ 
tions.  On  his  home  feed  lots,  he  was  able  to  fatten  about 
500  Alberta  calves,  mostly  on  home-grown  feed,  and  built  the  first  large  poultry  bam  in 
the  area,  which  was  completely  automatic,  even  to  egg-gathering.  He,  and  his  family, 
also  expanded  into  broiler-chicken  operations,  and  could  accommodate  about  200,000 
birds.  Later,  they  developed  a  property  business,  concentrating  on  income  properties. 

Masonically,  Bro.  Hord  joined  Henderson  Lodge  No. 388,  in  1935,  and  became  its  WM 
in  1949.

Freemasonry  in  Ontario  suffered  a  great  loss  recently 
with  the  passing  of  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Rev.  Arthur  Watson,  on 
Dec.  17,  1996.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  Ivy,  two  chil¬ 
dren  Ian  and  Linda,  and  three  grandchildren.  The  funeral 
service  took  place  in  Stoney  Creek  United  Church.  His 
brother.  Rev.  Norman  Watson,  and  Ill  .'.Bro .‘.Norman 
E.  Byrne,  33°,  delivered  the  eulogies.  The  service  was 
well  attended  by  his  many  Masonic  and  non-Masonic 
friends. 

Bro.  Watson  was  bom  on  Feb.  21,  1923,  in  Brockville, 
Ontario,  and  spent  his  early  years  there.  However,  he 
was  soon  to  leave  home  and  start  a  journey  across 
Canada  in  the  service  of  his  church. 


He  was  ordained  a  minister  in  the  United  Church  of  Canada  in  1949,  and  was  posted  to 
his  first  pastorate  in  Climax,  Saskatchewan,  that  same  year.

It  is  with  great  sadness  we  record  the  sudden  passing  of 
Ill/.  Bro/.  Leslie  Tate  on  Dec.  24,  1996.  He  leaves  a 
great  void  in  Freemasonry. 


Our  brother  was  born  on  Feb.  16,  1922,  in  Beverley, 
Yorkshire,  England,  where  he  obtained  his  education.

Bro.  Tate  came  to  Canada  in  1941,  with  the  RAF.  He 
was  attached  to  the  RCAF,  and  was  involved  in  setting 
up  the  Flying  Training  School  in  Estevan,  SK.

longer  available.  He  became  a  class  “A”  mechanic  and  worked  for  a  number  of  years  as 
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an  auto  mechanic.  In  1963,  he  had  an  opportunity  to  go  back  to  his  original  trade,  that 
of  a  millwright,  and  joined  Dupont,  where  he  worked  until  his  retirement. 

His  Masonic  career  started  when  he  was  initiated  into  Nipissing  Lodge  No. 420  on  Feb. 
25,  1963,  becoming  WM  in  1970,  and  was  secretary  from  1982  until  1989.  He  was 
DDGM  of  Nipissing  East  District  in  1984.

Bro. '.Edward  Logan  was  called  home  on  Jan.  22, 
1997,  following  a  brief  illness  at  Victoria  Hospital, 
London,  Ontario,  having  spent  a  lifetime,  spanning 
some  eighty-seven  years,  filled  with  kindness,  inspira¬ 
tion  and  love  for  his  fellowman. 

Bro.  Logan  was  born  in  Watford,  Ont.,  Leb.  10,  1910. 
He  attended  elementary  school  in  Watford,  secondary 
school  in  Sarnia,  and  after  five  years  working  in  busi¬ 
ness,  continued  his  education  at  the  University  of 
Toronto,  graduating  in  1938,  with  a  B.Comm.  degree, 
and  from  the  Ontario  College  of  College  of  Education  in 
1939.  He  taught  school  for  thirty-three  years  in  Sarnia, 
Dresden,  and  Merlin,  and  was  a  Secondary  School 
Principal  in  Dresden  and  Merlin  for  twenty-eight  years, 
retiring  in  June,  1972.  Our  brother  was  a  member  of  Christ  Anglican  Church,  Chatham. 

Bro.  Logan  was  extremely  prominent  in  many  Masonic  activities,  bearing  title  and  rank 
in  every  concordant  body  in  Masonry  of  which  he  was  a  member.  He  was  initiated  in 
Sydenham  Lodge  No. 255,  Dresden,  Oct.  10,  1944,  and  affiliated  with  Century  Lodge 
No. 457,  Merlin,  in  1968,  serving  as  its  WM  in  1973.  He  was  made  a  Very  Worshipful 
Brother,  on  sight,  in  1983  by  MW  Bro.  Howard  O.  Polk. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  Bro.  Logan  joined  the  Chatham  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1953, 
the  Windsor  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1955,  and  later,  was  a  founding  member  of  the 
Kent  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  serving  as  its  MWS  in  1962-63.  He  was  the 
Secretary/Registrar  of  the  Valley  of  Chatham  from  1974-1995.  An  excellent  ritualist,  he 
took  an  active  part  both  as  director,  and  as  a  member  of  the  cast.  He  joined  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton,  in  1965,  and  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General,  in  Ottawa,  on  Sept.  13,  1974. 

In  York  Rite  Masonry,  Comp.  Logan  joined  MacNabb  Chapter  #88  R.A.M.  in  Dresden, 
in  1945,  serving  as  Lirst  Principal  in  1950,  and  Grand  Superintendent  of  St.  Clair  Dist. 
#1,  in  1955.  He  was  honoured  a  Royal  and  Select  Master  in  Babylon  Council  #11, 
Chatham,  in  1964,  and  served  as  the  Most  Ill.  GM  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  Ontario,  in  1977,  and  later  as  its  Grand  Treasurer.  He  was  a  Charter 
Member  and  Past  Thrice  Ill.  Master  of  Ontario  Council,  Order  of  the  Silver  Trowel.  He 
was  also  a  Past  Preceptor  of  Kent  Preceptory,  Knights  Templar  #20  Chatham,  and  a 
Past  Provincial  Grand  Prior,  London  Dist.  of  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  Past 
Prior  of  Ontario  Priory  #49  London,  Knight  of  the  York  Cross  of  Honour. 

Bro.  Logan  was  a  past  Governor  of  Windsor  York  Rite  College  #9,  Chatham,  and  a 
recipient  of  the  “Order  of  the  Purple  Cross”  of  the  York  Rite  Sovereign  College.  He 
was  Past  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  of  St.  John  Conclave  #1 1  Windsor,  of  the  Grand 
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Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada.  He  was  also  a  fifty-year  member  of  Mocha  Temple, 
London,  and  Past  President  of  Ahcom  Shrine  Club,  Chatham.  He  was  also  a  past  direc¬ 
tor  of  London  Court,  Royal  Order  of  Jesters,  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 
Hamilton;  a  Past  Celebrant  of  Mount  Abiegnos  College,  Chatham,  of  the  Rosicrucian 
Society  of  Freemasons;  a  Past  Sovereign  Master,  Chatham  Council  #143,  Allied 
Masonic  Degrees;  and  a  Past  High  Priest  of  Thames  Tabernacle  #108,  Chatham,  of  the 
Holy  Royal  Arch  Knight  of  Templar  Priests. 

He  was  an  inspiration  to  most  of  us,  a  mentor  to  many  of  us,  and  a  friend  to  all  of  us. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  the  McKinley  Funeral  Home,  Chatham,  on  Jan.  27, 
1997. 

Our  Bro.  Edward  Hugh  Logan,  who  never  married,  was  the  last  of  a  family  of  two  sis¬ 
ters  and  two  brothers,  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  family  plot  in  St.  James  Anglican 
Cemetery,  near  Watford.

ILL  . .  BRO  . .  CHARLES  DOUGLAS  READING,  33° 

The  Hamilton  area  Masonic  Community  suffered  the 
loss  of  one  of  its  most  active  and  long-service  members 
in  the  person  of  Ill  .‘.Bro.’.  Douglas  Reading,  on  January 
31,  1997.  Following  cremation,  a  well  attended  and  fit¬ 
ting  memorial  service,  conducted  by  Archbishop  Ralph 
Spence,  was  held  on  Feb.  6,  1997,  in  St.  Luke’s 
Anglican  Church,  Burlington,  with  many  of  those  in 
attendance  being  Masons  of  the  area. 

Having  been  retired  for  many  years,  but  due  to  failing 
health,  Bro.  Reading  moved  to  the  Allendale  Centre,  in 
Milton,  for  the  past  several  months.  His  interest  in 
Masonry  in  the  Hamilton  District,  had  not  waned  one 
bit.  One  of  the  highlights  of  his  long  Masonic  career 
occurred  on  Nov.  12,  1995,  when  our  GM,  Most 
Worshipful  Bro.  Durward  I.  Greenwood  arrived  at  Allendale  to  present  him  with  his  60- 
year  a  Mason  button. 

Charles  Douglas  Reading  was  born  in  Hamilton  on  October  31,  1912  (Halloween — 
something  he  regularly  commented  upon),  received  his  primary  education  in  Hamilton, 
and  graduated  from  the  Hamilton  Teachers  College.  After  teaching  in  the  Hamilton 
Public  School  system  for  10  years,  his  career  changed  direction  and  he  became  an  agent 
for  the  Mutual  Life  Assurance  Co.  for  the  next  25  years.  During  these  years  he  resided 
in  St.  Thomas,  and  later  Strathroy,  but  then  moved  to  Burlington  in  1945,  where  he  was 
instrumental  in  forming  an  insurance  agency  known  as  Mallett,  Reading  and  Wright, 
and  he  became  its  President. 

His  interest  in  teaching  continued,  and  found  him  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Burlington  Public 
School  Board  for  five  years,  and  its  Chairman  in  1955. 
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In  1938,  he  married  Margaret  Elizabeth  Howard,  and  this  union  was  blessed  with  three 
daughters,  Annabelle,  Brenda,  and  Claudia,  as  well  as  with  eight  grandchildren,  and  six 
great-grandchildren. 

Our  brother’s  family  was  the  focal  point  of  his  life,  and  he  never  failed  to  carry  pictures 
of  each  member,  or  to  show  them  at  every  possible  opportunity. 

The  second  most  important  aspect  of  his  life  was  his  association  with  St.  Luke’s 
Anglican  Church  in  Burlington,  where  he  attended  faithfully,  and  regularly  through 
nearly  50-years,  until  his  move  to  Allendale.  He  had  been  a  Peoples  Warden  and  a  Lay 
Delegate  for  the  Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  Niagara  as  well  as  a  Lay  Reader. 

Of  almost  equal  secondary  importance  was  his  love  of  and  dedication  to  Freemasonry. 
He  originally  saw  “light”  in  Acacia  Lodge  No.61,  Hamilton,  in  1935,  becoming  a  life 
member  in  1940,  and  temporarily  affiliated  with  Talbot  Lodge  No. 546  in  St. Thomas, 
and  then  Beaver  Lodge  No. 83  in  Strathroy,  but  then  a  permanent  affiliation,  in  1946, 
with  Burlington  Lodge  No.  165,  in  Burlington,  serving  as  WM  in  1956,  and  Treasurer 
1965-81.  He  was  accorded  Honorary  Life  Membership  in  Burlington  Lodge  in  1982.  He 
was  a  Charter  Member  of  Wellington  Square  Lodge  No. 725,  and  its  first  Treasurer 
when  the  Lodge  was  instituted  in  Nov.  1973,  and  was  a  Member  of  The  Heritage  Lodge 
No. 730. 

Our  brother  received  his  14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  May  6,  1952,  his  18°  in 
Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  Nov.  5,  1952,  serving  as  MWS  in  1972, 
and  his  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  Nov.  6,  1953.  He  was  coroneted 
an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  in  Regina,  in  Sept.  1976. 

In  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  he  became  a  member  of  Hamilton  Chapter  #175,  Hamilton, 
Apr.  16,  1957,  and  affiliated  with  King  David  Chapter  #262,  Burlington  on  May  30, 
1961,  as  a  charter  member,  serving  as  “Z”  in  1966. 

He  was  President  of  the  Masters’  &  Wardens’  Association,  Hamilton  Districts,  1957;  a 
member  of  Harington  Conclave  #16,  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  Hamilton,  serving  as 
Most  Puissant  Sovereign  in  1967,  Ill.  Grand  Vice-Chancellor,  1976-77,  Ill.  Grand 
Chamberlain,  1977-78,  Very  Ill.  Past  Grand  Chancellor,  1978-79. 

Bro.  Reading  was  a  member  of  Rameses  Shrine  Temple,  Toronto,  and  a  Life  Member 
of  the  Hamilton  Shrine  Club;  member  of  Lakeview  Chapter  #79  OES,  Burlington,  serv¬ 
ing  as  WP  in  1976;  and  a  member  of  Godrey  de  Bouillon  Preceptory. 

Three  particular  things  stood  out  above  all  else  in  Bro.  Douglas  Reading’s  mind  in  so 
far  as  his  Masonic  endeavours  were  concerned: 

1  .-His  attainment  of  having  become  a  60-year  Mason 

2.  -His  advancement  to  Honorary  Inspector-General  33° 

3.  -His  involvement  as  a  co-founder  of  Wellington  Square  Lodge  No. 725  in 

Burlington 

Perhaps  the  latter  was  his  greatest  accomplishment,  and  the  lodge  will  ever  remain  a 
tribute  to  his  memory. 
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He  was  a  true  friend,  an  energetic  and  involved  Mason,  a  superb  ritualist,  and  one  who 
had  taken  Masonry  to  heart.  His  passing,  like  that  of  other  distinguished  brethren  of  the 
past,  leaves  us  saddened  but  grateful  that  they  walked  with  us  for  a  while.

We  are  saddened  to  report  the  passing  of 
Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Kenneth  Riggs,  aged  71,  on  Feb.  1,  1997, 
after  a  long  battle  with  cancer  and  heart  disease.  Our 
brother  was  born  in  North  Sydney,  N.S.,  on  Nov.  20, 
1925,  lived  a  happy  family  life  with  his  parents,  five 
brothers  and  two  sisters. 

Bro.  Riggs  married  Isobel  Frieda  Brain,  and  they  were 
blessed  with  two  sons,  Robert  married  to  Karis,  and 
David  married  to  Karen,  and  five  grandchildren.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife,  two  sons,  five  grandchildren,  his 
sisters  Millie  and  Thelma,  and  a  brother  Ill.'.

He  was  architect  of  the  33°  and  32°  jacket  crests, 
approved  by  Supreme  Council,  and  marketed  by  him,  with  all  profit  donated  to  the 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada.

James  R.,  as  he  was  known,  died  at  the  Perrin's  Clinton 
View  Lodge,  Clinton,  PE,  on  Feb.  8,  1997.  Although  he 
had  been  stricken  by  a  slight  stroke  in  May,  1995,  and 
had  Alzheimer’s  Disease,  and  had  moved  only  recently 
to  the  Lodge  from  his  home  in  Seaview,  he  was  other¬ 
wise  in  good  health  for  a  man  of  such  mature  years.  G. 
Elmer  Paynter  announced  his  passing  at  the  end  of  a 
banquet  being  held  at  the  Annual  Masonic  Curling 
Bonspiel  in  Crapaud,  PE.  A  gasp  of  shock  was  heard 
when  word  of  his  passing  was  announced  to  the  brethren 
by  the  Senior  Grand  Warden.  A  moment  of  silence  was 
observed  by  those  present. 


Our  brother  was  bom  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  on 
Feb.  19,  1907,  and  moved  to  PE  in  1913,  where  he 
received  his  general  education.  He  obtained  his  teaching  license  from  Prince  of  Wales 
College,  Charlottetown  in  1925.  His  teaching  career  extended  from  1925-1971,  twenty- 
two  of  those  in  the  classroom,  five  years  as  a  Supervisor  of  Schools  and  Principal  of 
Schools  for  twenty  years. 


During  this  time  he  met  the  woman  of  his  dreams,  Theresa  Myrtle  Meek,  ot 
Springbrook,  PE,  whom  he  wooed,  courted  and  on  Aug.  30,  1927  married.  They  were 
blessed  with  a  daughter  Dorothy  Jean  (Rev.  Canon  Eric  Ingraham),  and  a  son.  Dr. 
Robert  Stewart,  M.D. 
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Bro.  Murphy  became  very  active  in  his  own  community  affairs,  joining,  advancing  and 
leading  organizations  that  would  help  enhance  the  community.  He  was  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Summerside  Y’s  Men's  Club,  as  well  as  the  Kensington  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  He  became  president  of  the  PEI  Teachers  Federation,  and  received  a  medal 
from  that  body  for  his  work.  The  Red  Cross  Society  also  presented  him  with  a  medal  in 
1967  for  25  active  years  of  service.  As  Chair  of  the  Centennial  Committee  in 
Kensington  in  1967,  he  was  awarded  the  Canada  Medal  for  his  endeavours.  He  received 
the  Queen  Elizabeth  Confederation  Medal  in  1967,  the  Queen  the  Queen  Elizabeth 
Medal  in  1977,  and  Citizen  of  the  Year  in  1986. 

During  WWII  he  joined  the  Reserve  Army  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Major  in  the  PEI 
Regiment  (Reserve). 

Bro.  Murphy  did  not  restrict  himself  to  teaching  and  the  Community.  His  only  home 
was  a  small  50  acre  farm  in  Sea  View,  where  he  raised  pigs.  Later  he  went  into  business 
with  his  father  and  two  brothers,  and  formed  the  North  Shore  Packing  Co.  Ltd.,  where 
they  processed  and  packed  lobsters,  shellfish,  mackerel,  and  meat.  These  activities  he 
enjoyed  all  the  while  he  continued  his  vocation  as  a  teacher. 

He  also  involved  himself  in  church  affairs,  and  was  a  life-long  active  member  of  St. 
Stephen’s  Anglican  Church,  Irishtown.  Until  the  last  month  of  his  life  he  regularly 
attended  worship  every  Sunday.  He  was  a  Warden  of  the  parish  church  on  more  than 
one  occasion;  president  of  the  Layman’s  Association,  both  Summerside  and  New 
London  Parishes.  For  many  years  he  was  honoured  to  be  one  the  Bishop's  Men,  sup¬ 
porting  and  advising  as  appropriate. 

His  Masonic  career  was  also  highly  impressive,  joining  the  brotherhood  as  soon  as  he 
reached  lawful  age,  and  continued  his  ever  upward  climb.  By  1931  he  was  master  of  his 
lodge,  King  Edward  No.  18.  In  1950  he  joined  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  becoming  TPGM  in 
1957,  of  Albert  Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection.  He  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Prince  Edward  Island  In  1956.  In  1960  he  joined  St.  Lawrence  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  and  received  his  32°  in  Halifax  Consistory  in  1970,  the  same  year  he  became 
MWS  and  received  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.  In  1972  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  in  Windsor,  Ontario. 

Needless  to  say  he  was  also  involved  in  the  York  Rite,  and  received  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Degree  in  Prince  Edward  Chapter  R.A.M.  #12,  in  1950.  He  continued  to  the  Red 
Cross  of  Constantine,  Royal  and  Select  Master,  HRA  Knight  Templar  Priest,  and  the 
Order  of  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Master.  During  a  Masonic  visit  to  Israel,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Holy  Land  Lodge  and  was  their  representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
PEI  until  his  death.

Ill Bro.\ Hubert  King  was  bom  in  Vancouver  on  Nov. 
23,  1906,  and  died  in  Prince  George  on  Aug.  2,  1997, 
after  a  short  illness.  Bro.  King  graduated  from  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  with  an  Honours 
Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree.  He  then  articled  with  a 
Vancouver  law  firm,  and  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  July  of 
1932.  He  opened  a  law  office  in  Barkerville,  in  1933, 
and  later  moved  his  law  practice  to  Wells,  BC.  In  1942, 
he  joined  the  Canadian  forces,  but  was  asked  to  serve 
with  the  Wartime  Prices  and  Trade  Board  in  Ottawa.

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ILL  . .  BRO  . .  RICHARD  PETER  KARWINSKY  de  KARWIN,  33° 

Born  in  1916,  in  Vienna,  Austria,  Ill  Bro Peter  de 
Karwin  emigrated  to  Canada  shortly  after  WWII.  An 
indication  of  the  value  which  he  placed  on  his  Canadian 
citizenship  is  found  in  a  statement  which  he  made  later 
in  his  life,  “Coming  from  a  well  known  family,  we  had 
suffered  enough  (including  having  members  of  our  fam¬ 
ily  in  Concentration  Camps)  to  appreciated  the  freedom 
of  Canada”.  With  his  wife,  Nora  Alexandra,  and  their 
daughter,  he  settled  in  Toronto.  He  was  both  an 
Electrical  and  a  Mechanical  Professional  Engineer,  and 
was  employed  by  the  Canadian  General  Electric  Co. 
Appointed  in  1962  to  the  staff  of  the  Teaching  Aids 
Department  of  the  Toronto  Board  of  Education  as  a 
Technical  Consultant,  he  was  responsible  for  testing  and 
evaluating  audio-visual  equipment.  His  was  an  impor¬ 
tant  role  in  the  development  of  television  and  video  recording  in  the  Toronto  school 
system. 

He  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  in  Alpha  Lodge  No. 384,  May,  1963.  Rapid  recogni¬ 
tion  of  his  abilities  resulted  in  his  election  as  WM  in  1965,  and  as  Grand  Junior  Warden 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  1972.  He  was  made  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Nov.  1969,  in  St.  Patrick  Chapter  No.  145. 

Bro.  de  Karwin  received  the  14°  in  the  Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  Jan.  10, 
1966,  the  18°  on  Jan.  19,  1967,  in  the  Toronto  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  the  32°  in  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  on  May  6,  1967,  and  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  on  Sept.  1 1,  1976,  in  Regina.  His  portrayal  in  the  15°  of  Zerubbabel’s  resolute 
determination  to  free  his  people  from  exile,  and  to  rebuild  the  Temple,  was  truly 
impressive. 

For  nearly  twenty  years  Bro.  de  Karwin  discharged  his  many  responsibilities  to  his  fam¬ 
ily,  to  his  profession,  and  to  Masonry  (both  Craft  and  Scottish  Rite)  in  an  exemplary 
fashion.  After  his  retirement,  in  1981,  from  professional  life,  he  was  able  to  give  more 
attention  to  other  interests.  One  of  these  was  his  cottage  and  the  enjoyment  that  nearby 
lakes  and  forests  afforded  him.  Another  was  travel;  his  journeys  took  him  to  every  con¬ 
tinent,  except  Australia.  The  most  compelling  of  these  avocations,  however,  was  music. 
He  spoke  with  pride  of  the  city  of  his  birth,  Vienna,  as  “the  world's  capital  of  music, 
where  Mozart,  Beethoven,  Schubert,  Strauss,  and  many  others  composed  immortal 
music  for  mankind”.  His  slide  presentation  on  Mozart  not  only  was  an  enjoyable  biog¬ 
raphy  of  a  famous  composer  and  a  Mason,  but  also,  it  was  a  commentary  on  three  facets 
of  human  endeavour  that  defined  Bro.  Peter  de  Karwin;  specialist  in  audio-visual  com¬ 
munication,  musicologist,  and  Freemason. 

After  a  valiant  struggle  against  cancer,  Bro.  de  Karwin  died  on  Sept.  3,  1997.  The  over¬ 
flow  attendance  at  his  Masonic  Memorial  Service  was  an  eloquent  testimonial  of  the 
love  and  respect  with  which  his  brethren  remember  Ill  Bro .'.  Richard  Peter  Karwinsky 
de  Karwin  as  a  valued  friend  and  as  an  accomplished  Mason. 
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ILL . .  BRO A  MERLE  COATES  KIRBY,  33° 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Vancouver  Valley  records  the 
death  of  Ill  Bro Merle  Kirby  on  Aug.  17,  1997,  at 
the  age  of  94.  He  had  been  in  ill  health  for  many  years 
but  always  showed  his  bright  nature  to  the  end.  He  was 
born  on  July  14,  1903,  in  Fleming  SK,  near  the 
Manitoba  border.
